Which with the entire ?r#/Jirf would 
t)e highly worth the Knowledge of the Eng^ 
lijh Reader y if proper to be given in this PlacCi 
Here then I (hall make an end of what % 
defign'd chiefiy to translate from him : And 
1 (hall only advertife the Reader farther^ 
That though this firft Poem of the Life ef 
^if ^(?/</ was written in the Year 1640. when 
the Author was between 25 and ^6 Years ot 
Age i yet with fome more that he adde4 
concerning tht Immortality^ and both againft 
tht Sleep and Vnity of SohIs^ it came not out 
till 154Z. and then he tells us, at the Inftigd-- 
tion of fome Learned and Pious Friends< to 
whom he had in private accidentally IheWd 
them. Nay, for th^t firft Piece j he feveraj 
times, it feems, thought of burning it, left 
, it fljould fall into the Hands of others.. But 
Providence defiguM not that fuch a Jewel^ 
with the reit that followed, (jiould be loft 
to the World •, and fo oi;dered the Matter, 
as we have feen, otherwife; And thefe were 
to be the Pirft-fruits^ pr Primordid of his 
Studies i'ajld a Pledge of hnfatHrePerformancet^ 

If any ihafl oe her^ curious to enquire in*' 
to the more particular extent of his intrd

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^mcos Annosy^ orthofe few Tears wherein he 
arriv'dto To admirable a Degree both of 
. Life and Knowledge^ and fuch a Divine State 
of Joy confequent upon them ; I can afTure 
hirti on very good Grounds^ or from the 
Author himfelf, that it was the Space of be- 
tween 3 and 4 Years* This flwrt time of 
Holy DifcifMne and ConfiiEt^ let him in, it 
ftemS) to wonderful Communications \ and 
6j)enM, as it were, the Gates of P^r/i^//ir to 
Him. 

Concerning which matter, it is not, I con- 
ceive, for any that have not had fome very- 
confiderablc Experiences oithh kind to make 
a true Judgment : Nor will I my felf pre- 
tend to a fufficient Knowledge or Experience 
of it» But it is not, I fliould think, difficult 
to apprehend •, That a Man having once re- 
fcued himfelf from the Obliquity and Cafti- 
vity of his own Self will and Self-love^ and 
got, fo far as even this Life fuffers, from the 

Bondage ofCorrvptiony into the Glorious Liber- 
ty of the Children of God •, into a high State 
of rirtue and Divine Purity^ with a raoft 
Free, Noble, Intelligent, and Univerfal 
Love of God, and of the whole Creation : 
I fay, it is not difficult to conceive, that 
t\itLifc of fuch a Perfon, efpecially of a 
Perfon of the Doftor's Parts and Conftitu- 
tion, muft needs be very highly Joyous and 
Blefed. A Heart loofed from it felf, is like 
a Ship failing in the midft of the Seas : And 
we having recovered our felves into the 
4ue Love of God^ and of one another^ to a 
State of freedom and hnocency^ what re- 
. ^ mainsi: 
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mams, hut to live in a moft unfpeakaM* 
feace. Liberty and Felicity for evermore ^ 

Such will f Ar/»/r in G O D, in this Divine 
Life cpmmunicated to them, and in all Crea-^ 
tnres : Whofe J^mnbers^ Orders^ fioffinejfis^ 
and Extent^ with the Works of Providenct 
in the Vniverfe at large, are unfpeakable 
and unknowable; but will be ihrewdly 
guefs?d at, and moft magnificently conceived 
of, by Men of this <^araBer t And indeed 
even Philofophy it lelf doth prefent us 
with admirable and allonllhlng Profpefts 
of them. 

This then was the BUfsfnl and Gtorivai 
Iflue of the l>oStarh fo fincere and Herolad 
Enterprife^ iii the freeing of his Soul from 
SlmndSelfy it was excellent Wifdom\ and 
that fudden^ in a manner, and nnexfeHed % 
a clear t/£thereal fort of Temperamenc of 
B9dy and of Mind \ a gladfome and even 
EnthH/iaJl^ck ScnCe of Joy^ in the J^ature^ 
Works and Providence of GOD; with a 
moft ftable Truth and ReElitude of Ndture as 
to hirnfelf. Nor can any deny, bijt that 
all thefe are the nobUfi Fruits and Attain^ 
ments of Religion ; the foj-/?^'^? and moft p^r' 
Jiff Z^ercifts of it*, and that^ according 
to our Powers, we are all of us obHg'd 
to afpire after this Sincerity and yir^ 
tne.

** from the Deity ; I was fully convinced, 
*^ that true Holinefs was the only fafe En-» 
** trance into Divine Knewledfe. And hav- 
** ing an unfhaken Belief of the* Exiftenee

And per- 
haps never Perfon wrote more the Senti- 
ments of his own Mind, or hath more truly 
reprefcntcd the free and abfoiute Refalts 
of his ownReaibn and Confcience to the 
World than He himfelf hath done.

To pals over what I have heard con* 
cerning him at School^ That his Afafter 
woold be at times in jidmiration at the Ex* 
ercifes that were done by him: And yet 
the Dr. hath been heard to fay. That the 
Wonder and P leaf are with which he and others 
woHld fometimes read them^ elated him not\ 
hnt that he was rather troabled and ajliam^d j 
at not knowing whether he could do fo weB ano^ 
fher time. To pafs over, I fay, this ; Of 
what an anxious ^nd thoughtful Genius he was 
pbloguff 3, from his very Childhood*^ as he hach exprcfly 
Numb. i7f in a certain Place told us, fo is it abundant* 
' ly to be colledked from his Works in Gene* 
ral ; and from that which we have heard 
already concerning him. And afTuredly 
thattFiV, teaming^ and Pietyy which (hone 
fo bright afterwards in the Higheft Orb 

of 
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of Rtdfm^ W$fd(m^ and J^irtue^ could not 
fail of giving early very Signal Difcoveries 
of it felf, ^nd even Hercules like perform 
Wonders in its Cradle; as in a more 
fobenSenle, by what hath been related of 
thofe his firft Years^ the Dr. in a fort^ 
may very juftly feem to have done. 

And here it is highly Remarkable^ Hov^S 
from the Beginning of 1iis time, all things 
in a Manner came flowing to him-, and, 
*8 the Beams of the Sun in the cool early 
Pay, . rofe and fhone in upon him with 
their Golden and unexpreflible Light. And 
having thus his Mind^ Cto ufe his own ele-^adduc: Tri- 
gant Expreflion) enlightned with a Senfe <?/uniph. p. 272, 
the Noblefl- Theories In this Mornlvg of his 
pays^ he proceeded (as it is faid concern- 
ing iVlfdomi) to Jhlne more and more until P^P^* 4. !?• 
Perfect Day \ And thus vigoroufly refiding in 
his Sphere of Light, he continued his Courle 
to the very Evening of his Age : Though 
then (as the Sun is often after the cleareft 
Days) overtaken and Eqvelop'd with Va- 
I)ours and Clouds •, in which this bright 
Lamp fetv yet to rife with fo much the 
greater Lu ft re in a New and more Glorious 
Region, > 

But here, I fay, is that which Is greatly 
Qbfervable i How in his ToHthful Ye^rs, at 
the Writing of his Poems^ he is foqnd to be 
endow'd with all that rich Senfe of Mind 
in Relation to GOD, His Worh and Pro- 
vidence^ which he afterwards fo excellently 
cultivated and improved. For there we 
find him flnging the Infinity (?/ Wjinrlds j

fiihle Goodnofs ; it frould be ftrange, I fay, 
if there fliould be no greater TUnitude or 
PeffiHion in His Works ^y and in the Exercife 
of thefe from End to End, than the Gene- 
rality of the World have as yet in all Ages 
been prone or excited to believe ; if there 
fliould not appear z Correffondency between 
the Nature and Oferations of the Deity ; fo 
that as there can be no Bounds fet to the 
Glory of the Qw^, fo neither in fome Pro- 
portion to the Otherr^ if both tht Frame^ 
Tme^ and Government of thtVniverfey fllbiild 
not fuit with the infinite and adorable 
AttrihHtesoi its Great Creator ; and bear the 
joft Imfreffions^ fo far as we can purfue them, 
of his Excellency and Perfe^ions. And hav- 
ing this fenfe, we piay very well conceive 
upon thefe Grounds, as well as thojfe of PW- 
lofofhy^ or the Mundane Sy^em:^ That for 
our Globe here, however it be Conpderable^ 
taken by it felf, yet it is plainly as Nothing 
in coraparifon of the reft of the Creation \ 
not as 4 Drop to the Ocean, or as the fmal- 
left Atome unto the whole Earth : And far3i 
ther, as to our felves, fhat we a^c All here 
but as in a School or Hofptal ^ a fort of 
Children^ or Pigmees^ and in the Gave or 
Pit of this Lower World •, as little able, 
for the moft part, to behold or. judge of 
what is Endlefs and Above, the fo infinite 
?nd ftupendious both Works ofGodyandMyfie^ 
fief of his Providenccy as a Perlbn fuppos'd 

fo be 9II hi$ UfQ long in fon^e deep Vault; 
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of the SHhterraneaus Regions, eta be 
ceiv'd to view, or to judge of the Things 
that are in Heaven and in Earth- There art 
yet hid greyer things than theft bty for wt have 
Ecclas.43.3» f^^^ hut a f eve ef his Works i faith the Son of 

Sirach: Which is not much unlike that 

of Tbemifiius ; The Things we knoxp are but 
the leafi fart of thofe we know not. 

And ihefe were the Sentiments of the 
Do&ov'^s Great Mind: As he had a Wonder- 
ful Senfe of G O D, Sacred an^ Inefahle^ 
and of his anconceiveahle Attrihuies \ So he 
foon found All things^ to his high Satis- 
fadion, net unfuitable to them. And partly 
from a free Exercife of his own Reafbn and 
Faculties, and, what is much more, the 
Advantages />f a Holy and Purified Nature •, 
partly from the Senfe of fuch ancient Sages 
as have ever been in greateft Honour and 
Efteem for their Wifdom and Firtue \ part- 
ly' from the Difcoveries of the New Philofth 
fhy-i and the known State and Phanomena 
of the World ; and laftly from either 
the open ExprefRons, or elfe more fecret 
Intimations ox Holy Serif ture ; I fay, from 
all thefe together, he broke out at length 
into all thofe Admirable Theories that have 
been before mentioned ^ and hath with the 
greateft Advantage of Reafon^ Learnings 
and a Divine Senfe^ recommended them to 
the World. 

And certainly, unlefs we build^ as we fay, 
toith one handj and deftroy with another j ac- 
kfiowledge the Per fed ion of the Divine Na- 
fkreks Caufej and overthrow it in EffeU'^ 

we 
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we mult, at kaft, aflTi^t ia gea^r^l, add it 
farge, a SnitabUnefs in the W^rh and Prwi* 
i/f;?r^ p/ God to his imfvedkakte Attributes : 
Which whoerer doth, m any due Senfc, 
he will not fail, I am confident, of being 
in a pretty forward Difpofition to accord 
withtne more Generous Sentiments of the 
DoBar. And what hath been (aid here, is 
to raife us, as much as may he, to right 
Notions, and worthy AjqpreHenfions as to all 
thefe Matters. 

The Truth is, the Times wj5 now live in 
are open'd, as we fee, into much Fretr and 
Nobkr SfecHlations (and this in many relpeAs^ 
than thofe that have heretofore been. Not 
only Philofofhy hath been imfrov^d and re^ 
fior*d : (For the Cofernican Syftem appears 
to have been the ancient Pythagorkk Frame 
or Syftem' of the World ; nay the Dn 
ivill tell us the Cabbdiftick and Mafaici it 
felf.) But Religion hath been alfo happily 
refom'd : Both of them deliver'd from a long 
and fad Night of Ignorance and Corruption 
that had feirn upon them-, though a Thou* 
fend times more tolerable in one than ia 
t\\t other. But thus, by a more Aufpicious 
Providence, have things of all forts come 
on in thefe laft Ages-, and as there have 
been found out New^waf^r/^^^/Worlds, fb alfb 
^tvflntelleSludlW ovlds have been open'd and 
difcover'd of late amongft us. The Chief 
thing here to be regretted is, That our befb 
bnfrovements have made as yet no farther, 
nor more fuccefsful Advances j and that they 
have all been no more accompanied with 
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the hcreAfe of true Religion and Fiety^ thatt 
we have yet feen them. But Men,, like 
thofe that have been long in the dark, feem 
not able well to bear the Light they are 
in *, but turn giddy, dazzled, and light- 
minded with it : Inftead of glorifying their 
Rom* It 21. Maker, or being tbanlful^ they become vain 
in their Imaginations \ and have (under the 
very Beams of the Sun it felO t^^ir fooUJh 

Heart darkened: Profejfing themfelves wife^ 
they (in too great a mealure) become Pools : 
As in their Atheifm^ Deifm^ Scefticilm^ and 
Libettinifm (to name no more of this fort) 
and in. that prevailing courfe of Fantajhry 
and Levity,^ and (which is worfe) of P'ice 
and Immorality^ that is fo much feen to Zr 
' bound amongft ns. 

This the Dr. was early fenfible of: And 
therefore, that there might be a turning of 
ter Rtghteoufnefs^ (a$ he fpeaks) as well as a 
runping after Knowledge^ he fet himfelf to 
jdemonltrate with great Care the Princifles 
both of Natural and Revealed Religion \ and 
to recommefid unto all at the d^me time, 
with the greateft ferioufnefs joffible, the 
fraHice of Morality and Virtue \ or rather, 
of what is juftly call'd the Chriftian or pivine 
Life. And yet, that no one might think 
him to be any ways Superftitious, or but 
narrow-fpirited, even in thcfe Days of 
Light and Liberty, he openly eftablifh'd 
the Noblefi Princifles^ both m Philofofhy and 
pivinityj that their Hearts could well dcfire 
or imagine. CAnd he was the Firft that did 
in fo emineiit a manner Efpoufe,. and pubt 

Uckly 
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UcHjr reprefent them here in this Nation {) 
Such as he beUev'd worthy of God, realba^ 
^le in themfelves, and to have a natural 
Tendency (not in the leaft to corrupt, but) 
to heighten, and improve in all refpeds, 
the Souls of Men -, by inflamiag them with 
the ^reatejt Honour for the Deity ^ and for all 
God s wonderful Ways and Providences in the 
World. 

But he took a very fpecial Care to guard 
his Philofofhy and free Principles with the 
Duties of F'srtueaad Piety i and to make 
them all fubfcrvicnt to nothing but the Put- 

Sofcs of Wifdom and Goodnefs j that fo all 
(en might attain unto the highelt Truth and 
tighteoufnefs at once. And if all that pre- 
tend to Freedom of Knowledge^ would make 
this their defign, and Accordingly to the ut- 
moft of their Power profecute it j we fhould 
foon fee a New, and much other Scene of 
things aftiongft us: Neither would the 

Church be dif-urb^d^ nor Religion be prejudiced } 

But (j O D, of all Perfons, moft exceeding- 
ly tionour^d : And, I will be bold to fay, ; 
theil/(?w(?ry^ndthe Writings oi this his Ser- 
vant efieem^d*^ Fice Confounded^ and the 
Chrifiian Infiitution look'd upon, as it is, the 
moft Jdorahle Myftery that could ever be 
communicated unto Men. . 

And fare, it is otherwife but an iH ufe 
that we make of the Great jidvantages we 
are under ; when the enlarged Knowledge of 
the Worls and Glory of God in the Vniverfe^ 
and even of the Holy Scriptures themfelVes, * 
iaftead of drawing us fo m»ch nearer to 

him^ 
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Mm, or making him hereby to be the more 
known and magnify^ of all, fliall but tend 
. to his Diflionour j and the Incrcafing, not 
icflening the Pride, Wickednefs, or Infide* 
lity of the World. 

This then is the Upfliot of thp Doffi^r^s 
Fr^f Way, whether in Matters of Nature or 
of Revelation. And he feems therefore to 
have been rais'^d uf by a Special Vrovidence 
inthefeDays of Freedom^ as a U^ht to thoie 
that may be fitted or inclined to Hi^b 
SfecvUtions j and a General Guide to all 
tnat want it, how they are to mix the Chri-- 
, fiian and Philofophick Genius together 9 and 
make them rightly to accord in one com* 
inon End^ viz.. the Glory of Cod^ with the 
Highefi both Felicity and PerfeStion of Man. 

And thele being Times of greater Liberty 
than Ordinary, it is highly convenient, 
or rather neceflary, for the Belt and molt 
Pious Perfons, that are alfo Learned and 
Able, to fcarch into the Freeft Theories of 
Jtf^ture^j and not raflily or unskilfully to 
Condemn any thing that may be Innocent and 
True % or that (hall plainly be found to car- 
f y very high Marks of Reafon and Troba^ 
iility with it ; nay, that tends poffibly to the 
Aliefaty Illuftration of the Divine Attributes j 
and to the PerftSting (as hath been faid^ 
the Natures of Men. That thus the Religi- 
pus and Pious may not be found behind even 
the Higheft pretenders to Reafon and Philo* 
ffphy V Dut be ever at hand to dircd them 
in the ways of Iruth and Sobenufs^ and for 

the 
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rttt making of all Serviceable to the molt 
Sacred Ends and Tnrfofes of the C off el. 

Befides, it may be very well conceived, 
that it is not without the Counftl of Trovi-^ 
denccy that fome Extraordinary Imtrtfvtntents 
fliould thus vifit the World in tWft Laft 
Ages ; as we find very evidently they have 
done, both in Sciences and Religion, There 
is a certain^ though Secret Wifdom^ that 
governs theWorld : And the great Stearer 
of it knows the frofer time for every thing ; 
for the Lai0y and for the Goffel j for the 
^fofia^ of the Chnch through the Wicked- 
ntkotChriJliansy and for thcReformationof the 
Church \ for the Daysoi hnorance^ and for 

thc_ greater Dawnings 01 Light and Ktiov^ 
ledge i nay, for the Seafons ofsin^ and thofe 
of Right eoufnefs. , And no Man yet knowi* 
the llluftrious Scene of things which th« 
Divine Providence may bring upon the Stage 
of this lower World, before the laft Aft^ 
or Catajlrophi . of the Whole. But I muff 
not run out to too great an Excurfion. 

In the mean time, all New things of fucfa 
a kind as tbefe, are apt to feem ftrang?r, 
if not dangerous to us, at the firft Sight • p f ^ pug. 
That which is flrange fas the Dr. faith) hav^ ^[* p ,f 7^ 
ingfomething of the Face of what is hoftile^ ! t • - 
Whence Roftis and Pefegrinus had once the 
fame Signifieation^ as Cicero hath obfertPd. 
No doubt the Good Fathers of CHd time 
thought they did very well in condemning 
and chafti^ing the Errour of Kirgtliuf: Nor 
m^Gatilaoyit may be fure, in oUr more 
Modetn Tijncs,' judg'd by fome to fie un- 

defervedly 
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defervediy PunifliM : The wf , for holding 
jifftifodes ; £he other^ for' hplding the Mo^ 
tim of the Earth. And many Thoufands 
dgain have fuffer'd, in another way, Camonglt 
many other things) for the amazing Idol of 
TranfuhfiantUtimi And, God know^$ ia 
the very light of the Siin, and his Eternal 
iTruth, to the^ equal CJuilt and Infamy of 
their Adverfartes, blinded and infatuated, dp 
at this day fufler. fiat this is mofe than t 
intended in this ]^lace. 

What i drive at, is to hint briefly the ifio^ 
nifliing EJcceJfes at %me times, and in va- 
rious Matters^ of Pre jitdice^ Prepoffejjionj and 
Super ftit ion •* And that even Good Men are 
dfun carried away with an inordinate Zeal 
of this kind : Which is only faid, to open 
a Door for Gf;iie^iir and Enquiry tinder fuch 
Novelties j and thdt we may judge nothing 
baftily, or condemn it :iealoufly, but od 
good Grounds; and unlefs it ftiallx carry 
along with it very evident Tokens of Fall- 
hood or Impiety in it felf ; left we worfhip 
but oVer warmly an Idol of our own ; and 
£ght in the dark, againfl: what is True 
and Profitable. And I cannot but be here 
reminded of that Paflage in Seneca ; Pnt^ 
multos ad fapientiam fotaiffe Pervenire^ nifipH^ 
tajfent fe ferveniffe. I believe thai vumy 
might have arrived at true Wtfdom^ had they 
not thought thai they were already afriv*d it 
it. To which let me join this of a tdr^ 
ther ; Ad veram fapientiam pervenire non pof* 
funi^ qui falfa fua Sapientia fiducia decipiuntur* 

'thofi cannot attain unta iruc Wlfdom^ whom 

ilie 
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the Ofinion of thelt^wn falfi IVifiefu foffejfeth^ 
and deceives. 

And yet, on tli€; othet hand^ nothing of 
this kind is to oe advanced^ but witli all due 
Sdmijfion wnto Suferiofs^ with all regard 
had to the Nature q{ the SabjeB-j and to the 
Peace of the Church : For furely things of 
this fort are to come on fo ; and not by 
Noife or pifturbance. It was very well 
again exprefs'd by Seneca ; Non tonturhahit - . , 
Sapiens fablicos Mores'-, Ntc Pofnlftm in fe ^ * ^ 
vita jj^ovitate Convertet. A Wife Man wiU 
not difiurh the Manners of the Phblick ', ^or 
iniifcreetlyturn the Eyes of People vpon hinsj 
tfv the Singularity of his ways* It cannot be 
fuppos^d to be the Mind of Providence^ how 
true foever things, may be in themfelvcs^ 
and intended alfo in their time to prevail ) 
that they Ihould advance with Noife or Cla- 
mour ; but with all due Caution^ Modefyi 
jind Sobriety ; and fo far as the good like- 
mg of a Pubtick Eftablijhmenty and the Will 
of our Governours ihall allow. This was 
truly both the Temper and Profejfion of thd 
Dr. as to thefe Points : And 1 do declare^ 
that it is perfedly my own* And where the 
Cjurch is pleas'd generoufly t9 indulge any 
reafonable Liberty^ (as dur own Candid, and 
Beft of Churches is pleas'd to do^ and her 
Sonsufe it with Piety and Difcretion > I think , > 
it a moft happy Temperament and Order : 
And there, it any where^ without Mifqhief 
or Con fu Con, is all Divine Wifdom (be it 
Philofophy or Religion) the moft likely to come 
to Maturity and PerfeSiion^

He had fome Skill in Muficl •, and 
playM fometimes upbn the Theorbo -i^ (bur 
I think not much in his latter Years) And 
the Pleafure of this, and of his Thoughts 
with it, hath been at times fo overpoming-

traordiifcry manner, recreated and Composed 
by the Smeetnefs and Sdemntfs of that Infiru- 
mem.

The Deanary of 
Chrift'Chufi^y faid to be worth 900/. fer An^^ 
wnm^ was one ; and the Provofijhip - of Dub'- 
lin-CoSege with the Deanary of St, Patricks 
was another. And thefe were^ but by way 
of Preparation to fbmething Greater : For 
there were withal two Sijhofricks in view 
oflfer'd to his Choice*, of which one was 
• faid to be valued at no Icfs then 1500/. 
fer Annnm. And that -A?<?We . Per fon added 
this Piece of Pleai&nt and Friendly Inftiga- 
tion •, Pray he not fo Morofe^ or HnmoHrfonte^ 
as to refuje all things yon h^e not known fo

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Nay farther, to (hew his Temper in thcfe 
Matters, I have been inform*d from fuch ais 
had it from himfelf ^ that a very good Bi^ 
jhafriek was procured for him once in this 
our own Kingdom ; and that his F;rlends 
had got him on a Day as far as White-HMj 
in order to the Rifling of the Roy^l Hand 
for it ; But when he underftood theBufincfs, 
he was not upon any accwnt to be perfwad* 
ed to it. 

Thefe things he refusMnot from any Sa- 
percilious Contempt ; but from the pure 
Love of Comemplation^ and StUtude *j and be* 
caufe he thought that he could do the Chnrcb 
vfGod greater Service, as alfo better enjoy 
his ovm Proper Happineft, in a Private 
than in a PiwW/Vil Station : Taking great Sa-' 
tisfatiion^ the mean while, in the Promotion 
or many Pious and Learned Men to thefe 
Places of Trufl: and Honour in the Church ^ 
(To whom he heartily congratulated fuch 
Dignities) and. being exceeding Senfible of 
the Weight as well as the Honour of them ; 
and how NeceflTary it was to have them 
iBird with Able and Worthy Perfons. 

Once indeed, and that about iz Yeats be- 
fore he died, he accepted of a Prebend in 
the Church of (GloHcefter \ given him 
by the Right Honourable the Earl of 
f^ottingham^ then Lord Chancellour of 
England : But he foon made a (hift, (not 
without, 1 believe, fuch an original 
Intent) to refign it agaiii \ Procuring it at 
the fame time for one of his Worthy Friends^ 
l^ow hiBf>felf a jRight RcTercod Bifiiof of our 

Church ; 
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Church : To whom, .when he would' liave 
reimbursM Mm bis Charges, he pleafantly 

-iaid, Th4it if he Wdntd pot accept it Mpen his 
'oWn Terms ^ he might let it done. And though 

/ he thus defir'd Nothing for himfelf; yet 

.was he Happily inftrumental in the doing 
Signal Services unto others : Nor was any 
X)ne more ready to ferve a Friend, or more 
jiStive therein, than He was, whenever 
there was a good Opportunity offer'd him. 

He liv'd and died a private Fellow of 
<3orift'*S' College in Cambridge : Whofe Honomr 
•it (hall be in Ages to come •, as alfo the Ho*- 
•nour of that Vniverfhy ( if I can Divine ar- 
rightj that fo Ittuftrious a Perfon heretofore 
^darn^dk. As the College which he liv'd in, 
fo was He himfelf as truly Dedicated to the 
Service of 4iis great Mattery and anfwer'd 
every way the Ends of thofe fo Noble and 
Religions Foundations. *The Memory poC- 
fiWy of the very Chamber vfYitrt he kept, ftiatt 
be prefcrvM with RefpeH, And I am re^ 
minded here of what the Fenetians us^d 
CO fay of Father ?aul'*% Cell, when they 
(hew'd it untp Strangers •, viz.. This was the 
Paradife in which a good Angel dwelt. The 
DoElor^s Father^ I have heard, coming into 
his Room, and feeing him there with his 
Books about him, and full well knowing 
the Tendencies of his Studies, was moft 
Highly affefted with k ^ and in a Rapture faid 
Cwhat indeed was the truth) That bethought 
he ffent his Time in an Angelical way. 

To this College fbe fides what he gave in 
Ws Life-tiaie) he Ic^C ;h£i Ppr|)etuityof the

Value at prefcnt ^ but of greater, it is faid,

1542. but whether of his own Writing I. 
qinnot certainly lay. He lived to Prefent^ 
to it feveral Turns; Of which One was very 
feafonably given to.his moft Learned and high-^, 
ty valued Friend Dr. Worthington of Pions Me^ 
fnojry:^ Upon his Church being bornt down,^ 
amongft many others, in the Fire of Lor:-' 
Jon* jSut for Himfelfi Although I have 
fceen informed, that he had fome thoughts^, 
when Young, of fettling in it, with a Friend 
for an Jjfift4nt \ yet, I make not the leafl: 
doubt. Providence allotted to him a more . 
proper Station : And he was not, it is plain,, 
to be removed from it, .by any Worldly Ad-^ 
vantages whatever! He might, as I have* 
heard, hat^ebeen chofen Adafien But rW> 
he alfo declined i paffing otherwife his tiro*- 
within thofe private Walls, it may be as- 
Great a Contemplator^ Philofopher^ and t)i*^ 
vlney as ever did, or will in halt vifit them^ 
And yet to (hew more particufarly, that 
he was not fo Exalted in Speculanon or Afr- . 
tavhyjich^ asto negleft any proper Bulineft 
or Lite ^ but that he had a due Senfe of . 
Mind as to all things that concern us here in 
this States When PhilofoUs^ at the end of 
the Laft Dialogue -^vf as fo tranfported with the • 
lingular and excellent Company he had 
been in^ as to be almofi (as he Ipeaks) out

Life ; Phihtheta prefcntly rcduccth hiw 
with this fober and edifying Difcoorfe.

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and Ojttflionsof His owa. Botaisto a!! O^ 
finions merely as frch^ bcfides what hath 
been already cited, I have certain grounds 
to believe he valned them but little: 
Nay how worthy Idcver iq thernfelres, yet 
he accounted them as nothing in compari- 
fon of the fober Truths and Duties of Re* 
ligion. 1 have heard him openly Profefs, 
amdthat with much flighty TTjsn it r»iu a- 
fmAB Matttr to him^ whether any V erf on believed 

the Pr«-exiftence of Souls, or Infinity of 

Worlds, and fuch-lUte j unlefs they did it at 
the fame time with a Chriftian Temper; 
and to the Advancement of the Happinefs and 
' Perfedions of their Natures. He was for a Pro* 
grcfs in Virtue \ and not for a mere Feather ia 
the Cap •, and takes notice, in a private Let- 
ter I have fcen. What an efpecial Pleafore it is 
toferform our Duties^ in that which we are 
mainly calTd to. It was Life^ and not Notion^ 
that ne chiefly valued ^ a Single- Heartedne ft of 
Temper beyond any Theories whatfbever. 
IJe was for having Knowledge to be the 
Food of thfe Soul, and not ;ts Bloatednefs 
or Difeafe \ the Heabh of the Mind, and not 
a vain Tumour* And he was for all Perfon^ 
taking in no more than they find they can 
digeft, and turn to a happy XJlc and'Nutri* 
inent. Otherovile he was not for any uft- 
lefs Excrefeences of Knowledge ; nor for 
the Swallowing down intemperately a con-* • 
ftsM Heap of things, without any proper 
Improvement from them. 

He had in his Youth a tranfported Ad- 
miration of Des-Cartes his Philofo^hy 5 and \xL

*' Philofophy to boot. I fay it is worth 
*' all that a Thoufand times told oyer^

*^ nament of the Mind, bears no greatef 
*^ Proportion to that Principle t told yoii 
*' of, than the dry Bones of a Snake made

ihfervient to Life and Godlinefs. And ia 
excelTent Difcourfe on Frov. i. 7. (the 
Firft he ever delivered in the College Cha- 
pel), he exhorts Students, To have a fpecjat 
Cfrf, thai they never disjoin Rnowlcdg^ from 

Kigh. 
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lljghteoafaers \ bnt that they ever Prize fucb 
Treatifes as Point a Man t9 Obedience, and 
Purging a Man^s Soul fram Wickednefs \ fat 
above thofe that do but vex his Mind^ and 
confume his Body^ v>ith unfruitful Subtilties 5 
Which indeed tpohU be no Subtilties at aH^ 
did not our dull and flow jiffrehenfions maki 
them fo. ^ * 

. I could give more Inftances of this kind i 
but am not willing to cloy the Reader ia 
anything. 

. This was the D(?flf(?r's aliat^d Tempfef 
as to 'thefe Matters. And yet, when 
ail is faid^ he could not but think, the 
TTjeorevjs he advancM to be, as highly fnita^ 
ble tonhe Divine Beings ft) contrihutary to . 
i//»iw/i«f Happinefs and Piety \ to the Enno*^ 
hling of the Mind$ and Vacuities of Men^ 
the filling out and enraviflfing them, to theit 
ineffable Delight and Satisfailion. 

From hence it was, and not fifom any 
thing elfe, that he chofe theft Lofty Trafts 
andPathstp himfelfj notfrom any Ambi-^ 
tion, or vain affeded Peculiarity i but from 
the Nature of the Things confiderM ia 
themfclves; and'from the inbred Greatncfs 
of hi$ own Mind in the Contemplating of 
them: He found no Reft-, as we have feen^ 
tin he opened, and was excited into this 
way. His Opinions were far from bein^ 
merely Fanciful or Fortuitous •, but fuch, 
if I may i^epeat it, as are* warranted by 
the Eternal Ideas of the Soul of Man^ by 
the Suffrage of the Greateft Sages and Pfe/- 
lofojihers^ by tfie Attributes of Ood^ and 

B . Fhd* 
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Phenomena of the Crcatim t, and even by cct* 
tain Paffagcs to he fetch'd from Moly S&if^ 
ture it felf i Whofe chief Btififiefs yet was 
plainly to teach all Men the weighty I»- 
drines of Life and SdvoHon j to point them 
. to the One tUng neeejfarj % aftd to raife tb^ 
up by Faith in our Lord Jeff$s Chrtfi-^ and 
by all the Sacred Methods of the Gofpel, ta 
^ighteoufntfs here^ and to Glory htrtdfttr. 
And it is evident that this was what was 
molt befitting in this Matter j and the moll 
adapted to the State of the World in gene- 
neral \ as the Holy Pen^Men of the Scripures 
are likewife excellently fitted nnto this end : 
While for Matters ofTUeryy or Truths re- 
mote and Myfterious, they were defignM, 
no doubt, otherwife to come to Light a«, 
mongfl: us; as by the Searching Reafonand 
Induftry of Man, fbme fecret and extraor- 
dinary Afliftanccs from above, and by a 
Natural or Divine Sagacity in them, to 
their no fmall Contentment and Satistadi- 
on : The ,Htfly Oracles the mean while a- 
bounding, for the moft part, with their 
own more proper Truths and Myfteries j 
Such as Laws^ Judgment Sj Tyfcs^ Figftrcfy 
Vifions^ Miracles^ Prophefies^ and the like. 

But notwithftanding this, we may now 
add, what a Angularly Ingenious and Learn- 
-cd Writer hath well obfetved ; 

" Since the Holieft and moft Intelleaual

was really in him. Whcuas, though he 
took not much upon him in an Exteriour 
way i nor yet livM an Adive or a Publick 
Life^ ( a thing which baring a Competent 
Fortune of his own^ and a very different 
Inclination, he ever^ as we heard before, 
avoided , and left that Way of Life to be 
trjodden and adorned by others, enjoying 
his more beloved Solitudes and Retirements) 
Yet was he not at all the Left, but rather 
Greater^ on that accouBt. I cannot indeed 
lay, that he did not Magna hqui ; But then I 
. will add this. That ht aded^ as vfzWd^ffahe 
Magnificent things. He had a Profound Judg- 
ment of Men and of Affairs, even while he 
leem'd to be the moftftil], and ret ir'd from 
them. He palTed in Ihort,like a deep and calm- 
moving Water, more filently and fiowingly \ 
hisjCourfehere, yet leaving ftill as he went 
(on all fides of him) the rich Tracings of his 
Pairage,all alojig in thofe fruitful and adtjjjira- 
ble Labours he left behind him to the World.

frobantibHs qu^t firipfi \ aliis rihgentibasy & f o- 
ta Convitiorfm Tlanftra in Caput meum di^ 
pfnentibHSj i. e. Some moft highly approving of 
the things which J have written \ fome as much 
the contrary .^ and cafiing Loads of Reptoaches on 
pip for them. 

A certain very learned Perfon and Friend 
of his, writing a Latin Epiftle to him from a

And (by the Way) however he maybe 
teoVd upon by fome Pedbns, as Weak of 
Jfond 5 Both his Life^ while living, and his 
tltorh'i now dead, did and do fliew him to 
have been Eminently Wife^ as well as fhroi'- 
tally PioMs and Good : Inat however he may 
be thought Fanciful or Melancholy, yet he 
was a very great Matter, as of Virtue in 
general, k> alfo in particular of that Pm* 
dence and Grcum/fetHon^ which, as we before 
heard, he ib much recommends in bis 
Book of Ethickh to all that would eithef 
aa or fhilofofhixM with Strccefs. And it wai 
not fpr notning that Extraordinary Exprel* 
fion fell fo Emphatically from his Pen, Pm* 
thuf. Triumph. Kumb. 53. 1 profefs^ I fiand

Which with the enlarged Ghara<5eri 
of Beft and Wifefty hath been confirmed by 
a Greater Pcrfon flnce. And one ef the 
Higheft Orders in our Church fiid ttpoia 
fome Occafion ; That he iioas an Angel r^ 
thtr than a Man > and waald he amdngj^ the 
Angels of God for ever. As anothcfr alfo, 
owning fome great things of him, added 
this in particular^ That his Privacy gave 
him a great Advant/^e in the heing foTLx* 
traordinary a Perfon. 

Dr. Rufiy afterwards the Right Reverend 
Si^f of Dromore in Ireland^ preaching long^' 
fince at St. Marf% Church in Camhridge^ 
cited him for fomewhat,with this Eneominm ; 
That there was a Mm whom After-Ages 
wohU better nnderfifttjd^ had faid fo md fb : .

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Thus at once cxprcfling the Ventration that 
he himfelf had j and which he thought Pa- 
fierity would have for him. And in a Let- 
ter that I have fec^n of his from Ireland^

Thefe are but a fnlall Talte of what 
might be produced of this Hind : His Lo- 
vers freaking often the Highe(t things of 
him in their Praifes and Atknowledgmentt 
of his Worth. And even Mr! Hohbs himfelf, 
as I have been informed, hath been heard 
to fty, That if his own Philofophy tp^/ not 
JTrue, he knew of none that he pjould fooner 
iiie than MOREV of Cambridge.' I am 
not willing to feem indecent unto any: 
But one would think, that a little Refledion, 
if he could have been unprejudiced, might 
have taught him the Kature of his own 
Philofopkji 'y which yet was wholly o( a Piece 
with his Divinity. This Report, If true, 
cannot but remind me of fome in Scripture 
that are faid to have born Tefiimony to our 
Saviour hmikXf. Andfpeaking ofthisPerfon^ 
1 cannot, by#the way, but exprefs xtvj Won- 
der at many of his Admirers of Rank and 
Note ; That they can fubfcribe to fb mean i 
an Original ; and do Him the ttonour^ and 
themfelves the Difpara^ement of lifting them- 
felves Difciples of this Corporeal Philofopher ; 
and of venerating his facred Myfieries ana 
Theories^ becaufe accompanied with the ivlo-

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Menefi of an Earth Mind/j ^nd ferv'd up 
with, iome li^eatnefs of Stile, Veriutcnels 
of Tenijpei'j and Hypocpfie in Relidon. A

Nor had he a lefs Firm and likewift 
Glorious Affurance as to the entire Eramt 
and Diffenfation of the Gof^el \ with all the 
Com f els and Harmonious Myfleries of the 
Scriptures^ from one End to the other i 
more particularly with refped to that ever 
Blefedy and ever alfo to be Adored Perfon, 
our Lord and Saviour Jefus Chrifi jtbat God- 
Man^ and Meffiah Incarnate j or, what is all 
^ne, that Mediator of the Covenant y and of 
this Lower Worlds from the Beginning untO 
the End. Nor hath aiiy one repreftnted aft 
thefe weighty Subjefts, the Perfon^ Offices^ 
and Religion of C^rifiy to a greater Advan- 
tage*, or more deraonftrated the (jlory and 
tTC Certainty of them, than He (efpecially in 
his Myfi. ofGodlinefs) hath done. But thefe 
things are only hinted here: And fo much 
therefore briefly for his well-grounded Faith* 
The Branches of the Divine Life he hath 
made mainly Three ^ Charity^ Humility^ and 
Emty.

Jeromt \ Be thou never merry, unlefs than fee 
thy Brother living in Charity) he thought it 
impoffible to have any true Eafe or Feac^,^ 
while the World continued round him ia 
fuch Iniqmy and V if cord. 

His very Labours^ as I /hall (Kew, were 
the Effefts of hhfiharity. And I know not, 
whether I fliould infert here that other Say- 
ing of his ; That ^ the Stars r^fieEt one ufon 
another >i fo did the whole Creation of God, 
I am affiired, in the Seaft I now fpeak of, 
they ought to do fo : Though it may be al^ 
fo very, well underftood of the Wifdom and 
Harmony of the entire Vniverfe \ and hovy 
one Part of it reflefts upon, and hath Re- 
ference to another. 

As to what concerns more Particular 
Charities^ or the Difiribution of Alms ihe was ' 
large and conftarit in them. It is impoflible 
but fb nohle and fincere a Heart muft be 
accompanied with as free and munificent a 
Hand. And fo his own very eminently was •, 
and that, if in Wants, to all forts of Per- 
fons whatfoever. In Imitation of the Great 
Lord of All, he was for bis San (hining 
(yet with proper Diftinfliions) univerfally 
upon Att. And„fie had left once the maiq 
ef what he had to b^ difpos'd of by Will 
after this manner, But to let th^t pafs, 
They were Confiderahle Sums, as well as- 
fmaller Parcels, that oftpn went from him 14 
a way of Charity.

Nay, his Kindne]^ 
went fo low as to the very Beafls \ Wiio had 
the lea^ (he faid) ^d worft cjf it. And he ab* 
liorrM that Cruelty ^nd-Stupidity of Temper 
with which over-many are apt to treat the 
Animals of whatfoever kind. 

He gave 20/. upon a Motion in which I 
was my felf concerned, for the Repairing of 
0ie Church of Elton in Nottinghamjhire ; and 
would have given more, had he beard 
pf their doing it after the Beft Manner^ 

Very Large Gifts and Kindneflcs, he fre* 
^uently beftow'd upon one or bther of his Ac* 
^uaintance \ as there was Occafi on. And he 
pbfervM to a Friend, upon fome Difcourfp 
that pafs'd \That he was thought hyfome tohavi 
ff /oft Head, bnt he thanked Go-d^ he had afoft 
JHeart : And gave at that time away the Sum 
pf 5c/. to a Clergy-Man ^ Widow. 

To omit his Other Liberalities to Friends 8k 
fefatiof^Sj (which were many and great) I (haU 
only mention his Kindnefs to his J^ephew {74- 
ffrielMorf; Whofe Fortune b^ingalong while 
Strait ^ he gave him all that time^ and even tq 
his dying day, the Profits of a Farm that h§

Devotion. He had a moft extraordinary Senfe of the Ab-

foever. Helook'd upon God as (what he 
certainly is) the very Fountain of all Life 
and Knowledge 'y So that nothing is to be 
done Happily of ^uccefsfully without His 

Dlfc. on feve- ^cial jiid and Providence^ *' O (^faith he in 

vera! Texts, p. " a place) that we coold fenfibly feeh as 

j,i7, ii8. ' ^< well as imagine^ thzt the Sub/ijlence of all 

*' things is but liberum SpiraculMm^ a free 

*' Breathing out of the Mouth of the Almigh' ♦ 

^' ty 5 which if he revokes, things are clofe- 
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^^ ly again Jock'4 up, and gatherM into 
*^ their Centre of Darkneft : And that true 
** Knowledge is nothing elfe {^Andfo aH Good^ 
** but an jirbitrsridus Emiffim of the fure 
** Rays of God upon imfollHted Souls ! And 
** therefore wholly defend upon, and wait 
•* for him in Right eoufhefi j even upon the 
*^ Fountain of all Truths and Father of 
^* Lights^ the 0f/y ir//i (jtf^ i to whom be all ^ 
** Honour^ &c. 

A deep Senie of this held faft, as it were, 
his Soul, in a never ccafing Frame of Vnioi$ 
with his Maker ; and caus'd him earneftly 
to recommend unto all Perfons a rvrefiUng 
mth (as he fpeaks) and foBiciting God^ by 
the molt Ardent Prayers poffible, that he 
would be pleas'-d to give fufficient Strength 
for the PerfeSting more and more of all Wif- 
dtnn and Righteoufnefs in them. And he Endi. Ethic. 
can boldly^ he tdxthy affirm^ That he that jhaB^^^'^'^'^* 
ffetend to follow Virtue without this earnelb 
and fincere Devotion, JhaU never be able to 
obtain it ; but only fame plight Shadow or Imt» 
tation of it. To which he adds that of C/- 
cero ; Nemo vir magnus fine alt quo Affiatu ' 
Divino unquam fuit i i. e. There was never 
any truly Great Man without a Divine^ Gale^ 
or Influence from Above. As alfb in his jj^^i^^ ^^ 
Firfl: Dialogue he fpeaks thus •, That all Pious 
Men mufi acknowledge^ that ahey draw Power 
and Influence ijf their earnelt Devotions to 
the Deity. • 

Let me add to thefe, becaufe of their Vfe^ 
fulnefs and Importances fome Other paflages 
we have 4 little after. Numb. 18. " In our

as ia another place he calls the being often ^^^^» **• 

accmnfoHied with Vehement and Devout 

Sufpirations , and Ejaculations towards 

God : ] " Such as deef Sighs from the ve- 

*^ ry bottom of the SohI do alfo accompa- 

" ny, with the moft vehement jiffirations 

^^ after God and Virtue. For by thefe 

*' Labours and Paffions w6 ventilate and 

** purge the Blood and Spirits^ and draw in 

^ larger Draughts of the pure Air or 

^' ty£ther on them; by which we ftrengthea 

*^ and increafe the Luciform Body ^ (that 

" which Hierocles calls alfo the Spiritu4 

'' and attenuate Vehicle') and imbibe with 

*^ them ^t length God himfelf^ in a fort, 

.^' into our SohIs. 

Let me note likewife here that Paflage 
of his. Dialogue 4. Numbf 9. " Wherefore 
*' being Somd in thefe (namely a Belief both 
*' of the Poflibility, and Duty of attaining to a 
*^ very High and Bleflcd Sr^ri? of Righte^ 
*' oufnefs) he muftadd Meditation^ Circnm* 
** ffeBion^ and Devotion : Meditation in /^ri- 
*' i//«fe, efpecially^ GrcHmffeftion in his dea^ 
** ings with external Objecis , whether 
*' Men or rfc/»f / ; that he be not carried a- 
^* way unawares, againft thofe Hales .and 

Refolutions he made to himfelf in private ; 

but ever ftand upon his guard v and if 
** he be afTaulted with any Temptation, to . 
*' call to Heaven for Help, and to truft 
^* in the Strength of God againft the Sur- 
*^ prize \ Which I think is the true meanr 
^^ ipg of fraying continually. But in a more 

H 4 P?c^- 
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'* peculiar manner, add to your privste A/Jr* 
" ditopion the Fervency of Devotion ; and 
" earneftly beg of God, that he would 
^^ every day, more and more^ difcover )to 
*' you the VgUnefs of Sin^ and the Atniahle^ 
*^ nefs of Righteoufnefs ; and that your Ha- 
*> rx-tf^ may be more keenly edg'dagainfl: 
*' the oney and your Love more highly in- 
*' flam'd towards the ofirr .• &c. 

This fecretj fervent^ and repeated Devo^ 
tion^ he farther recommends in his Myfiery 
Book9.Ch'i2.<^fGodlinefsy whether upon tht Emergency of 
fome Temptation^ or upon Self-examinations^ 
or DevoHt Meditations* But then he affixeth in 
the end ^ this fobcr Cantim ; 

*' And while thou art thus taken up 
** with thy felf, take heed how thou med- 
*' dleft with other Men. And particular- 
'^ }y Bevoare of defpifing the Pub lick Ordi* 
nances of thy Church. For thou mayft hear 
the fame Advice given thee in the open 
Congregations^ that thou haft aflented to 
*' as true in thine own Confcience^ from a 
^' faitliful and knowing Minifiry. Which, 
*^ if thou be'eft what thou pretendeft to, 
'* will delight thy Heart j both in that it is a 
*• Teftimony of the Truthy and that it may 
^' take cfTeft in Others^ by God's Blefling, as 
*^ well as in thee. Wherefore it is no Sign 
^^ of a New-Covenanter^ but of a proud and 
^^ Carnal Mind^ and of a wicked Dejignery to 
^^ vilifie thefe things. 

And He hiipfelf accordingly was both a 
tyecjuenter of the College-Chapfely and of 

the 
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the Publick Ordinances of God in his 

Church* 

If I have been long here^ I hope the Im^ • 
fortanceoitht Subjeft wiU bear me out. In 
the general, Dependance ufon God^ and l^ray* 
er to him' for bis HolySfiritj is that which 
can never be pifficiently recommended unto 
us 9 as what is able to teach us more in a 
Quarter of an Hour, than we can learn in 
Years, or Ages, without it: And there is 
a fecret Cbarm^ or fort of wonderful At^ 
traliionj and Communication in thefe Ways; 
which thofe, I believe, wiU beft feel, that 
are moft Converfant in them. 

Let me obferve now, that as the Pious 
Doiior was frequently exercisd in this kind, 
fo he had (I dare fay^ as frequent Returns 
of Frnit upon it. I my felf once, acciden- 
tally meeting him, faw that Air in hhCoHn- 
tenance-i^o Angelical and Divine^ th^t l4ie* 
yer before beheld in Man : He fcem'd to be 
full of Introverfions of Light ^ Joy^ Benignity j 
and Devotion at once i and as if hisF^rr had 
been wholly overcaftwith a golden Shower 
of Love and Purity* And a Friend of mine 
farther told me. That going on a certain time 
to fee him, he appeared witha Marvellous.ibrt 
of Luftre J zndlrradiation^as it were, of Charity^ 
and Divine Senfe^ in his very Eyes and Coun^ 
tenance. Thefe things I have reafon to fuj)- , 
pofe were pretty G)mmon. And they are 
no more than Natural^ I believe, in a State 
of High rirtue^ and to . a Pious Confiitu- 
tion. ' 

THE 
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His SelfJc THE next thing I fliall touch, is both his 

niat. Prwcifle and his Pra&ice of Self-denid ; 

Which I Ihall difpatch as briefly as I may. 

We have before heard of his laying all 
afide forthei«?/>i^ofhimfeIf with the Di^ 
vine Win and Ufc in all things j of his Ear* * 
ly labours and Conflids in the ftripping of 
lumfelf from 2X1 Self-will and Self-love j and 
which undoubtedly is the trueft Self-denial 
that is, of his Ahftrs^ednefs from the World \ 
and of his not at all relifhlng the Honours, 
Riches, or Pleafurcsof it: Botbefides this 
in general, there was one Peculiar Precept^ 
and Exercife of his in this kind, which I 
ihall do well to mention in this place« It 
is found more particularly in his Treatifc 

of Et hicks J Lib. 3. C 4* 

** But it win much (faith he) contribute to 
** thisVivtuc^ (viz.. that of Patience) if what I 
*' have prefcrib'd for the enlarging of our 
^^ FacaltyofFrferJf7i!f,Ch. 3*and i^e gaining 
<-* of a fort of ferfe^ Liberty j be here alfo 
<* obferv'd ; namely, that we do in general, 
** and on let purpofe, refrain from all thoft 
** things, though of an indifferent nature, 
^* that are over-f leafing to the jinimal Life ; 
f* and with a refolvxl mind fet onr felves^ ' 
i' on the contrary, unto all fuch as are dif- 
** fleafing to it *, {6 far as it may be done 
** co'nfiftcntly with Health, and a Civility 
** of Behaviour towards others : For if w^ 
*^ Ihall periift in this Method, we (hall, bcr 
*' yoiid what I can exprefs, increafe the 
^\ inward Powers of the Mind j and (hall 

^* raifp 
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*^ raife both that Chearfulncfs, and that 
" Grcatncfs of Spirit byitinour fclves^that 
" wc fliall find our felves at length well ap- 
** pointed for all worthy Purpoftswhatfoeveri 
** nor fo much to have loft Pleafure, as to 
** have changed it '; while we obfcrve the 
^ Souly in a Wjiy diftind from the Body, ta 
/* be by this means wholly overflowed with: 
^ its own Jntrinfkk Joys and PleafHres. 

And the very Fourtdation of this Book of 
Ethich was laid in the Exercife of this Vif^ 
tut : Since on this fcore chiefly, as he at 
large tells ns, his Mind being taken' up at 
that time with fome other Studies that 
were marvellpufly pleafing to him, he wa» 
prevail'd npon notwithftanding to lay 
them ^11 afide, and immediately, through 
the Force of thefehis own Refiedions, to 
let about it • that he might be the better 
aflur'd, th^xt not a mere Senfe of Pleafure, but 
of the Publick Good, ftill guided him in hi$ 
painful Undertakings for it. See the whole 
of it as related in his Preface. And I have 
heard from a good hand fuch nnufual In* 
ftances of his Seif-demal oi this kind as, 
though Exercifes of his Virtue^ I think not 
fit to relate : But I note thus the thing, that 
the DoSor\ CharaSter may more fully ap- 
pear \ and that it may be left with Freedom 
to all Perfons for their Judgment or Trial 
as they (hall think meet. 

He term'd it once, j4 choice Receipt for 
thofe that toohU ufe it. And I cannot confirm 
it better than by inferting here a PafTage out 
of a Friend'? Letter relating to this Sub- 
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jcft. There was one thini (faith that PerJbn) 
for which I ever admired the Doftor^ and that is 
mofl Emphatical in his Writings, and which 
he found the admirable Effefls #/ in Himfelf:^ 
and once told me-, that it was the greatefb 
Secret one Friend could communicate to 
another^ viz.. a conftant Denial ofomv felves in 
indifFerent'TbiVsrg-/ confiflent with Healthy till the 
Glorious Viilory over Sin is comfltated in us* 
Tou mufi pleafe your felf in nothings he 

hath fometimes faid to me* This he begun 
with in his firft Conflids againft Sin and his 
own WiU i as he hath recorded the Matter in 
his Book of Poems. See Pfychox,. Cant. 3. 
StanTia yo. with his 'Notes upon it. And 
however Men may aft this way themfelves, 
^ yet thcy.cannot, I think, but very plainly dit 

cern, the DoSto/s Noble Genius in it j with 
the Command he had by it over all his A- 
dions whatfoever. He was for perfelt Li' 
berty^ and not for the being Captivated by 
any mere Cuftora or Propenfion whatever. 
With refped to this fame matter^ 
though in a larger Senfe, there are leveral 
very Obfervable Faflages in his Letters 
(that have been printed) to the Reverend 
Mr. FAys. He fpeaks in one, " How^at 
rag- '5. u jQ gQQ^ earneft we are to cnde;^vour 

'^ to die to all things of this Worlds arid the 
^* Jllurements thereof i and to feek c^ur 5*- 
*^ tisfaZiion in that One that \% ahovo AU^ 
^ and affords more Pleafure than All the 
'^ things of this Wqrld. But if -a Man be 
^^ not fully Mafier of his Body and Com^ 

" flexion^ It is impoflible but it will Ihew 

«;iim 
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^ him many a Aim Trick: For (b far 
*' forth as we are fubjeft tothe Suggefti- 
*' ons of the Body^ we are captivated ia 
^* Fate and Ignorance j and rault be expo- 
**Ted to the Impoftures and Mockeries of 
*^ this vain World, and fall fo far fhort of 
*' the defirable Liberty of the Sons of 
^* God. 

- And p. 23. thus j ** There is no Pleafure 
" Comparable to the not being captivated by 
^' any External thing whatfoevcr i but to 
** referve himfelf entire for the Service of 

** Gody and the Lord Jefns Chrift.. 

I Ihall end with p. 29. *' For he that 
*' makes it not his Bufinefs to enlarge his 
*' own Will and Dcfire, is a real Prifoner 
** in his Inward Man^ though his Outward 
" be free to go where he will. Whoever 
" permits himfelf in any Sin, or is capti- . 
*' vated with any thing but the Love of 
** Gody and True Virtue^ is his own Prifba 
*' and Jailour. And in thofe things there- 
'* fore every Man is fincerely and impar- 
*^ tially to examine himfelf, and forthwith 
'^ to break the Bands and Cords of what- 
t^ ever Vanity he finds himfelf held with, 
^* and call them frjom him 5^ that he may 
'^ become the Faithful Servant of Chrifi^ 
^* whofe Service is perfell Freedom* 

Mr. Locky 1 obfervc, in his Treatift of 
Educatiotty hath RefleWons not unfuitable to 
this main Subjed of Self Denial in, things 
indifferent^ p. 33, &c. to which I refer the 
Reader. And the Excellent Mr. BonneB 
cnlargeth much upon it, in thofe Medit ac- 
tions 
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tians of his printed ia Ills tifc^p. iilj&v. 
and ftems to have well copied, or imita- 
ted our Original as to this ParticularT 
. I fhall only add more a fliort Saying of 
the DoBors I have elfewhere met with, 
T^at not to feck SatisfaQion in Outward Con^ 
tents is the truefi Way to content. 

His Principle j COME now to fpeak of another very 
cf Faith for important Principle of the Doftor's'^ and 
dnl7s/nT f"^h as is highly worth the taking Notice 
^^S 'T * of J upon which he frequently infifts, ia 

Several Places pf his moll valuable Wri- 
tings, and on all Occafions lays tiie |reat- 
eft Strefs imaginable upon it, as a point of 
main Confequence for the attaining unto 
the Higheft Righteoufnefs and rirtne-^ and 
that is, j4 Faith (as he exprefleth it) firm 
and unjhakenyin the Power of God ^ and in the 
Jiffifiance of the Spirit of the Lqrd Jefns^ for 
the Subduing alt Envy^ Pride ^ Luft^ off Wordli^ 
nefs and Selfijhnefs^ and whatever is contrary 
to the Kingdom of God in hs \ that we may have 
a comfortable Conquefi over thcfe^ and all likeCor" 
ruptionS'y through him that firengthneth hs. Dial. 
4. N-9. And not dnlj here^ but in various o- 
ther Places of riiis Divine Work (to name no 
more of his Writings) this lame Doftrine is 
moft ^arneftly reprelentcd and enforced by 
him. This he makes to be the main Principle for 
the attaining unto the Kingdom of God with- 
in us '^ for the Healipg and Reformings the 
Vniting and Efiablijhing of the Church of 
Chrifi's for the renewing of the World into 
aU Righteoufnefs j and for the bringing on 

efTe- 
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felfei^ually thofe Glorious times that fo many 
good Men bdieve and dcfire^ 

And whereas it is objefted by Sophron^ 
as if this drave at an Ahfolute PerfeElion j 
Philotheus anfwers^ ** I drive at an Abfo*^ 
*' lute Sincerity^ O Sofhron^ by this Doftrine jDiaL 5* Numb. 
** That a Man Ihould not allow himfelf inB^- 
** any known Wickednefs whatfoev^r; 
** but keep an upright Confdenct before God^ 
•* and before Men : Forafmuch as his own 
*' Confcience tells him, by Virtae of this Do^ 
^' Elrine^ that if he be not wanting to him- 
•' felf, God is both Able and Willing, by 
^^ the Adiftance of his Spirit, to free him 
*- from all his Corruptions. And what 
** Dodtrine but this can reach the Hypo* 
*^ crifie of Mens Hearts, who under Co- 
" lour of not being Able to be rid of all 
" their Sins, will fet themfelves againft 
*' none, or but the leaft confiderable, &c. 

And in another Place he fpeaks thus ; 
*' But being Full of this Faith^ what isNomb.34; 
*^ there of all th^at yet difturbs the World, 
*' and diftrafts Humane Affairs, that will 
*' not flie before fo Invincible Force? 

I (hall end this with a Paflage or two 
more from the Letters to Mr. Elys before 
mentioned, ^* T\)^t Faith and Belief in the 
" Power of God to become Holy ^ he. it is 
•' the great Gift of God to you, that you * 
*5 are to acknowledge with all Humility 
'* and Thankfulnefs : For it is of mai/i 
** Importance for the making a Man Goodi 
*^ And it is a Sign of a great Meafure of 
\^ Simplicity of Spirit^ that a RJan will owa 

** fuch 
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*' fuch a Dodrine : For it is a Sign, that 
** he feeks no l^xcufes for the Evil he 
** commits \ but openly lays the Fault at 
•* his own Door/ and expofeth himfelf to 
*' the more fevere and envious Cenfures 
** of other Men. But here a Man muft be 
*' fure to attribute all to the Povoer of God j 
^^ and that not only rationally and verbally^ 
** but feelingly and /mcerelyi and to confirm 
*^ the Truth of his Profejpon by a moft Pro- 
*^ found and Exemplary Humility of Mind 
•^ and Converfation. Whether it be in tlje 
** Power of all Men to believe this lb Im- 
** portant Doftrine, is a Queftion more un- 
*' certain: But the Relief thereof being of 
'^ that great Importance for Holinefs of Life j 
*' it is very ill done of any Man to oppofe 
•* it- 

% TheSecondPlacel had my Pye upon is this. 
Page-io. 'Vt am glad you find fo much. Benefit in 
. " being perfuaded of that main Point of 
" Faithy ia the Affiftance of Chrifs Spirit, 
*' for the fubduing our Corruptions ; 
*' There is little Hope of any Progrefs in 
** the ways of true Holinefs without it. 
^^ And they that have it poflefs a Jewel, 
*^ if they make a right XJfc of it •, and not 
*' entertain it as a true Notion only j but 
** as an indifpenfable Principle of Life, 
*' that will remind us perpetually, That it 
** is long of our felves, if we be not as 
i " we Ihould be-, forafmuch as we, are af- 
•* fured, there is iq Readinefs fo Power- 
•*^ ful a Supply of Strength and Grace from 

!! Chrift, 
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" Chrifi^ if we will fincerely fet our fekes 
" to reiifl: our Spiritual Enemies. 

THESE Paflages will at leafl: reprefent Some other 
the full Senfe of the DoSlor ^ and in what a PajfagesreU^ 
Singular Manner he was Holy and Religious : f tug to the 
So that poflibly after this it win be the lefs^^^cf^^'^^ S«^- 
Surprife, to hear what he faid once to a^^^^!^ 
Friend, and yet without all Boaft, concern- 
ing Himfelf^ viz.. That he did not remember^ 
that in many Tears he had done any thing that 
WAS really ei^il. Though at other times he hath 
told him, How that he felt fometimes the cqr^ ' 
rnft Principle at a Difiatice from him^ as with 
a long Pole ; or like Thunder afar off. And 
again^ That thefmartefi Motions of Righteouf- 
nefs were where there, were yet fome Remain^ 
ders of Sin* 

He would often fpeak what a Monitor 
we have within us^ if we would but lifien 
to. it : And how that Men are aft to male 
bold with themfelvesj and the fecret Suggefti^ 
ons of their own Confciences^ as more free in 
them^ when yet^ if confidered^ they are in due 
Cafes Tranfcripts of the Divine Will, as well 
as the very written Law it felf. Of this />- 
<ret InfirnSor he thus writes in the PafTage 
following. 

*^ Such CircHmffeBions as thefe ,thou art Myd. of God- 
*'-to ufe if thoB wouldft fteer thy Courfe jinefs, B. 9. 
*^ fafely. And if thcu wilt be Faithful to Ch/ 12. 
** thine Inward Gmdey and deal uprightly 
*' in the Holy Covenant, thou wilt want 
" no Monitor v thy Way (hall be made fo 
^^ plain before thee, that thou flialt not err, 

I tt nor 
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** nor ftumble, but arrive at laft to tbe 
'* defired Scope of all thy Travels and 
^'' Epdeavours, to a firm Peace, and un- 
•< failing Righteoufnefs, and ftialt be filled 
*' with all the Fulnefs of God. 

Thefe are the innata femina f^irtutHtn^ 
thofe innate Seeds of rirtne in the SohIs of 
Men, that Tnlly fomcwhere fpeaks ot ; and 
which Nature it /f//(afllfted, he fliould have 
faid, by a higher Principle) would bring un- 
to Perfection. The fame which Hierocles 
fomewhere fpeaks of in that Paflage of fc/x. 
Therf are many ( faith he well ) which fee 
* not the things that God fhews^becaufe they ufe 
not aright thafe common Notions whifh the 
Framer of the World hath rendered cbngenit 
or natural unto a& Rational Creatures for the 
Knowledge of Himfelf. 

Upon fome Difcourfe, how few. were 

ferioujly Religious, he faid this ^ That it wm 

taper u> take a Da^gtr^ and firike it into a 

Man's Hmrt^ than throughly ^md refrlvediy 

to. deny his accufiom'd Lufts and Pr ail ices. 

Upon fome Talk again from fomc> of the 
Eafinefs of a State of Virtue when attain- 
ed, and the ManageaUenefs, as it were, then 
both of Body and Mnd, he faid -^ When the 
Horfe was more throughly attempered to hts 
Maker's riding, he might be trufhd with, the 
Reins on his Necky ana would not eafUy go a* 
^mifs: AddingyThat A^an was indeed to be looked 
upon as a fort of Centaure, the Vffer Fart 
of which, vvf.. the Rational Nature, wu to 
Rule and to guide aright the Lower: That 
is to fay, the Man the Beafi, the Rider t\s^ 

' -Horfe, 
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Horfe^ and the SghI the Body. Which is 
not much unlike unto that of jiriflotU 5 That 
the Soul naturally rules the Body, (at leait it 
ought fo to do) as a Matter his Servant* 
But he laid this ^Ifo upon fome other Oc- 
cafion i That the Divine Senfe in w, as a 
fort of Heavenly Flame^ ffwfi be fanned by 
frequent Meditation and Devotion, to keep it 
duly alive (or to that Senfe) : And that the 
Torch wjthout knocking would be apt to go out. 

For One that haa not been long Initia- 
ted in the School of Virtue ^ but had made 
a Hopeful Beginning, he defir'd a Friend 
to bid him remember y that he was Zaov ixiri" 
CoKouj a Creature Mutable. By which he 
intimated to him the Changeablenefs of the 
Hearts and Vurpofes of Men \ and that the 
great thin^ would be to Perfevere in a Fir- 
tuous and Religious Courfe. And this calls 
to my remembrance znothtv Saying of his, 
which was this ; Thitt a Mm might reel to 
and fro between good Purpofes and Temp- 
tations to evil, tin at iafi he was laid on a 
JDunghil J and fall from one Stair to another ^ 
till at length he came to the bottom. 

He exprefs'd a Kind and Melancholiz'd 
Concern for one that he knew, in thefe Words ^ 
Thai he thought once that Party would have 
come to Coolnefs and Humility^: But he faw 
the Heat went on *, and he mufi take his Fate. 

If the Reader would not think me Te- 
dious, I would give him here at leaft the 
greateft Part of a Letter I have feen to a 
c?rt!aia Perfon, on fuch like SubjeBs as 
thefe. 

\ z ^' What 
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" What I intimated in my. laft to you^ 
" touching CW;;^/} and/Hnmilityj I am fo 
*^ certain it is a neceflary Foundation for 
*' Chrijiian Prndence and Difcretion as to 
*' A/if/;, and to put a Man in a Capacity of 
*^ truly judging of the State of his own 
*' Mind) that you may be fure I was your 
" Faithful Friend, that l took the Bold- 
. *^ xiefs (as I doufually take it with all my 
** Friends) to intimate what I did to you. 
** The Light of Invagination and of Reafon 
^^ are but the middle Faculties ot the Soul^ 
'' and are in a readincfs, as a Lawyer that 
*' pleads upon a Fee, for the Party that 
*' hath feed him: And To for the prefent 
^' State a Man is in, his own aboveftid Fa- 
*^ cHlties will make very goodly and fpeci- 
'* ous Remonftrances^ that may puzzle both 
" the Party himfelf and others to anfw^rj 
*' and it is fcarce in the Power of. any 
*' Man to undeceive one thus impos'd upou 
*' by his own Wit, Fancy^ and Sobtilty 
" ofjleafon- Nothing can unloofe the So- 
*' pbiftries of the klfiSi Jnimal Lifcj but a 
*' real confiderable Participation of the 
*' Divine : Nor can any perceive the De- 
*^ lulions of his prefent State till he hath 
" emerged above it. He cannot judge of 
" himfelf, nor receive the Judgment of a- 
" nother-, but fo far forth as he gets out 
'* of himfelf, or above himfelf, , and is 
" Dead to his own Will and Appetite, and 
*^ whatfoever would enthral him, or Cap- 
^' tivate him *, making it his Bufinefs to take 
'[ up theCrofs continually, and demolifb, or 

^ an- 
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** annihilate, by perpctijal refifting and 
" fujpprelGng them , the Self-imp^tuo- 
'^ fities of his own jmnd or Will j and 
^' not feemto pleafe himfelf in any thiQg,"^ 
** but fo far forth as is neceflary for the 
" Maintenance of his Health, and to keep 
'* up himfelf in a Capacity of following 
" his Calling, He that lays his Hand to the 
Plough^ and looks backy is mt fit fox 'the 

^^ Kingdom of God. Wherefore" we are* 
*' entirely, and without any Referves, to 
" watch over all our Propenfions and Mo- "* 
*' tions •, and when they would be ftirring 
*^ out, to examine, who they are for, and 
^^ what they aim at ; and fuffer none to pafs 
*' but fuch as can (hew the Ticket of /i»- 
" fe/f'tnterefied Love i if that be not his Er- 
" rand, he. is to be dealt with as an Ene- 
^ my. To keep to this Self-dead nefs, and 
*' Watchfulnefs over the Motions in us, 
" will have aglornnts I flue in the Conclu- 
** lion : But ftrong IHeats and high Imagi- 
*' nations are a perpetual Intoxication of 
" the Mind, and tofllng the Soul, as it were, 
^' in a Blanket. Thefe things are experi- 
^^ mentally true to thofe that are in a real 
" Difpenfation of Life. But how much / 
^* of this belongs to any One, his own 
*' Senfe and Conscience muft difcover : For 
*^ it is inward Senfe ^ not outward Words 
*^ or Letters, whereby thefe things can be 

^' commnnicated* 

I will Note now the Senfe and Judg- 
ment he exprefs'd touching tht Governing of 
QHr felves in the Procefs of the Divine Life : 

I 3 As 
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As that we tnufi not fxpect to be Good on a 
fndken^ or think^ thst we caH immediately at* 
tain unto Virtue : When ds there is Time and 
Experience, and much repeated Watchfbl- 
nefs required in this Work ^ and a due Regard 
to be had te the Abilities of both ortr Bodies 
and our Minds; and a Prudence as well as 
Faithfulnefs to be Hs*d in the Purfuit of it. 
For otherwife^ it was his Sayings that if 
any Man mended fuddenly^ he died for it. 
His meaning was, that if he immoderately 
afpir'd, or beyond his Strength^ after Truth 
and Perfednefs, he would bring Death or 
Diforder upon himfelf. 
I cannot end the whole of all this better 
. than with that Elegant Conclufion of hi$ 
Def. ofMor. own in a certain place thus; '* Behold^ 
Cab, Ch, I. " therefore, O Man, what thou art, and 
*' w hereunto thou artcallM.; even to be a 
" mighty Prince amongft the Creatures of 
^' God, and to bear Rule in that Province 
.** he hath aflign'd thee; to dilcern the 
^ Motions * of thine own Heart, and 
^^ to be Lord over the Suggeftions of 
** thine own Natural Spirit; not to lift- 
'* pn to the Counfels of the Flelh, nor 
*^ confpire with the Serpent againft thy 
*' Creator; but to. keep thy Heart free 
** and faithful to thy God: So may'ft thou 
'^ with Innocency and Unblamcablenefs fee 
'^ all the Motions of Life ; and bear rule 
^' with God over the whole Creation com- 
-*' raitted to thee- This fliall be thy Pa- 
^* radife^ 4nd harmlefs; Sport on Earth, 

"till 
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"till God fliall tranfplant thee to aa 
^* higher Condition of Life in- Heaven. 

Thefe Greater Things being over, it 
will be tirtie now to proceed to Others. 

AS to the nfaal Frame of his Cmver^ HisTemfer; 
fatim and Tenjfer^ it was highly Serions and and Convex^ 
Pleafdnt at once. He was profoundly Pious \fition, 
and yet ♦without all Sourenefs, Superftitidn^ 
or Melancholy. It was a Serene Thought- 
fulnefs he was generally in : And his Out- 
^Ward Converfation was, efpecially to his 
.""Friends, andfuchas came to fee him^ for 
the moft part exceerfing Bee and Facetious. 
He Was highly Conrteotis to either Strangers, 
or othejrs, that came at any time to vifit 
hi»; ind received them with all the Libe- 
rality and becoming Decency of his Station 
and Charader . They had the Learned and 
Tie af ant Entertainments (I will add Pious too) 
that One fo haildfomely in a certain place 
fp^ks of, and calls them the clear Witnejfis 
of a Benign Nature'^ an Innocent Confcience^ 
and a Satisfied Vnderftanding. Few or none 
but will give Teftimony to the great jifa-^^ 
hility of his Genius^ the eafy Freedom he 
woufd ufe with them, and, as Occafion was, 
the Kind Jdvice he would offer to them : 
Though he wouW-aot be alfo at fome times, 
as the Matter required, without his Severer 
Counfels and Reprodfs. . \ 

He Was obferv'd by one to have an Exaflt 
CharaBer of all his Friends •, and alfo of many 
Great Perfons of Publick Note: And what 
Wit or Candour could adorn them with, 

I 4 they 
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they were fure to have from him. And as it is 
Noted in the Life of that Great Light and Or- 
nament of renice^ Father Pauly that-in fpeak- 
ingof Perfons, whenthere was any thing to be 
taken notice of that wasamifs,he would infert 
ufoany^fom^ thing or other that might take 
off from a Fault's too much appearing in 
its Worft drefs : So alfo would this Greatj 
and no lefs Candid Perfon (fiich was his 
Humanity) generally and remarkably do. 

I have heard from fome, that when he 
was firft about to be chofen FelloW'^ they 
were afraid of him as a Melancholy Man ; 
till fome that knew hini, better reftified the 
Miftake, and affurM them of his being 
more than ordinarily Pleafanty as well as 
StudioHs and Serious ^ and that he was indeed, 
in his Way, one of the Merrieft Greeks thcj 
were acquainted with. 

uij j{efleBi' NAY, the Truth is. He hath even Pub- 
ons on Vis lickly complain'd of rather the Predomi- 
Mirthy &c. nancy and Excefs of this Humour in him •, 

and fliiles it one of the greateft Infirmities he 

, had obfervd in himfelf -^ but adds feafona- 

_' ' all this time a good Mafler: And that it was 
not the Deepnefs' of Melancholy \as fonie Su- 
perficial Souls might be prone to fancy) that 
had plunged his Mind into fuch Serious Studies^ 
as the fearching out the right Senfe of infpir'd 
Vifions '^;7^ Prophefies, and the like: But that 
there w^^s fuch "a Life and Spirit in, him^ as 
iov'd the-Exercife of Reafon, Wit, and Di- 

^ vine Speculations at once. 

'^ I have 
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I have heard him fay, That he covld not 
get Melancholy enough*. He meant, Jiive 
deep eiJOHgh (as I took it) into Divine Senfe 
and Meditation. As alfo at other times I 
have heard him pleafantly fpeaking, /firm 
. he was fain to umpire the matter between his 
Mirth and his Sadder Tempers ^ hear thetn 
both flead^ and then judge the Caufe between 
them. And he hath obferv'd. That it was a 
Wonder, ^how often he had both acquitted 
and Condemned himfelf /or his Mirth. But 
he fajd at laft, That if he was to begin the 
World agaiv-, he would not ' converfe fo much 
as he had done j nor in fiuh a Manincr : But 
(faid he).Liberavi Animam meam : Import* 
ing, as I take it, thus much ; / aHed upon 
the whole what I thought was Befi^ and have 
at leaft difcharged my Confcience in it. 

This minds me, by the way, of a farther 
Paflage of his in a Letter to a Friend •, who • 
co.mplaining of the SoUtarinefs of a Country 
I Life^ and that he wanted the Converfe he 
had been accuftomM to, he feturnM, a- 
mongfl: other things-. That too much Talk^ 
Company, and Books, were rather the Dif- 
\ advantage of an Univerfity-.Life, But to 
return to my Bufinefs. 

In his Exfofition of the Book of the Reve^ . 
lation^ Ch. 21. 20. he calls Animum henig- 
mim & fubtriftem^ (the fomewhat Sad and 
Beniga Spirit) the Befi Temper of Mind in the 
Worlds and the mo(t like to our Blejfed Saviour ^. 
And then enlarge til upon it thus. This is 
a great Confervative of the Reverence that is 
duetoHolY Perfonagesy when Lightnefs and 

Mirth 
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Mirth dimiftijheth their Efteein. j4nd thofe 
ttfhem by this Artifice they voonld i^in^ ordi^ 
fiarily feed only on the Sweet of their Con- 
verfe, but let the wholefomc alone ; lile 
Fifties that have a Trick to nibble away the 
Sait^ and avoid the Hook. 

And not very long before hd died (" if the 
Temper he Was in then may be thought 
Impartial^ being IndifpofcdJ he faid this j 

That he jponld ferioufly caution all thofe that 
wovld be Religious, how they affeEt to be 
Merry Saints : For Mirth ( faid he ) doth 
firangely betray the SohL 

Thefe things I lay in this manner together^ 
that the Reader may from thence make his 
Judgment of the whole, that the Character 
of the Doctor may the better be feen •, and 
nothing conceal'd- that I thought Con/iderablc 
in him. 

The Merry roayy I heard him my felf fay- 
ing in his Laft illnefs, was that which he faw 
tnightily to take \ and fa he fts^d it the more* 
Yet he hinted at the fame time fome T>iffa- 
tisfd^imt 2i% to himfelf in the Vfe of it. But 
to leav^e this with the Wife and Virtuous, 
^nd to proceed. 

He hath faid in general of Himfelf, That 
he had a great Heat in his Conftitution : But 
he added, that it was a Kind, Governable, 
^XJfeful, Merry, and a Jearing Heat that 
was in him; And for his Body^ that ^twas 
as good a Natur'd Beaft, as traftabk and 
Serviceable, 4!M he could almoft defhre* 

I will farther obferve what he hath in 
a Ihort Preface to bis Annotations on Bifhop 
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Rnfi's Difcourfe ol Truth z^ namely, that 
Indignation (in ftch Cafes as he there writes 
of) was aft^ according to the Idiofyncrafy 
of his Genius^ toftir up the Merry Humour 
in him ^ he being more prone to laugh than ta 
he - feverely Angry or Surly at thoje that d^ 
things mhandf^mely. And I remember he 
once told me, That there was fomething 
in him that looked mmy times like Aoger^ 
hat "'twas rather another thing. And long be- 
fore that, he faid to One, upon fome Dif- 
courfe they were in, That it was at Ragley, 
where he firfi experimented in himfelf^ that 
there was fomething Better than Indignation. 
And when fome Reafons were ofier'd, that 
Ih^h and fuch Ads in fuch and fuch Circum- 
ftai^ces, are, and ought to be, in all, the %- 
ternal Objeas of jinger and Difgufi'^ He 
reply'd, De Guftibus non eft . difputandum 
(there is no Difputing concerning Tafis^ 
and that though thefe mention'* d were good, 
y^t the other ^ate was better when attain^d4 

But every One .again is here tp be guided - 
by the Law of God, the Law of right Reafon, 
and his own moft faithful Experience as to. 
thefe Matters. 

I WAS mentioning fomewbat but )\ji&some Feculi^ 
now of his Body\ and this reminds me of^rs in his 
fame things that were Peculiar in that alfi> *^*^* 
as well as in his Mind. He hath told us 
Occafionally, in a Difcourfe concerning the ' 
Famous GreatrakeS'^ and what was extraor^ 
4irtary in th^t Perfon, That r^ot only his own 

yrine 
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Sdibl. in En- Urine had, naturaUy the Flavour of Violets in 
thns.Tfiumph. ,> .^ y^^f. fh^t his Breaft and Body, ffpecially 

^^ ^ when very Young, would of themjelves^ in 

like manner^, fend forth flowry and Aromatick 
Odours from them ; and fnch as J^e daily almojt 
was fenfihle of^ when he came to put off his 
Clothes^ dnd go to Bed* And even afterwards^ 
when he was Older, ahout the end of Winter, 
or beginning of the Spring, he did frequently 
perceive certain fweet and herbaceous Smells 
about him \ when yet there were no fuch extern 
nalObjefls near-, from whence they could proceed. 
' Nay, he farther tells us an extraordinary Vaf- 
fage between Himfelf and his Chamber-Fel- 
low touching thefe Matters •, which yet I 
Ihall forbear to relate, and choofe rather to 
refer the Reader to it in the place that it is 
Cited: Where alfo may be feen, that it was 
not without a proper and molt Natural Oc- 
' cafion, that he fell into the mention of fuch 
Particulars as thefe. ^ In the mean time, 
for thefe Odours in general,, not only Mr. 
Creatrahs (at lead in good meafure) had the 
fame in hirnfelf > (Who according to the 
. Character that is given of him, was really a 
very Fious and Extraordinary Perfon \) But 
Plutarch^ I remember, in an exprefs man- 
ner hath recorded the like, of the Great 
Alexander, viz. that his Body had of it felf 
fo Sweet a Smell, that even the Cloths^ that 
he wore^ would be perfumed by it. His Breath 
alfo was ^ very Sweet. And the Caufe (faith 
the Author; might haply be the Temperature 
tf/fc/iConftitution, which was hot and burn- 
log, drying up the Luxurious Moijiure of the 

' Body^ 
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Body-i as the Spices that we have, proceed from 
the hot and dry Countries. , Which I look up- 
on as a handfbme and ingenious Account 
of the Matter. 

The DoBor hath obferv'd (bmewhere that oirconrfa on 
jivhorifme of the Ancients; Anima Slcca^ (eytnl Texts, 
Anima Vnra: Or, Jinima Sicca Safientijfima. p«36. 
The Soul that refideth in <« dry Conftitntion is » 
the Pureft, [and thw'^ Mexander is obferv'd 
to have been likewiie Chaft] and the fame is 
alfo the Wifeft. Both which Properties were 
doubtlefs eminently to be found in the Pcrfon 
that is treated of. 

BEING entVed upon thefe, it will peculiars of 
net be improper now to give the. deader another /ore 
an Account (however they may be look'd ^'-^^^ ^^^^^ 
upon by fome Perfons) of foitie other p^ c/|. /««»^ *« »«• 
liarities that were found in Him. 

The Firfi of which fliall be that Strange Dialogue 5; 
Vijiony as it is call'd, of Theomanes^ fpoken Numb. 38. 
of ar^d defcrib'd in the Divine Dialogues ; 
Which Th^omaner Was no other in reality 
than the very Author himfelf : For it is Ob- 
fervable concerning this f^ifion^ as alfo Ba- 
thynous his Dream mentioned Dial. 3d. that 
a certain Perfon asking the Doflor touch- 
ing Wfc of them, becaufe fo very lively 
and Emphatically reprefented, if they were 
not really true-^ He replied, That this 
latter was indeed but a 'Fihion^ C^n Artifi- . 

cial Scheme and Jmbelliflment of what he had - 

to deliver] ^/^t that it defervd to be a true 
Dream. But /t?r the former^ (Theomanes his 
Fifion^ that it was a xtdX thing j and furpriT^d 

him^ 
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him^ without the leafi Defire -or Expeftation 
of hts^ in the very Manner and Circumftances 
that are related by him. So that the Reader^ 
let him naake what Judgment he pleafeth 
of the thing, may moft certainly depend 
on its Truth as to FaEl. And it is more 
S cJarlCs Prcf ^^^^ ^^ Ingenious Invention of his own^ as 

to the Rivel. * One in a certain place hath over-freely ad- 
ventured to term it. 

Nor will it perhaps ta fome appear at 
all ftrange, that one fo fingolarly Devout 
and Pious as the DoSlor^ and fuch a Serious 
Searcher into, and Interpreter of the Prophets^ 
Ihould have fome Special Favours and extra- 
ordinary Communications^ in fuch a way as 
this^ tieftow'd upon himfelf. For though 
the Spirit of Prophefy be in one fenfe ceas'^d \ 
yet God hath not hereby precluded his own 
Power, nor yet that of his Miniftring Spirits^ 
ftDom Fi filing and jifftfiing of his Servants, a& 
he pleafeth. And there are fome Pious Per- 
fons, to whom, it muft not be denied, 
that very unufual things, of one fott or a-, 
nother, have fometimes happened : And 
doubtlefs, upon the whole, there will be 
found great Reafon to believe,^ that this 
which we are fpeaking of was of this Na- 
ture. I refer the Reader to its Perufal at 
large •, and, becaufe fo Ihort and portinent, 
Ihall only prefent him with the Anthor^s 
real CharaBer^ as, written by Himfelf upon 
this Occafion, under the Pcrfon of Theo- 
manes \ with what will be farther proper 
to be noted in Relation to this matter.

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*' Philof. I pray you, Philotheus^ WhatDlalogne j. 
^' is this iheomanes for a Man ? &c. Numb. 37.- 

" Thiloth. I gave you part of his Cha- 
** rafter already : And if you do not yet 
** underftand me, PhilopoUsj I add farther j 
*^ That he is a Man wholly Devotea to the 
'' Knowledge of his Maker from hiip very 
^* Youth i and quitted the World almbft as 
*' loon as he was Born into it ; having never 
*^ any Defign upon any thing that the World 
** is {b Mad after, neither Honouf^, nor 
*' Power, nor Riches, nor Carnal Ple^fures : 
** But his Mind hath been wholly fet to 
*' fearch out true Knowledge in the Light 
<' of the Simflicity of Life'j in whith quit- 
** ting all Self-reliflies he became aiji entire 
** Servant of God, and of the Lord Jc- 
'' ffis Chrijfj and a faithful Minifter of his 
•* Kingdom. 

** Philop. But is he not a Man ibmething 
** Enthnjiafiieal, or Fanatical ? 

^* thildth. The greateft Faf{aticifm \ know 
*^ in him is this v That he profefTeth, ..he 
" Underftands clearly the Truth of feveral 
*' Prophefiesy of the maineft Concernment 
" (which yet many others pretend to be very 
** Obfcure) whether he will or no. But he 
" is fo far from being Enthufiafiicaly or Fa- 
*^ natical j that whereas Enthnfiafm is a falfe 
f* Surmife of a Man's felf, that he is infpir^dj 
" when indeed he is not v He, on the con* 
•^ trary, doth difclaim his being at any time 
^^ injfir'd : Though a Man would think fome- 
^^ times that he is. 

And . 
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And now for Bathynous his Dream^ even 
out of the way tp fpeak a Word of that ; 
"V Although, as you have heard, it be but 
uirtificialj yet it is fo very extraordinary 
in its Matter and Circumftances, fo Ele- 
gantly all along Reprefented by hinij fo ac- 
companied again with a true and real De* 
^ fcr'tftim (Divinely Philofophtcal) of his Genius 

and Chara^er^ and fuch mofl: Noble Trnthsy 
and Theofophick Myfteries^ are delivered in 
it, that it will abundantly rccompence the 
Curiofity or Pains of whatfoever Serious 
and Ingenious Perufers *, and efpecially 
fuch as (hall have the leaft Inclination to- 
wards the Embracing of fuch Enlarg'd 

Theories* . 

After this Artificial one, I fhall now re- 
fer the Reader to that real Dream of the 
Doflor\ which he hath himfelf recited in his 
Confutation of what he calls from this very 
Dream Cabbala ^tO'ftedp'Tnelijfaa^ to be 
found in his Firft PhilofofhicrdTome^ p. 523. 
So term'd from a certain Eagle^ Boy^ and 
Bee^ that appeared to him in it. This was 
in the Year 1*75. and at a time when he 
was very Bufie in the reading over forae 
Cabbaliftical iMSS. that had been fent him ; 
to which he makes the whole very appofitc- 
ly to refer, and gives us both the Dream 
. and the Imerpretation. 

I mi^.ht alfo le rJt yon farther to Mafiix 

his TriJate Letter to a Friend^ &C. where, 

however they c^re prudently put offby him- 
felf, yet an Intelligent Rsadsr will be able 
to obferve feveral things, that ke may 

juftly 
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juftly judge to be more than Ordifiary. And ' 
he feems particularly .to fp^k, amongft 
other Matters, of thofe Monitory Dreams^ 
and Nlght'f^ijionxj that may fometimes 
happen, as one that Kad had fome Experience 
of theni. 

But if the Reader fancy not fo much ei- , 
ther Dreatm or Vifions^ be they what or to, 
whom they will, I Ihall inform him next of 
a Paflage which is neither ; and that is this; 
As he was' going opce to d Gentleman's 
Houie (a Friend of nis) he felt all on a 
fudden an unacfountable Checl^ or Motioti 
within himfeif, forbidding him to go. Hel 
ftood a while and conliderM : But being 
Confcioiis to hiinfelf of no ju^ Hindrance^ 
he went forwards j but had not been long 
enter'd into the Houfe, when it was all oa 
JFire, and very loon burnt. 

This minds me of a thing of fbmewhat a 
like Nature, that happened to the molt 
Reverend Arch-Bifliop Sandcroft^ many, 
years Tbefore that bis High Station in the 
See of Canterbury : Who coming to his Inn 
in aColdSeafon, and fitting in a Corner 
of the kitchen-Chimney till his own Fire 
was made, felt a ftrange Vneafinefs^ and un*» 
expefted imfutfe within himfelf to remove 
from the Place. It y\ras lb Importunate^ 
that he could not refiltit^ and he was np 
fooner almoft come out^ when ^here fell 
fuch a Part of the Chimney down, as mult 
in all probability liave deftroy'd him, Thi?

Learning Laudable and Worthy, nor Per- 
fpns concern-d in it, for which he had riot 
a due Eftcem. Particularly he had a very 
|uft Senfe of the many Angularly Eminent 
and Learned Pcrfons of all forts, both iii 
^ity and Country, that our own Church 
and Nation, by the Bleffing of God, did, 
and doth abound with. 

With refped t6 his ^kiB in languages^ 
which was very Confiderable, it yiras once 
in my hearing his pleafant Compariion, th^ 
be iP4/('making bold with himfelf) like the 
Mdn that fafs*d by 4 Carrifon with a Horfe* 
0ioe at his Girdle \ and a BuSet being Jhot at 
hinty it hit him right -uf on it. Upon which he 
obftrv'd, That a little Armour was [undent j 
if but weB flae^d. And this he applied,' (if 
yet you will believe him) to his Knowledge 
more efpecially in the Oriental Tongues. 

In the Carrying on of his Studies j he had 
a great Senfe of the Moderating of himfetf 
aright in them •, fo as not to injure his Body, 
or Confume over much his Spirits by theiri. 
And for this Purpofe he would give him- 
felf at times pretty large Refpirations and 
Relaxations from them. Particularly he 
faid to one, after the finidiing of fbrae 
of his Writings^ and a long and waft- 
ing Studioufnejs^ humouroufly and plealantly 
(as he was lucky in putting things into an 
Elegant and Sententious pofture; Now for 

thefe Three Months^ I wiB neither think a 
Wife Thought^ TiOv ffealaWife IVord^ nor do 

an III Thing. Yet would he complain, after

all this Care of hiSt at times ; That he found 

it one of the hardefi Matters in the World j 
not to, oveT'-ftiijdy himfelf. And therefore he 
vrouW forcibly Ihake off the Haunting of 
his Thoughts, when he percelv'd them upon 
Occafion more than ordinarily troublefome 
or impprtunate* 

. He had a grfeat Senfe alfo of the Bene- 
fit of E^ercifoj . and the Preflj Aiir ; and 
wpnid be fure, in fome good raeafure, to 
nfe both. He would lay, That he could 
wijh to be always fub dio, if it were pffible i 
^nd that he could ftady abroad with lefs iifeari- 
nefs by far to himfelf ^ than within Dvors. ^ . 
There is nothing, faith Philotheus, more flia^ SuS: 
ptnt thefe Summerr Evenings ,^ than the Cool open 
jiir. And again a little after •, Is, there 
any thing more Delicious to the touch than 
the foft Cool Evening jiif, that fans it felf 
through the Leaves of the Arbour, and Cools 
lour Blood,, which Tauth^ and the Seafon of 
the Tear have over-much heated? And he * • 

fpeaks elfewhere of the g^^^^^ frefh Jir J^^^fl 
.flaying in the Shade on his- heated Tempks \ 
4ind with unexprejftble Pleafure rbfrigetatitj^ 
his Blood and Spirits : And Bow effcdual it Dialogue icf* 
is for the retruiting of the Spirit/ when Of er Numb; a*.

.When he wa^ engaged in his Expofition of 
the Apocalypfe, he ikid,^ his Nag (for fo he 
call'd at that time the Tenour of his Mind 
and Spirits) was but over "free, and went even 
f after than he almcjt defird 5 but he thought 
it was the right Way. And farther^ rib/ir ^ 4// 
the time he was writing that Piece^ he feem^d^ 

L as 
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Oi it wrrey to .be- in the Air. So lightly and 
wingedly did he pafs through it. Yet ivas 
he fenfible afterwards of the finking of his 
Spirits i and Complain'd to a Friend, that 
he found himfelf in Dvmo lutea^ that is to 
fay, (as we are bat Dirt and G^^y^ here) in 
the Earthlj/ Houfe^ or Tenement 6f the Body* 

And this renrinds me of what I have 
heard- him farther fay, with fome TJ^mon'r^ 

of hwfolf, viz. That he thought himfelf 
fometimes a mere Fool ; and that he nndev' 
fiood nothing. Sure it is, that he thus Sings 
in his Poems.

And in all Probability (efpecially 
being followM with Other hard Studies) 
did not a little tend to the breajiing and im- 
j)aif ing of his Conftitution. hvx he took 
the trueft and fincerelt PainS) for the Be- 
nefit of the Church and of Mankind, that 
can well be imagin'd. Kor Gould ever any, 
idare boldly aflSrm, more truly prefix 
that Saying of ^racides to his ExceUent 
Writings than Jle hath done j Btholdi Xhave 
. mt laboured for my f elf only \ but for aSfthofe 

^i^^^i-^^^that feek Wifdom. And methinks that £«h 
blematical Reprefentation of our j4lma Motor 
Cantabrifidj our equally both indulgent and 
fenom^ a Mother the Vnivorftty of Camhridge^ 
with her A^ms ftretch'd outy and ^reafts 
flowing, holding the 5i^;i in one Hand^and 
the Sacred CeUftial Cup in another *, with 
this Afotto round, Nine Lncem &. Poada Sa^ 
era^ (From hence ijfne Lights and the Sacred 
Draughts of Wifdom and Knowledge) fupporl;- 
ed on both Skies with the Angels, as it 
were, of Philofofhy audi Religion i I fay, this 
i^oble Re frefentation or becoming Hierogly^ 
phfcij may m a Secondary Tenfe very well 
befit Onr jiathor himfelf ( as it is indeed 

frefix'd to hi^ Phiiofofhical Folumes) and be 
ut ^ due Emblem of his flowing eminent La- 
bours and Performances in the World. 

He hath been fo harrafs'd with the Toil 
and Drudgery of ITmiV;^ at Ibmc times, 
that he hath with fome Impatience relblv^d 
agalnfl all ifuch Uncjertakings for the future 
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in haft. And being deeply once engag'iJ, 
he faid to a Friend, that when he get again 
his Hands out of the Firf^ he rponld net very 
fuddenly thrufi them in afrejh : Or to tha|^^ 
effeft- But being minded afterwards by 
that fame Perfon, who thought his Expre^ 
fibn a little too Vehement, of the great 
Common Good that he was promoting, 
and the Principles he was governed by^ he 
fcem'd to concurr with him very freely in 
it ^ and not unwillingly tq receive his Ad- 
moQition. And I do truly believe, that the 
Divine Pr^tvidenctj which brought him into 
the World for a Publick Service^ ftill cut him 
out fpme New Work as the Old was done j 
and though under much Weight and La- 
bour, as powerfully ajftfied and refrep^d 
him in it ; to hisewn ialting HQnonr^ and to 
the exceeding great Benefit ot the Commonr 
wealth of Learnings and of the Church of 
God. He would fay fometimes, th4t he had 
dridg'd liki 4 MiH'Horfe. And his Fains 
in all this were the more Confiderable^ as 
weH as highly Charitable^ becaufe they kept 
him fo much from the for n^ore Pleafing, 
and, as to himfelf, h^^xXi^iviglnir^verfivns 
of his own Minde Infomuch that writing 
to a Friend, he there tells him 4 That when 

he was Free from his frefent Incumbent Bufnef-* 
fesy his Purpofe was to recoil into that Dif- 
penfationibf was in before he vrote or pub- 
lifh'd any thing to the World : In which ("faith 
he J / very ffaringly fo much as read any Books i 
but fought a more near Union with a certain 
Life and Senfe, which I infinitely prefer before 

L 3 the 
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the Vrinefs of mere Reafbn, or tht Wanton^ 
\ »f/} t>f the trimmefi Imagination : But thefe 
^//i are iifefnl hfirnments for fome^ to draw 
them to Good. Tiius he wrote to one that 
affefted, as he conceivM, over-much this 
dry^ Reafon and Fancy, without fo due a 
Senfe of that other Principle as he ftiould 
alfo hare had. 

And in a Letter to his Intimate Friend^ Dr. 
Worthirjgton^(pnce before mentioned) he tells 
him fir It, What a Surfeit he hdd of the Pro* 
fanenefs, Giddinefs, and Frivoloufiiefs of 
the World •, and then adds uj^on it thefe 
following Wprds^ *' I muft have another 
*^ deep Retirement before I leave the, 
^ World, for my own Sake^ ( I have afted 
*^ hitherto much for Others) if nothing 
/' prevent: But if it do, I am ftill in his 
** Hands that will keep me fafe. 
. And in another to the ikixiQ Exceilent 
Terfon he writes upon a particular Occa- 
fion thus. '^ I am infinitely pleas'd, that 
^' I find my Obligation of writing Books 
" cutinpeicesin me, Cfo he thought then] 
*^ and my felf left Free to my more pri- 
" vate Meditations. I have liv'd the Ser- 
*^ vant of the PHhlick hitherto ^ it is a 

great Eafe to me to be Manumitted thvis^ 

and left to the Poliftiing of my felf, 
" and the licking my felf whole of the 
*' Wonnds I have received in thefe hot 
^' Services. 

The mention of the Profhanenefs and 
Zknowardnefs of the World, rccals here 
to my Thoughts ^ PaiFa^e that he hath ia

dence-t and frovidencey and the Purfuit of 
his great and fettled Deflgri to ferve Truth 
and Religion (as may appear indeed from 
the Account he gives of all his Pubiijh'd Dif- 
courfesy the NatHte and Oceajions of themj P"[^ *?,'"'''* 
guided him ftiil on throiighouc the whole of"""' • 
his Works.

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Blots and Changes in it. The jbo^or^ on the 
Contrary, hacf tnis PartichUr in his Way^ 
That what be did^ mult go dfually as he firlfc 
wrote it; aiid he could not well make 
^ Changes in ii. His Pirft Draughty he would 
fiy, mufi Jtand. And Jie was fo Warm 
fas it fhould (eem) and in the midft of hi; 
JBuiinels, at the time of his Campg/ures^ 
and carried them all on with fo Eyen a 
hand ; that if any thing dipt amiis una<- 
wares from him, or was omitted by him, 
he could not afterwards cprred it fd very 
ealilyf or fupply it to his Mind. He could 
do it^ (as he laid) but it feldom feenld fo 
favouryto him as the reft. And indeed/ the 
very Courfe of his M S S. doth in a high . 
meafure Ihew this ; there |)eing generally 
in all of them, MngUfh or Latin^ a very 
even Thread, and much Cleannefs of wri-f 
ting, as weU as Clearnefs of Expreffion, 
throughout. 

What I mention'd but now, brings to 
my Thoughts another little Paflage, viz.. 
That he hath obferv'd of himfelf, that he 
cpuld conquer often the grcateft things^ and 
yet be conquer d notmthftanding (in a Ibrt) 
hy the learf. 

As to rfie Nature of his Style ^ to a Learn- 
e4 Perfon abroad be hath this Paflage;

He would fometimts fay, ThM it had 

been n^re bis EndtafVour to find out what woe 
Trne ik it felf, than to fedrchwhat Others 

' had faid before him* And having fomd out 
v^hat he thought to be True and Vfeful^ then 
was h^ wont (as he would facetioajly add) 
^0 looh abroad for God- Fathers, that might 
anf-K-er for^ and Patronize it. Which yet 
he did oiit of no Pride, or Difrefped to 
Others \ but to enjoy by it the more im- 
mediate Senfe, and eafy Emanations of his 
own Mind. For which Caufe he exprefly / 

. tells us; That in the comfofing of fomeTrea^ 

flL\Mhl'^'f'^ ' ^^ '^ ^'^''^^^^ ^/^c//Virf the reading of 
j^ ' any jinthors on tmfe Subjects^ that he might 

thereby the more freely tranfcribe hU own proper

He faid, That when he came to Criticifni 

and Qiiotations, it was like to the going over 

of floivd Lands.

A SENSE of his- Deep Wifdom^, Learn^' ,< '^ 
ing^ and Piety^ drew to him the Gorreffon^^^^ i^^^» 
dence of not a .few ; arid thofe fdmetimes^^^^^'^^ 
of very Great Rank and Note in the^'''''^* 
World, The private Letters to him- are 
often fiird wth the Grcateft Exprefii6ns cS 
^eBion and jB/?em-, and this cowtraAed^ 
it may be, from the mere Pernfai of his 
Excellent Writings^ and that Peculiar B&refit^^ 
^l\d Content of Mind^ they h^ve'on feveral 

accounts 
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accannti rccciy'd from them. Gr^at Wits? 
-and very Learned Perfons, have with much 
Freedom exprefs'd themfelvcs in this way. 
Thofe that aid, or do admire him, cannot 
^o it in a Mean degree. It will raift and 
tranffort them whether they will or no* 
His Genius and Attainments^ as to either In- 
teUeiinal or Divine Matters, have a perw/rWr 
F^ce and Veriae in them : And perhaps 
upon the whole in both thefe tefpefts, 
and for what concerns the Chief matters, 
he may be Juftly lobkM npon as a fort of 
Compendium both of aniient and modem 
Wijdom. And we may apply to him, with 
truth and advantage, whatCir^ faid gene- 
roufly and magnificently of himfelfy That 

he thought' himfelf Bom to ferve all the Worlds 

And that will belong to him far more 
than to (bme of whom it hath been fpoken *, 
Sudet multumj fiuftrdq\ laboret^ Aufus idem. 
He muft fweat muchy ^^ perchance, when 
that is done, labour hut in vain^ that(tBk€ 
him altogether ) JhaU attemft to imitate 
him. 

That Treafure both of Virtue and High 
Theory which was amohgft the Antients 
feems to have been, as One well exprefs^d 
it in the Cafe of Praexiftence^ but as Gold in 
Oar : But this Great Artpfi^ this Mafter-O^

A very Excellent Pcrfon I know light- 
ing many Years fince on the DoBor''% My- 
fiery of Godlinefs ift a Bookfeller's Shopj 
and Reading there Tome Paflages in the 
frefaee^ thought immediately with him- 
felf, that he met with fomcthing, for the 
Weight and Serioufnefs of it, that was Ex- ' 
traordinary : Upon which he look'd here 
and' there into the Book it felf; and the 
more he read, the more he was capti- 
vated ■ with the Excellency of the Piece ; 
concluding {hat he had found a real Trea- 
fure: And fo immediately buying it, up- 
on and after more thorough Pcrufal, he 
was hut ftill more Confirmed in a mo{t 
High Opinion oi boih the Wirk and, the 
jinthor. This occafion'd bis bemniiog Ac- 
quainted 
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qnainted with his Writings at lar* ; which 
he ftili Perus'd according to their differ- 
ent Natures and Subjeds, with a Peculiar 
Prejit and Stttis'faciion. And when he after- 
wards had the Happinefs to become Ac- 
^juainted mith tht Author himfelf, he found', 
ifim truly fuch a "Perfo'n as 'he conc'eiv'd 
hira to be-, and that he fully aafvPei^d- 
tint /mrf« of himfelf, which was contained" 
in his Works.

Which ought to be an Argument 
for ofhers to Confider Well the Senfe and 
Wcightinefs of his Writings, before tjiey 
flightly Ccnfure, or pafs them over in their 
Minds, . 

A certain Learned friend of his j^and a 
ii^of afterwards j fmiling onc6, ana loqk* 
ing with foriie Earneftnefs upon him ; He 
ask'd him. Why he did fo'i To which the 
other Replied, That he was thinking with Plea- 
fure and Gratitude of his Obligations f<> 
him i and that he (hould never have underftood 
eJ^eBHdlly , what Chriftianity was^ but for the 
Benefit he had receiv'^d from his £x€elhni 
Writing : Or to that Purpofe. 

It appears aigain bv the jtclnowtedgmms 
of ibme Others »to him, how much their 
Faith and their Vnderfiandings had been im-^' 
frov^d and fettled by the Reafon and Piety 
6f his moft Valuable Labours ; and how^ 
greatly thiy found their Minds Profited and 
Fermented in the Reading of them. 

A Learned and Ingeniom Perlon tliat is 
flow living, and One that never fd much as 
faiw the DoSor iti his Lifcy fell by fome means 
or other into a iftoft Deplorable Fit of Scep- 
ticifm^ that tafted him for near two Vears^i 
and lighting uploa the tiodiot*s \Vorks in 
ihis Darkeft Interval of his whole Life^ 
found fueh incredible Benefit fiqm thcin^ 
tifot he, looi^d upon the Worthy Author as the 
Guardian Angel appointed him by Providence. 
In CHJHS fcriptisy tkith he, fin the Drs. own 
Words, Frafat. Generalif p. i *) tantam ev 
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erga Deum^ veramq^ Virtutem^ Amortm atq\ 
Studmrn expre0tj ut sternam quondam Ami'* 
citiam cum eo^ ignoto licet & jam defunSta^ 
nunquamq^ extinguendam^ ex eo Tempore con^ 
fraxerim. i. e. la whofe Writings there is 
ixfrefs^djh much Love and Devotion towards 
Cod and trne Virtue^ that t contraBed with 
him from that very time^ though a Stranger to 
me otherwifcy and fome time dead^ a Jort of 
4tn eternal Friendjhip^ and fuch 04 fljaB never • 
be dijfolv*d. In Ihort, The Reading of the 
Dodor^sWorks hy degrees recovered him \and 
the ABedion he thereupon contrasted for his 
Memory was^ like that of Jonathan's to Da- 
vid, Faffing the Love of Women. The very . 
iV7^i99f was Mujick to him ever after. And 
he was-pleas'd to tell me. That JJhoHld oblige 
him by Recording' this remarkable Tefiimony of 
his Gratitude in the Life. Which accor- 
dingly 1 have here done ; and that, bating 
the Tranfldtionj in his own Words •, becauft 
I would not ieem in the leaft to leflea 
the Weight or the Elegancy of them. 

I have heard of fome, and particularly of 
a Senior FeBofW in the Vniverfity of Oxford y 

nCand that from good Hands) who would 
dwell continually on the Praifes of Dr. MOREj 
wtd contend in his time^ that they ought to 
^Ttsrn out Ariftotle, and Embrace MORE iV 
his room. 

Another Excellent Perfon of it, and One 
of a Great Mind, hath been heard to fay 
more than Onct^That he Rank'd him with 
the Great Genius^ of Antiquity^ PlatO,' Xe- 

nophon, PJutarch, Tully, &c. With whom 

M he 
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ht jloould reckon it a very ParticnUr ftappt- 
nefs to be in Company^ and to hear them dif- 
courfing. 

Another of the fame Univerfity is faid 
to doat (as it was exprefs'd) on Father 
MORE (as he calls him) and to quote him 
more familiarly than St. Chryfbftom, or any 
Others^ the heft Fathers. 

And there are not wanting more, at this 
day, of that Learned Body, that have a '^High 
Veneration, for his Memory j and fpeak of 
his Perfon » and Writings with Peculiar Ac- 
cents oijfeaion and Efteem. 

I pafs over here the farther Encomiums 
of Others, whether Natives or Foreigners. 
Some of a High Order have faid. That he 
tp^ a Prodigy j and again, that there were 
GlorioHs Truths in his Writings. Some others 
have terni'd him that Incomparable and Ini^ 
mitable Man : Or faid, that he was One^ whom 
all the World knew and Reverenced. As many 
more have owi^'d, even fuch as could not 
be :*of his Mind in all Things, that yet^ all 
things confidered^ they never knew any to Equal 
him. 

But it Is fuperfluous as well as endlefs to 
Purfue at large fuch Tefii?nonies as thefe / 
And fome more will appear Occafionally, 
when I come to Treat of his Works. A- 
bnndance have Profefs'd to have found that 
in them^ which they meet not with in Others^ 
even of the Better fort. And they were in 
fuch Requeft, or fo bought up, when 
time was, that the late Mr. Chifwel told a 
Friend of mine, that for twenty Tears toge^ 

thtry 
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fherj after the Ret nrn of King CHARLES 
the Secoiid^ the Myftery of Godlinefs^ 4nd 
Dr. MORE's Other Works^ rnled aU the 
Sookfellers in London. 

But 'tis time to leave all this; and to 
ofier fome few Things that may be of 
Ufe in the Reading and Jndging of them. 

I M U S T "note now. That 'tis by a »/ i^*^ ^^ ^ 
certain ini»ard and generous Senfe of Mind, 'r!^J'*f^' '^ 
that we mu^^ judge chiefly of the DoEtor^^'' mittngu 
or His Works. What is ftraitned anji nar- 
row, cannot receive what * is large and im- 
menfe. Nor with et frejndicate Temper 
ftall we be able to profit •, but rather 
ftumble, ^nd be offended at the DoStor^s 
Difcourles. It was a Noble Saying of Ci- 
tero J Rationem^ qno ea me cunq\ dncet^fequar^ 
As for right Reafon^ t will follow ity whither^ 
foever it Jhalllead me J 

And I muft not here omit what he at ^ 

large difcourfeth of in his Preface to Phi- 
lofoth. CoU. p. V* He is giving there fbme 
Advehifements as he calls them, fw the 
more profitable Perufing his Books.* And ha^ 
vhig mentionM one or two, he proceeds 
thus; 

" Rutin the Third and Laft place, (and 
•' which though it hath fome conliderable 
•^ Influence every where, yet is more pecu* 
*' liarly requifite in perufing Writings up- 
** on fuch Subjefts as thefe I treat of) I 
•* Ihould commend to them that would fuc- 
** cefsfuUy Philofophize^ the Belief and En- 
II deavour after a cei:tain principle more

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^^ nohli and inward than ^.eafon it felf ; vA 
*' without which Reafon will faalter, or at 
** lealt reach but to mean and frivolous 
*^ things. I have a Senfe of fomething in 
" me while 1 thus fpeak, which 1 mult 
*' confefs is of fo retrufe a Nature, that 1 
*' want a Name for it, unlefs I fhould ad- 
^ venture to term it Divine Sagacity \ 
*' which is the Firft Rife of fifccefsftjl 
** Reafon, efpecially in Matters of great 
*' Comprehenfion and Moment jlind with-. 
*^ Out which a Man is, as it were, in a thick 
" Wood, and may make infinite promifing 
*' Attempts, but can find no outlet into 
"the open Champaign, where one may 
" freely look about him every way^ with- 
** out the fafe Conduct of this Good Gt^ 
** ntHs. 

And afterwards, thus. "For if this 
*^ Divine Sagacity be wanting, by reafon 
^* of the Impurity or Diforder of a Man's 
• ** Spirit i he can neither hit upon a right 

** Senfe of things himfelf^ npr eafily take 
** it, or rightly purfue it, ^hrhen he is put 
^^ upon it by another. 

He takes notice again here of that Re- 
markable place out of Ariftotle^ and fuch 
as put Scaliger into a fort of Rapture, as 
if the Phil^ofher had had fame Senfe of the 
Holy Ghoit j viz. TT^at there is fomething 
beforehand hetter than K^zion^ whence Reaiba 
it felf hath its Rife. 

To this let me join that exprefs Con- 
clufion of his in his Exfofition of the Seven 
Churches j £fit I am akundantly taught by Ex* 

perienccy 
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pefiencej that both the finding out, and re- 
ceiYing Divine Truths found out by Others^ 
u a Special Gift of God. m Chao. Seft. 9. 

1 cannot clofe the, whole of this better 
than with that Obfervation of his, of 4 
long time (as he tells us) made j That there 
^ a kind of Sanftity of Soul and Body, that ^'^' '• 
is of more Efficacy for the receiving and re- N""^^- 4; 
taining of Divine Truths, than the greateft 
Pretences to Dilcurfive Demonftration. 
. Thofe that pleafe may fee this Divine 
Sagacity o{ his more at large reprefentcd in , 
the Place Cited. 

THERE are now fome more things 
-behind, that 1 mult alfo fpeak to, before iHisenfe^cf 
can complete the Defer if tion of the Dc^^^^r, ^^^, ^/ ^^ 
or arrive at his lafl: Exit. As, amongft ^'^ ^f 7^ 
other things, it will bfr but Neceflary to^'''' ^^"^^^ 
give fome due Accouni, how.be ftood af^ 
feftedto the Affairs of the ?ablich\ what 
he thought of the Stat^ of the World in ge- 
neral:, that oi Chrifiendom more effeciaUy^ 
(reformed and unreform^d) with our own 
molt Excellent Church Eftablifli'd in parti- 
cular here amongft our felves ^ our SettUr 
fifent indeed both in Church and State. 

AND firft for what concerns Our ovm His Senje of 
Churchy to begin with that chiefly i He was Our Otvn 
a fincere Honourer and Jfprover of it: And^T^^*>^^^''/^ 
look'd upon its Plan and Reformation to ^''^fa'J' 
be the men Qrderly, the mofl Forfeit, and *"' ^ ^' 
the mo^ according; to the Primitive Pattern 
(before th? Grand Afoflafy camp in) pf apy 

M 3 ittt 
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in the World. He had a very High T^?- 
neration for the Zed znA Indgment^ the 
Wi^om and the Titty of Our Firft Refers 
mers \ and hath writ as Excellent a Vindi- 
cation of therh and of Our Churchy which 
be annexM to the End of Symffis Prophet ieop 
or Second Part of his My fiery of Iniquity ^ 
Shewing ^ before, the grofs intolerable 
Errors and ^ruftions of Popery^ fo here J 
the Excellency \and the Pnrity of Our own 
Church and Conjfitution : Which he makes 
to be as free from Antichrifiianifm (and 
that furely vpty juftly) as the other is no-^- 
torioofly ^«//()[, of it. 

And here oriiitting many others, I can- 
not but now tranfcribe a few things from 
him, as I have likewife upon occafion all 
along done, to fhew his Senfe and Way 
as to thefe Matters : And this chiefly out 
of that jidvertifement of his on Mr. Jof 
CUnvilC^ Letter to himfelf, printed with 
the Laft Edition of Sadducifmus Triumphal 
ri^j and reprintM afterwards in his Pr^- 
f4ce to Paralipomena Prophetica. 

He exprefleth firft a very great Zed 
for the. Acknowl^gment of what he calls 
the Symmetral Times of the Antient Church ; 
that is to fay, the Times of the Firft 400 
Years more generally ipeaking, before the 
great Jooftafy appeared <^^ Within which 
Advertifcment*' time the Divinity of ChriB^ and Trinity of 
pag. 554. " the GodheaS^ was profefs'd as Publick Ar- 
^^ tides of the Church ^ and the BiflinEHon of 
*^ Bifhops and Presbyters own'd. Whence it is 
^ D€menftrable>. how Innocent the On^ is, and 

' ^^ how 
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«^ \iOYf OrthnAox the Other.) He is alfo highly 
Earneft^ as tor the Vnity of <?/#r oip», fo of 
aU the Reform d Churches in general-/ and 
exceedingly againft the mifchievous, and 
(without a hetter Judgment and more Chri^ 
ftian Temper; eternal Ca'Vih and Schifms in 
them* And then he goes on thus i 

*^ The Enemies whereof, what- do they 
^* defire, what do they endeavour more, 

" than to divide tx^A [nb-divide US ? to 
*' hurry us into Ofinionsand PraQicesas Hn- 
" like the Antient and Afoftolick Church as 
^' may be > to make us appear as Whim-

*' thereby to expofe us to Contempt and 
" loathing:, and to harden the Hearts of the. 
" Princes and Prelates of Chriftendam againft

This was the^ DoHor^s Mind on riir fide ; 
and that grounded upon a Mature Judg- 
ment , and Experience of things, it 
appears, that he bad in general a very 

^ great Seafe of Peaceablene/saad SHbmiJfton 
unto all Governoursj and lamented much 
the Divi/tons(as every Wife Man muft alfo 
neceflarily do)- that are made fo eafily as 
we fee, upon I know not what Petty 
Forms, and little Endlefs Models and Su- 
perftitions of our Own. 

It deferves here to be particularly ob- 
ferv'd, that tho' the Jpofile in Scripture i$ 
very much for Forbearance^ and the Exer- 
cife of Charity towards fome Weak Perfons 
that are there mentioned, in Matters re- 

. lating only to the Jevpijh Law, (and they 
feem therefore to have been the more Ex- 
cufable in them) yet 'tis very Evident, 
that he placeth it on the Score of their 
inere Weaknefs \ and that otherwife there 
was not the leaft Reafon for any fuch 
Fearfulnefs or Difpute. Which (to fpeak 
freely) I confefs, I take to be very much 
the aafe as to Our own Differences' herq 
^v^oxi^^ Onr fj^lves: And that they plainfy 

j)ro^ 
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proceed from little but Narrownefs of 

Mind^ a ntifgHided Zeal^ and a Mifiake 

wholly in the Nature and Gemw of Chri'* 

fiianity. Infbmuch that I cannot but at 

times exceedingly ^ wonder, that at this 

time of , Day, and after all that hath beca 

writ on thefe Subjeds, and amongft Per- 

fons alfo of fo much Underftanding in 

other Matters, fuch unhappy Contefts^ and 

inoft untoward Divijions^ ihould be ftill 

found to prevail amongft us \ when they 

are fo Contrary .^ as I but now hinted, to 

the very Strain of theGofpel, and to all 

the foundeft Reafon or Faculties of a Man ; 

when of all Things that I know, they give 

the greateft Advantage to the Commoa 

Enemy i when they are fo.Differcnt and 

. Multifarious, and yet all pretend (though 

fo impoffible a Claim) to be no other thaa 

the Truth of God it felf; when they arefo 

far from the Life and Subfiance of Religion 

agreed unto by all v when Our EftahliflPd 

Church is fo remote from the Errors and 

Idolatries of Pofery •, nor lefs really Excels 

• lent in its own Frame and Conftitution 9 

and when it ought indeed to be fo great 

thing that fliould caufe a Religions Sef oration^ 

as appears from Matth. 23. 2, 3. whenlaft-^ 

^ ly the Injundions in Scripture are fo ear- 

neft, and repeated, as /^r the Peace and Vni^ 

tyy fo againh the Divijions of the Church of 

fGod, even where matters did not proceed 

fo far as to any • ABual Separation j ia 

which Cafe we may eafily imagine,^ how 

jpuch the Zeal of the Apoftle would have 

beea

been redoubled ; as we find aftually it was, 
GaL 2. II, &o 

» But this is no place for Arguing or DiC- 
pute i nor do I any ways intend it : If 
that would do the work, it hath been done 
fufficiently : But fomething much Better 
(viz* the Holy Spirit of God j or the Fruits 
of it, trOe Chriftiun Judgment and Temper) 
muft put an end to the Breaches of the 
Chnrck I wonder not fo much at the 
Common People (for thefe, all the World 
knows, are very eafily mif-led) but at 
thofe chiefly that are of greater Knowledge t 
And I (hould do it much more ; but that I 
conlider, how much* the Errors, Paflions, 
Interelts, Peculiarities, and Prejudices of 
Men are Various and unaccountable here in 
this Life, 

But having reprefented thus the Senfe of 
the DoUor on One hand, I muft alfo be fo 
uft as to do it on the Other. He was not 
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or either Rancour or Perfecution. He 
thought, that all Perfons making Confcience 
of their ways, and that were themfelves 
Peaceable^ and for granting of a Liberty 
unto Others^ ought not to be fevei^ely us'd 
or profecuted •, but bom with as befits 
Wefakr Members, till God (hall give a 
greater Light* The fierce and rigidj the 
faStioM^ formal^ or the hypocritical y he great-' 
ly diflik'd oii all Sides-, as lying fin their 
manners and degrees, wherever to be 
found) in the Gall of Bitternefs and Bond of 
Inicjuity. This, it is well known, was his 
ayow'd.PrixKipIei and I need not to fpeak 

farther 
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farther of it ; but fliall only fubjoin his 

own Conclufion upon thefc Matters in the 

. . .^ Place that hath been already more thaa 

J.foJfS"^once Cited- fuch as, confidering the Seafon 

when it was firft written, may fhew his 
juft Temperas to thefc Points in all Times 
and Poftures whatfoever. 

** And verily this FMnaticdt Diftemper 
^^ is fo Heinous and Abominable, that they 
** that are on the right Side, ought to take 
*' heed how in the leaft Shew they imitate 
** it : For a Man may be Faftioufty affeded 
•* in a Right Caufe j and bear an over- 
*' proportionated Zeal for things of Small- 
•* cr Concern, out of an oyer-heighten'd A*

** call himfelf (of whatever Denomination) 
** Chrifiian^ as loud as he pleafe, he hath 
•* really in him not one Spark of Saving 
*^ Chriftianity. 
In fliort. He was always of the Church of 
V ft -^ England, never Cortmnnicating (as he ex- 

Itc. * fides. And I know not whether I (houl4 

?][i4 b^rc a Ut;le Paflag^ by the by 5 vi:^. 
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That the DoStor Obftrving Our Churches^ 4t 
the Hours of frayer^ to be almoft emm^ and 
to have only perhaps in them a few Old 
Women, and fometimes more Dogs than 
Chrifiiarjsj he faid with a fenfible Emotion^ 
That he believ'd GOD muld not bear long 
with it. Which may deferve to be conu- 
dered, and that with fome Serioufnefs, by 
too great a Number of its profefs'd Mem- 
bers i arid even many fuch as pretend per- 
haps to a more than Ordinary Zeal and Con^ 
I arn for it. But to proceed. 

REFORMED Chrifiendom he lookMfli Senfi of

I And if this cannot yet be, that they would 
I at leaft join in a Sincere mutual Love and 
Amity i and in a moft Cordial Concern for 
one another ; and by this molt Chrifiian 
Band, as alfo by the greatelt Prudence that 
may be, hold clofe together againft the Arti- 
fices and the Strength of tint Common Ad« 
verfary j Whofe Polity 1 look upon as the 
aflur'd grand Seat of Cotrupim and Afo^ 
fkafy J^ the Chwrch ^ Qod.

thofe of Daniel and the Apocalypfe ; While 

the 
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the Reformation ("both according unto thefe 
and the plaineft ScriptHres) is the emerging 
Part of the Church of God from under luch 
a Deluge of Error and Wickednefs ; and . 
fuch as he fully hoped fand I truft we may 
all do To) will, after all its prefent Dipicul- 
ties or Defers, be very exceedingly im- 
provM, and no lefs glorioufly confumma- 
ted in due time. And from hence he ex- ^ 
horted them with fo much the greater 
Earneftnefs to think the moft Candidly (as

He was for this in the State^ as for Efifco^ 
pacy m the Church ; and thought that we 
nad great reafon to blefs God heartily for 
the Advantages of botbi and to be indeed 
more Senfible of the Happinefs we enjoy 
by them,, than over-many of us are found 
to be. He had, in fhort, true and juft Idea'^ 
as to all thefe Matters.

In his Reply to Eugenius he writes thus.

** of Christianity. And afterwards in the 
Words following. ^' If this be to be a

*' a Man precifely takes this way, the more 
** Indefendent he will prove. But if thou 
*' meanell by either Puritan or hdepen^

*^ fhould diflemble in the Prefeace of Hea- 

^ ^^ ven, if I flxoul dnot fay I am above them -^ 

*Vas 1 am above all Seds whatfoever as 
^ Seilj : For I am a true and free Chriftian i. 
♦^ snd what I write and fpeak, isfor the 
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*« Intci^eft of Chrifi^ and in behalf of the 
*^ Life of the Lamb which Is defpis'd — ~ 
** Wherefore, EngeniHSy thou doft very un- 
" skilfully in endeavouring to tumble- me 
*^ off from the Indefendentt^ to call me 
*^ amongft the Turitans^ as thou caU'Il 
*^' them : For it is not in thy Power to calt 
^* me fo low as any Sect whatfbever : God 
** hath placed me in a Difpenfation above 
^* them i and wilt thou throw me down? 
*f No, EHgentHSy I fhine upon them both as 
*^ the Sun in the Firmament-, &€. Such 
was the Strain and Freedom of his Pen, 
as we alfo before heard, in thofe Days. 

For fome of the Firft Fights in our late 
Deplorable Wars, He continned (as he told 
a Friend) more Still and Patient j hoping 
thst at length fome Happy End might te 
put to them : But they continuing and in- 
creafing, an^ things going on but worfe 
and worfe, upon the News of fome fore 
.Battle, his Paffive Melancholizy Spirit, 
able no longer to contain, fat it felf down^ 
and with Tears bewaiCd the Evils and Miferies 
cf his Native Country. 

VJhtn thtOldFellomthzt vftxt Royalifisy 
were ejeOied from their Colleges in Oxford^ 
and New ones thereupon put into their 
rooms, there happened this witty Dream and 
Paffag6 to him. He dream't one Night, 
that he was ftanding in the Street over a- 
gatnft Emmanuel College in bis own Univer- 
fityi and there the Sun fhining bright upon 
it, made thcfe two Ferfes on the Vniverfitj 
of Oxford*

There was, it feems, fome Perfoa . he 
was acquainted with in thofe Days, that 
thought of doing very great things in them; 
and of fome excellent Order and Reforma- 
tion by degrees, that was like to be eflc- 
ded : To whom, on a Time, he pleafant- 
ly faid ; Tou think now to make rare Mufick 
with this your Inftrument \ when your Bow, 
Strings, and Fiddle, are all of them piteonf" 
ly befourd. And at another time; That be 
had a rare Scheme of things in his Head^ or 
4 cnriofts Reprefentation of fomethingin his 
Brain ; bat had nothing after aU bnt a Cow- 
Clot to draw it in. 

He hath been heard to obferve, how a 
Government wonld fometimes ftretch Ferfons 
for their Vfe and Service as if they were upon 
Tenter- Hooks. And upon a certain Party, 
that was not fo deferving, his getting great 
Preferments, he faid. That fome Men were 
like Crows with their Eyes out j who fly fiiS 
higher and higher^ till at la(l tl:>ey drop down 
dead. And at another tm^^-Thatfome ran 

to 
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to Tre ferment as Rats do to Rats-bane ; andfweB^ 
md die. 

I will Here take Notice, That he twice 
laid to a certain Perfon, fome few Years 
before he Died •, TW fomething had got 
into our Body Politick^ and made it move as 
awkwardly as if fomething were got into the 
Natural Body, and forced every thing againSl 
the- Natural motions of it. 

I have this only now to add •, That as to 
himfelf, he feem'd to take the Caution that 
was given to Socrates^ who is faid to have 
been warned by his Genitis againft medling 
with the Coipmon-wealth. And he would 
fay at times, That Archimedes bh^he was 
fo bujie in bisChamber^ with his Pen and Lines, 
as not to mind wHch the Bid/ties and Affairs of 
the World that werewithont fOrto that Pur- 
pofe^ Though , in a general- way, there 
was none tnat underftood them better thaa 
himfelf. ' 

IN his Younger I^^^^^ 

approved bimfelf a 5)t///2// and Faithful ^^^'nefasaTutor. 
Ion, in that Capacity as well as Others. 
His deep Thoughtfulnefs did not take hitn 
off from all that due Care that was any 
way requifite for the Difcharge of fo great 
a Truft. He had Some of very Great Qiia- 
lity that were put into his VHands. And I 
have feen by Various Letters that have 
pafs'd (as particularly between the Lord 
Radnor and himfelf) as well the Diligence 
as fidelity y that in all refpefts he was 
wont to ufe in tjiis Afeir. And a very So- 
ber 
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bcr Perron, and qnonJam Pupil of his, told 
me, what Pains he would take with thofe 
under him ; and amongft Other things, 
what Excellent Ledures he would deliver 
to them of Piety and infiruBion^ from 
the Chapter that was read on Nights 
in his Chamber. And thefe things, with 
the like, have alio more than once been con- 
firmed (o me from Others. 

He had one Heroine Pupil, . as t may call 
her at a diftance, of an extraordinary Na- 
ture; the Lady VifcountefsO^iP/pr, whom 
he always mentions with a Particular Re- 
fpeft. She was Sifter to Sir. John Finch^ 
fome time the Embafiadour from this 
Crown at the Ottoman Port \ an Early Pu- 
fil of the Doftor's himfelf ; and one alfo 
that was of equal both Honour and Accom^ 
flijhments i and who always retained a very 
High Veneration for the Perfon and Writings 
of the DoUor. He lies interrM, with his 
great Friend, and noted Companion, Sir 
Thomas Bainsy another PhvH of the DoBor\ 
in the Chapel of Chrifis CoUege in Cam^ 
X bridge \ and the Jnfcription upon the Mom* 
tnent that ferves forBoth of them was written 
. by their T^fr^r.

mention d ; JFmcfc, wasof Incomparable Parts and En- 
ivlthfomei{e' dowments (there fcems indeed a very great 
marks on the Mixture of Noblenefs and Ingenuity in the 
Qviakcrf. j^ame and Blood at this day) between this 

Excellent Perfon and the DoSlor there was^ 
from firft to laft, a very High Friendjhip, 

He 
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He gives a great Charafter of her in an^ 
^Efifile Dedicatory before his Antidote a^ 
gainjt Atheifm. And Ij have heard him fay ; 
TTsat he fcarce ever met with any Verfon^ Man 
or Wcman^ of better Natural Parts than the 
Lady Conway. She was Mifirefs^ as I muft 
exprefs it^ of the Highefl Theories^ whether 
of Philofofhy or Religion \ and had^ on all ac- 
counts, an extraordinary Value aad Re* 
fpeft for the DoStor : I have feen abun- 
dance of Letters^ that are TeJ^imonies of it. 
(And fo alfo not a few fronj my Lord 
. himfelf, cxpreflive of the greateft Kindneft 
and Efteem : And he profefleth in One to 
keep every thing of the DoSlor'^s with as 
much Reverence as if it was Socrates his.) 
Arid as Ihe always wrote a very Clear Style ; 
fo would ihe argue fometimes, or put to 
him the peepeft and Nobleft Queries ima- 
ginable. 

. This Incomf arable Verfon (as he was wont 
to can her) had the Misfortune to be ex- 
ercis'd, from her very Youth, with great 
Tains and Diforders in her Head. OPew havo 
been afflided in fo Severe and Durable a 
manner as her felf was: Which yet She 
bore with admirable Chrifiian Patience and 
piety. Though it is not improbable, ,but 
thefe fo terrible Fits, which opprefs'd and 
clouded her fo much, might difpofe her by 
degrees to a greater Inclinablenefs towards 
feme i?erfons^ than her own free Reafon^ 
and entire Value for the DoBor^ would 
otherwife h^ive permitted : Which yet he 
imputed to the Height of her Kirtne ; and 

O laid. 
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faid, It was the Greatnefs of her Mind that 
betray* d her to it ; Who looking iff on fome Pre- 
ten/ions of the Quakers to be very Excellent (and 
thefe impofing upon her Judgment) all the 
External Confiderations of her Q^altty^ and 
the Worlds avaiCd nothing with her for the 
hindring of thofe Regards which Jhe jhew*d to^ 
wards thenh 

In the mean time, this g^ve an Occafion to 
the Doctor to be perfonally concerned with 
Several of the moft Confiderable of them ; 
and to make moft Ufeful Remarks upon 
- fome of their Writings -, fuch as poITibly 
fome time may fee the Light. And he hath 
not been perhaps a Small Inftrument, in 
clearing up many Perfons of that Se6l into 
a more explicit Profeflion, as to fome Main 
Points of our Comrnon Chrijlianity^ than 
otherwife might hate been: Stich as the. 
Divine Providence hath of late made new 
and extraordinary Attempts for the a- 
wakening of them to •, and fo, in all re- 
fpefts, for the reducing them to a Sober 
Senfe of things •, however, they feem yet in 
a ftilF refdute Way to fct and harden them- 
felves againft it •, and, as a ftrong Fort, to 
pleafe and pride themfelves' not a little, in 
being able to hold out againft fuch Powerful 
Batteries, as have been laid againft them. 
But fome Perfons can look up, it feems, to 
the Sun and Moon in the Firmament, and 
fay, they difcern them not : Which is plain- 
ly the Cafe of this very SeEl (to m.entio^ no 
other Inftanccs) in the Sacrament of Baptifmy 
and of the Lord^s Suffer, But they wonM 

do 
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do well to remember the Wo that is de- 
riounc'd againft fnch as take comfel^ bnt not of 
Cod J and thai cover wijh a Coveringy hut nop. 
of his Spirit^ Ifai. 36. i. And tho/e Word s^ 
.Chap. 28. 20. For the Bed isfiorter than that 
a Man can ftretch himfelj on it^ and the Cove^ 
ring narrower than that he can wrap hi?nfelf 
in tt* 

It may be thought by many Strange^ That 
fo Wife a Perfon, and fuch a great Friend 
and Admirer of the Doctor^ as this Lady 
Conway J fliould have at laft that Opinion of 
the ^Hakers^ She is known to have^ had : 
And fome poflibly may be Curious to un- 
derftand how it was refented by the 
DoUor i and what he did to preferve her 
from the Infedion. 

For the FirFt Particular \ I cannot but 
think what I intimated to be true ; That 
however her Underftanding might be 
Quick and Sound in other refpeds, yet 
the fevere Pains ftie laboufd under, and 
the Melancholy Circumftances (he was fo 
long in, might more, as I faid, difpofe her 
to a liking of thefe Perfons, and their way^ 
than otherwife we Ihould ever have feen. 
And I find fome Grounds to confirm me 
in fuch a Sentiment, from one of her Let- 
ters i In which She acquaints the DoBor 
(in anfwer, one may fee, to what himfelf 
> had written) that' Ihe had indeed changed 
fome of her Servants for Quakers^ and de-- 
figned to have another Ihortly of t\\Q fame 
Profejfton j and then adds the Words fol- 
lowing : *^ For if they prove, what they 

O 2 "feem 
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" fcem to be. Lovers ot Quiet and Re- 
*^ tirement, th^y will fit the Circumftan- 
** ces I am in, that cannot endure any 
** Noife, better thail Others. And in ano- 
ther Part of the fame Letter, She writes 
thus *, "The Weight of myAffliaion lips 
*^ fo heavy upon me, that 'tis 'incredible 
*^ how very feldom I can endure any one 
*^ in my Chamber: But I find thtm fo 
*^ Still, Quiet, and Serious, that the Com- 
** pany of fuch, will be very Acceptable to 
*^ me. And She particularly takes notice 
of the freffures and Shferings they had lain 
under, both Bodily and Others-^ and how 
that She was much refrejh^d by the Accdunts of 
$heir Trials and Confolations : And that they 
were fitted^ fi'om the fundry and heavy Exer^ 
cifei that themfelves had experimented^ and 
their Patience and SHffoi[ts nnder them^ to- 
adminifier Comfort to Others in great Di- 

firefs. And then it is to be Confider'd, 
that She had the Bell and the Chiefeft of 
them Occafionally to convcrfe with her, 
(Such as R. S. W. P. G. K. &c.) The 
late Barf)n ran. Helmont^ Who for her 
Health fake, (being a Skilful Phyfician; 
liv'd long in her Family, was a Frequen- 
ter of the Quakers Meetings : With refped 
to whom the DoBor hath been particular- 
ly he^rd to fay, Jhat, he knew as little of 
hitnfelf truly and really, as one that had ne- 
ver feen him in his Life. But 'tis not my • 
BuCnefs to infift on thefe things. ! fliall 
only add, that She took the beH^ and not 
the worJl of what Ihe fouud^in this People: 

As* 
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As flic tells the Voitor further in the Let- 
ter, That jhe never wm in Love with the 
Name of a Quaker, nor with fi!?eiV.Rufticity ; 
^nd only regarded their Principles 4/?^Pra- 
dices, fo far as they were Good and Chri- 
ftiaa. 

Now as to the DoBorh real Trouble^ 
under this unexpefted Scene at R^^ley j it 
may in part be Colleded froqi what hath 
been already noted : Arid I can farther 
inform the Reader ^ that it affefted him fo 
much at length, that he received the Ac- 
count of it with Tears, and laboured, all 
that a Faithful Friend could do, to fet 
her right, as to her Judgment in thefe Mat- 
ters. He both conversed with, and wrote 
to thefe Perfons, and made Remarks^ as I 
faidj on fome of their Writings •, as par^ 
ticularly on Mr. Keiths Immediate Revela* 
tion. He wrote to Mr. Pef^ a very excellent 
Letter concerning Baftifn and the Lord^s 
Sapper^ with fome Other matters j which is 
now Publilh'd. And for their great Leader 
('as mofl: account of him) George Fox him-' 
felf, he hath faid to fome -, That in convert 
fing with himj he felt himfi^lf^ 4S it were^ 
turned into Brafs. So much did the Spirit, 
Crookednefs, or Pervqrfenefs of that Per- 
fon, move and offend his Mind. See alfo 
what he farther fpeaks of him. SchoL in Dial. 
5. SeEt. y. 

As he argued thus Occafionally with 
thefe Heads of the Quakers^ and exercised 
his Pen both for thi$ Ladfs^ and their own 
Pencfit i fo he wa^ not wanting in his 

Q 3 inor« 
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more particular Applications to her felf : 
I And great Pity it is, that tht Letters are 
not to be feen, that he wrote to her on this 
Occafion. ) But when he faw, that he could 
not fufficiently prevail, he was forced to 
defift- and leave that Great Perfon to en- 
joy in her Extremities the Company and the 
Ways that flie molt fancied. 

For the Readers Satisfadion, I will tran- 

fcribe a few more Paflages, from fome Let- 

^^ ters that are extant, relating to the Senfe of 

■F > this Lady^ and the Condition She was in. 

^^ She complained, That her Devotion was 

infinitely hindered by her Pain ; and that the 
'very Faculties in her^ which Jhould he applied ta 
Humility and Self-refignation, were fwept rf- 
way by the Violence ofthefe Pains, m in a Storm* 
She call'd her Room, that Drngeon-Cham^ 
her above J which yet ( goes fhe on ) wiR look 
/f length more chearfnUy in that Drefs it hath 
fo long mourn d for- 

She added, after many pious Expfeffions, 

That (he was in hopes not many Days before the 
fending of this (^from her excejfive Pains and 
Weaknefs^ of a Ktltdik from fef r Terreftrial 
Confinement: But now (faith fhe) it feems 
Probable^ that I jhall yet remain Alive in my 
Living Tomb. 

^ And in apother Letter flie writes thus. 
" From the redoubling of my Afflictions, 
*^ the Continuednefs of my great Pains^ 
" Encreafe of Weaknefs, with new ad- 
*' ditional Diftempers, I might fancy my 
^^ Releafe not far off from thofe weighty 
^^ SuiFerings, I have groan'd under fo ma- 
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** dy Years: But Life and Death are in the 
** Hands of the Almighty^ and what He 
defignsfor'me, I defire, I maybe ena- 
bled to give my felf up to willingly, 
without Murmuring; who only knows 
" what Meafure of Sufferings is moft Ne- 
*^ ceflary for me. 

And then She goes on thus. ** I think 
*^ you miftook me, in what I wrote of the 
'' Quakers } if I rightly remember it: For^ 
*M never thought, that none of the Fa- 
*' tnilifis might turn Quakers^ either at 
^' the firft rifingof them, or lincej but 
" that (7. Fax^ was never lifted into that 
*' SeB^ before his taking up this Form. I 
" am of your Opinion, that there are ma- 
" *' ny Bad People araongft them, as well as 
** of other Profeflions •, and do alfo believe, 
!'^ jhat their Converfe with you, might be 
^' of good life, to them, for the Clearing 
^' .up of their UndfsrftandingSj and advan- 
/^ cing their Progrefs towards the Befb 
'^^ things-, and therefore that your C^/i-z/fr- 
^' fation with them ^t London J might be, as 
*' you exprefs it, Charitabiy intended^ like 
** that of a Phyfician frequenting his Patients^ 
'' for the Encreafe^ or Confirmation of thnr 
^' Health: But I muftprofefs, thatwy Con^ 
^^ verfe with them is, to receive Health and 
^^ Refrcfhmentfrom them. 

" I pray God {Jaith She further^ towards 
^^~the Clofe of it) give lis all a Qear Dif- 
" cerning between Melancholy^ Enthnfiafm^ 
" and true Infpiration •, that we may not 
^^ be impos^'d upon, to believe a Lye. The

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** great Difference of Opinion in this Point, 
** amongfl: the Learned and Experience, 
*' occafions much Perplexity in Minds lefs 
** exercis'd, and fo not fo well fitted for 
** Judging. 

The Dodor hath faid of her •, Hat She 
^as onci thdt would not givt vf her Jndg* 
ment entirely unto any* And for her great 
Pains^ &c. twas thought, T}jat the Pores of 
her Body were too little. 

I (hall add noW) that the Doiior did 
long fince concern hinifelfwith this People, 
becaufe (efpeciaUy at the firit) he pitied 
their inward and Melancholick Wandrings ; 
belie v'd there was much Serioufnefs and 
Simplicity of Life in many of them (from 
which they feem of late not a little to 
have fwerv'd ) And becaUfe they profefs'd 
the Guidance of the Sfirit i a NoblMPrin- 
ciple^ if Soberly and Sincerely utfSerftood 
^nd purfuM : Which made h^n very De- 
^rous to bring them, if poffiMe, into a right 
Way ^ and willing to own, and commend in 
them, any thing that was truly Simfle and 
Chrifiian •, though at the fame time, with 
io oaf ^^"^^ Zealand Vehemenc^, to tax and re- 
|"i "b-I P'-o^e J^Odd and Wild, things they had 
Cn- 13' amongit them. And I d^e boldly affirm, 
they will never find themselves well, anji 
at reft, till they ripen int6 his Princifle of 
f^e Sfirit \ and the fincere, folid, both 
omwurd and inward Frame of the Gof-- 
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I fhall end this with a part of that 
which, as I bcfote intimated, he hath^nno, ^656. 
long ago written concerning this SeB ('ac- 
cording to the Appearance which they fk» ^ 
made) in Mafiix his Letter t0 a frivateFriend^ 
Numb, i(J. 

'^ But to tell you my Opinion of that SeSt^ 
" which are call'd ^^i^r^ •, Though Imuft 
*^ allow, .that there may be Some amongft 
*' them good and (incere-hedrted Men, and 
*' (it may be) nearer to the Purity of 
*^ Chriftiar^tyy for the Life and Power of it^ 
*' than mjkny Others ; yet I am well af- 
** fur'd, that tlie Generality of them are 
^^ frodigioujly Melancholy^ and £omcfem ^ct-' 
** haps pofejfed with the Devil. And I coa- 
** ceive, that he doth work more cun- 
*^ ningly and defpitefully againft the X^>/^-

^* Latter times. For they intermingling ^

*^ ly before God and Men : They intermin- 
** gling, I fay, thefe whole fome things with

*' the flightingof the i^//?<?ry ofChrift^j and 
*^ making a mere Allegory of it ; thereby * 
♦' voiding all that WifdeTm of God, that 
** is contained in the Myftery of Chrifiia- 
** nity^ as it refers to the very Perfon of 
♦* Chrifi' i this, I fay, can,aot proceed from 

tl any 
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** any thing fo likely, as from the Craft 
** and watchful Malice of Lucifer^ who 
" undoubtedly envies ChriSi his Throne, 
" both in Heaven and Ea^th\ and there* 
*^ fore would bring one of thefe two 
** Mifchiefs upon his Church \ that is, eithej* 
*^ the flurring the Verfon of our Saviour^ 
*' or elfe of that without which he can 
^' take no Complacency in his Churchy and 
*^ that is true and real SanElity and Holi^ 
^^ nefs. All which, and other weighty Ob* 
fcrvations relating to it, he purfues far- 
ther in the Pa'ragrafhs following. But 
more hath been faid. here than was in- 
tended. 

To return to that Noble Lady I was be- 
fore fpeaking of-, and who was too Con- 
fiderable in her own Perfan (as you will 
find prefcntly) as well as too much con- 
cerned in a way of Intercourfe with the 
VoBor^ not to be taken notice of, with all 
the Honour that is due, in this Place : (Be- 
fides, Some of his learned Treatifes are 
exprefly owing to her own Defire or Infti- 
gation i as his ConjeBur a Cabhalijtica^ and 
Philojpphia Teutonicx Cenfnra \ to fpeak of 
nothing elfe: And we have particular Obli-

Reafons, though in the Name of anothtr

CMndidly interfret^ what in Kindnefs is offered 
to thee y and to admire roith me the Sound 

Judgment and Experience of this Excellent 
Per/oh^e: Who abounding with that which 
the Natural Man fets fo high a Trice ttpon ( / 
mean^not only Noblenefs of Birth, 4»^Great- 
Def$ of Quality and Fortune in the Worlds 

, and extraordinary Dearnefs to her near eft 
Relations and Fri,ends, hut) that fingular 
Quicknefs' and Apprehenfivenefs of Vnder- 
fianding^ for the enabling her to the attaining 
aU manner of Knowledge in Arts and Sci* 
ences j he fides a marvelloas Sagacity and 
Prudence in any jiffairs of Moment^ whertin 
her Quicknefs and Solidnefs c/ Judgment 
was furfrizJng^ to as. many as had Occafion and 
Of fort unity to confnlt with her : / /iy, though 
abounding with th^fej yet nothing w^ts fo fur- 
prizing to the Serious^ who have known her 
p-om her Youth, as that Jhe had fo timely a 
Senfe and Relijh of what is infinitely above 
all thefe things^ and accordingly efleentd it \ 
which is the faving Knowledge of our Lord 
Jefus, the Knowledge of Chrift in us, (that 
is^ of his Power, Life, and Spirit in iu) 
the Hope of Glory. 

In vertue of this chiefly, if not folely, wai 
She enabled^ with that marvellous Patience, 
fo undergo thofe long and tedious Pains of her 
Head (which after feiz?d on her Body alfo) 

. which otherwifc had been flainly unfuport- 
able to Flejh and Blood, jindto the Aftonifll- 
ment 9f that Party, who knew her from her 
Tomh^ 0nd had the Hononr of her Friendjhif^ ^ 

to' 
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to hit dying Day ; Though She was troubled 
with thefe Tains^ fome lears before his Ac^ 
e^miintance rpith heri and they were growing 
fipon her ftiU more apd more till^ bepdes her 
High and Intolerable Fits or Paroxyfms, 5i&e 
had Continuance of Pain perpetual upon her^ 
Such as would have proved unfufieraDle Par- 
oxyfms to Others : Tet notwithftandin^ thefe 
great Impediments, and hard Battene laid 
again ft her Intelleftuals, her Underftanding 
continued quick and founcl, and had the 
greatest Facility imaginable for any^ either 
Phyfical, Metaphyfical, or Mathematical Spe* ' , 

sulations^ So that She underftood perfeSlly^ 
not only the true Syftem of the World, ca& 
it Copernican or Pythagorick asyou wiB^ with 
all the DemonBrative Arguments thereof % but 
^Zf Def-cartcs fc^ Philofophy, as^alfo a!l tfje 
Writings tf/ him^ who (though aFtieAd of 
pef- cartes, yet) out of Love to the Truths 
hath fo openly for this good while oppos'd his 
Errors : To fay nothing of her perufing (by the 
Benefit of the Latin Tongue -^ which She acquired 
the SkiU of notwithftanding thefe' great Impedi^ 
ments) of both Plato and Plotinus, and of 
her fearching intOy and judicioujly fifting the 
abftrufeft Writers of Theofophyj which^ 
that Party can teftifie^ was not out of any V^a" 
pity of Mind^ or fond Curiofity^ but it was^ as 
it were J the genuine Food of her Natural 
Genius : Nor could he ever obferve^ while She 
could come abroad , and Converfe^ that She 
would ever oftentate her Knowledge \ or fo 
much as make any Difcovery of it^ uponnevtr 
fo fair an Opportunity \ According to that Sa,y- 
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ing, writ on the In- fide of d Paper- Book She 
had had a long time by her^ and upon Occapon 
gave that Party^ and may well be added to her 
plain Parables'^ Ignorance is better than Pride. 
^nd indeed thefe Chriftian Graces, that 
Piind in her all along this Clofe pvrfait of 
Truth and Knowledge, were fo Eminent, 
that they might jufily feem to obfcure the 
Luftre of her other AccompH(hmentsy with 
thofe that had Eyes to behold them^ and were 
competent fudges of them. For whereas fuch 
Pains, fo great, and fo incurable (For they 
* were fo great, that nothing hut the Into- 
lerablenefs, conld make her vndergo fuch pain* 
fnl and courfe Remedies^ worfe than any Pain 
or Difeafe elfe could be^ in any ordinary 
Mans Judgment \ and fo incurable, that 
they pHzjLled and defeated all the Attempts of 
all Phyftcians whatfoever \ Galenifts, Chym- 
ifts, Empiricks, as well French as Englifh ; 
for fhe went into France on purpofe to ha^e 
her Cranium opened (but none d!ur[t adventure 
on it^ though they opened her Jugular Arte- 
riesj in order to the Curing her Difeafe : So 
that at I a ft She was fain to Ceafe from making 
r M T ^^y ^^^^ Trials.

Bfit it feems not without a Providence, 
that AH means frov^d fo ineffe^ual •, that the 
Power of God in a Regenerate Soul might 
the more manifej^ly apfear^ how Viftorious it 
is J even in the extrcmeft AfHiSions and 
Temptations* Fot^^ what I was a going to [ay^ 
whereas fnch Pain^ fo great and intolerable) 
doth ordinarily empeevijh the Spirit of the 
affliHed^ and makes their Converfation un- 
grateful to Others^ their* Minds being taken up 
with their own Sftfferings ; / can witnefs from 
thefe Seven or Eight Tears Experience of her^ 
and that other Party, whom I have fo often 
mentioned^ for Four times as long ^gain^ that 
her Converfation was always with that Meek- . 
nefs, Kindn'efs, 'a*nd Difcretion, even to 
thofe that have not. fairly, if not provoking- 
ly carried themf elves towards her^ in their 
pretended Friendjhip^ that I cannot think of it 
without Admirations;;^ Aftoniflinient-, and 
how Ready She was to put a good Senfe npou 
Other Folks AElions^ ffc^Ag;A Strangers, when 
their Credit hath been diminijh^d by a Frond 
and Envious Tongue : And Laflly^ how in th^ 
midjt of her infiip'portable Pains and Alfji* 
dtion, which continued upon her to the LaH i 
and which do naturally nail down^ as it were^ 
and fix the Mind of an Ordinary Soul^ to its 
own Perfonal Concerns ; how yet She bore the 
Care, and Provident Sollicitude,./i7r all her 
Friends, and of her Nearelt Relations the 
moft i which She did^^ in a manner^ to her 
very laB Breath (as I can witnefs^ that was 
prefent with her when fiie died) as if She 

had 
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had been offointed by God the Common Good 
Genius, or Tutelar Angel, of aU her Friends 
and Relations, even while She was in the 
Flejh. For though her Pains cncreas'd, yet 
her Underftanding diminilh'd not •, and in 
ContradiHion to that Common Aphorifm, She 
dyed without any Fever, merely of her Pains, 
drawing her Breath a while as one ajleepy 
without throatlingy and with her Eyes ofert^ 
and frefemly after giving up the Ghoft. Her 
Antient Friend being acquainted with the Cir- 
cumftances of her Death from Ragley, re 
turned only this Ihort Anfwer. *^ I perceive, 
** and blefs God for it, that my Lady 
*^ Conway was my Lady Conway to her 
*' Laft Breath-, the greateft Example of 
*' patience and Prefence df Jlftnd^ in higheft 
** Extremities of Pain and AfBidion, that 
** we ihall eafily m?et with t Scarce 
** any thing to be found like her^ fince 
** the Primitive times of the Church. Of her 
Supernatural Comforts and Refreftiments 
after fome vf her greateft Agonies and Con- 
^i6i%^afidof her ftrange Praevilions of things 
future, / might here alfo make mention^ but I 
fjold it lefs necejfary. 

jind thefe things which I have Communis 
eated to thee^ concerning our Friend, this Ex- 
cellent Lady ^ / have not done it out of any 
partial or Carnal Boaftings : But that God 
may be glorified, and that thou mayfr the

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have been able to draw, and this too 
from Strokes that are chiefly borrowM from 
fJhnfclf: The more Pecnliar S<nfations thzt 
were ftill habitually in him, or the Imv^rd 
Myjtcries and Experiences of his Mind, arc 
(as I faid at firftj more difficult to be 
known or reprefented; He afFeftgd little 
that was Singular to Outward Appearance, 
or rather Nothing at all i while his Inward 
Temper was Confcious to it felf of many 
Singularities and Excellencies it enjoy'd. 
'Twas what he profefs'd indeed upon Oc- 
caCon to one (ii it may not be taken by a 
wrong handle^ That to be reaUy wifer than 
others^ and yet not to affeSt^ or appear to be fo^ 
was the great eft IVifdom. 

He was exceed iujg much in that weighty 
Diffenfation defcrib'd by him in the end of 
Mafiix his Letter now fo often Cited ; 
where fpeaking of the Advantages of 
Stakinefs and Gravity beyond the Profufe- 
• nefs of Mirth andf Levity^ he concludes 
thus : " But the grave and fad Mind, that 
*^ feldom ruminates on fmall Matters, 
*^ whofe Carriage being Calni and Quiet 
*^ to the World, yet is full of Workings 
*' within^ and ftrong Breathings after the 
*'- Nobleft Acquifitions, doth not fail, in 
**; the Conclufion, to enjoy her Content- 
^' ment fecretly and apart from others j 
*^ beine fully Compenfatcd for her Patience^ 
^ " witlT all that Wifdom and Holinefs that 
^^ the Spirit of God bellows on them 
** that have long waited for him. See the 
whole of this, as it there follows. And 

this 
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this minds me^'by the way) of a Paflagc 
I have heard of him : That a Perfon ask'd . 
him once, hovo he Aid '^ as thinking, byfome 
Appearances,)!?^ had not been nr^//;when he pro* 
fefs'd afterwards to another. That he xvai 
at that vtry time fnU of inward Light and 
Joy. 

Few, I believe, were 6f a ChearfklUr Spirit 
than himfelf : None of a more deef Felicity 
and Enjoyment. And he was fo far from 
any Sournefs in Temper or Religion, that 
he hath noted it as a Ibrt of Maxime of his 
own in thefe Words; Por believe it^ there ^ . 

is nothi.lg more Civil, nothing more Humane,^i^j^'^°* 
nothing more gentle and governable, than a 
Mature and well-grown Chriftian. I con- 
fefs, I think alfo, there are no Perfons in 
the World have fuch a Right to h^ Chearfd 
as the Virtuopu and Viotfs •, and it is but a 
jolt Fruit of fo Excellent and Harmonious 
a Difpofition, as well as a worthy Recom^ 
mendationOf ?/f/)f unto Others. And thus 
the DoStor himfelf, with all his foregoing 
Allays that we have heard, obferves in a- 
nother Place thus ; *^ Mirth and ChearM^ Di;*t u

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This Catholicon for the World, (thus 
left imperfeft now^ if Life and a Happy 
Temperament bad ferv'd, he intended to 
have finifh'd. But though he did not 
live to do this ; yet we (hall do well to 
confider, that, as a fufEcient Reparation, 
we have his Prefcriftions at large in his 
Works i if the World (hall think fit to 
makeUfeof them. He was, with fome 
others I could name, for thrnfiing them 
upon None j and yet he thought them not 
perhaps the lefs Medicinal or Sovereign : 
Nay, when he was told by one, that he 
had^-^idc^d out fome Chiet places in his 
Writings, iii order to recommend them 
unto fome Perfons, and to point them to 
them, he feemM not to be pless'dfo well 
with it i but faid, They JhouU be left to find 
them out of themfelves. 

\ AM brought now at length to give an^^ Actount 
Account of his Death and Lafl Iltnefs :of his Laft 
Which! fhall do chiefly from one that was Sicktjefs and 
a faithful Attender on him in it; and^^^^^- 
who, as he ever honoured him with a very 
Particular' Honour, fo did he fignally (hew 
it upon this Occafion. A very Great Eer- 
fon in our Church, and no lefs Friend to 
the DuHor^ was pleas'd to fay ; That he 
never obferv'd a greater Inllance of Friend^. 
fhif in any Perfon, than in this Party at that 
Time. And to my Knowledge it was very 
Extraordinary ', and no lefs Grateful and 
Serviceable to his Dear Friend the DoHor : 
Who would feveral times tell bim \ That he 
w^ a mighty Cordial and Refrelhment to 

t 3 . him* 
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him. To my felf he cxprefs'd how greatly 
he wa4 oblig d to him for his Company j and 
that he jhohld not have known what almo(t to 
hai/e done without him. From this Worthy 
and Reverend Perfon, my Honoured Friend 
' Dr. John Davie s^ it is f I lay) mainly ^ that 
I Ihallwith all Faithfulncfs give the ^r^- 
er an Account of that Cloud and Weak- 
nefs^ which after fortie time carried ofFthe 
DoHor from this to f Better Life. 

He enjoy'd in the general C though 
Chccquer'd with fome Illnefles, and what 
hecaird, I remember, once a Tabtudina^ 
rian State) an ^xcellent Habit both of Bo* 
dy and of Mijid •, as may fufficiently be 
collcSed (amongft other things) from the 
Nature and Frequency of his Writings. But 
for fome time before his Laft Sicknefs, he 
found himfelf to be often pretty much out 
of Order v and had particularly many times 
every ^d or /^th Turn an intermitting 
Pulfe-, and once, for Six Hours together 
(though he feeny'd otherwife to be well, 
and went into^ the Hall) no Pulfe at all. 
He was taken 4ne Night after Supper very 
III in the Felldws Room, and fwooned a- 
way : He compWined afterwards. That his 
Difiimper woi Wind^ hnt he hoped it would 
not carry him away in a Storm. This was about 
a Year before he died. And the Summer 
before this, for many ^3ights together, he 
felt himfelf in a perfeft Fever: -But it go- 
ing off again after a few Hours, and he 
peeping well the reft o! the Night, and 
fiiiding himfelf at Eafe, and fit tor Study

in the Moniiag, with an Appetite for his 
Meat, Dinner and Supper, he took no far- 
ther Notice of it. 

But it had been much Happierr in all Pro- 
bability ( I fay not for him/elf^ but for the 
Church and Puhllck), if he had given fome 
more heed to thefe Friendly hems of Na- 
ture. But immoderate Studies paft (^not to 
fay, and prefent too J the Breakings and 
Weakneflcs of Age, with fome Trouble in 
Affairs more than Ordinary from yv^ithout 
(which yet could never^ I am perfwaded-, 
have, made that ImprefHon upon his Mind 
at any other Seafonj meeting all together 
with an aftual Indifpofition, drew him at 
length into a fort of Sadnefs arid Deficiency 
of Spirits : Infomuch that my Friend wri- 
ting to me about that time, gave me this 
Account. He feems to labour under a Divine 
Melancholy ; f'om whence notwithfianding he 
fromifetb to himfelf a very great Advantage in 
the End.^ And in that fame Letter again,*

is Vigorous within '.^ ana breaths^' beyond what I 
can exprefsy after GOD and Virtue. 

This was in November before his Death : 
And much to the fame purpofe was that 
which he wrote the Month following •, Our 
mofi Excellent Friend isftiUheld in a Doubtful 
State^ as to the Recovery of his Health : But he 
afpiresj with an incredible Ardour of Mind^ af- 
ter that which- is Beft. And a while after he 
was pleasM to fend me the enfuing Relation ; 
That he had been let Bloody andfecm^d after it 

P 4 ' much 
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tnuch hetter than before j yet it had a great dti^ 
of black Melancholy ip it, though other Tarts of 
it were very Florid and Sanguine : That though 
hfore the Writing of thif Letter ^ at ins ftttwg 
down to Dinner^ he looVd diffiritedj yet it w^ 
idfowith an j4ppetfrance of approaching Health ; 
but before he h^d dined^ and after Dinner y Juf- 
ver faw (faith he) more n^igoroHS Emanatiot^s 
fom him^ nor the Air of hfs f^ce Strongtr qr 
ChearfuUer. 

Yet after all this promifing Appearance, 
. the Sun began foon to be clouded afrefli i 
?nd the darlc fallen Vapours, asgl^d to t^ke 
Him at fo great an Advantage, to be njulti- 
phed upon him j till weary with ftrqgeling, 
this envelop'd Star yielded at length to their 
prep and Power j and was carried away 
by them from its State here into another 
_ Jlegion i yet in this Cafe not « hfe^ but to

As his Body had been out of Tune, for 
[ome time, fo had his Mipd in a fort, before 
if Fl^y "««fs ; Ifjgak as to that deep and 
riafttck fenfe (to uir his own term) he had 
u""]?®*^ "fuallyinZ>mW Matters: Info^ 
much that he complained on a certain time 
JO his Friend, That he had for a long Seafon 
been tn as good a Way at he could almofiwijh. ; . 

"^c ""*•> ^"^ ^ came to be whimm'd 

off from It (as his Expreflion was). And he 
noted agSin afterwards, hoxpthf Plaftick went 
Pne way, and his Intelleaivp another. If he 
was to l,ve, he could fftch them both up together 
^ne laid) ^ain; but for thaf, he left it jpbolly 
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tp the Wis 4ndgood frovidence of God. ' And 
perhaps bis over-great Eiideavours to do 
this, m the State he was in, prov'd ft ill but 
the more Injurious to him. He was ( if 
poffible) for -making all rital and Vnifon 
9new Twith refpea, I mean, both to Body 
?nd Mind) and for the rendring of his Af^ 
feUions and Paffiom^ as well as Reafon and 
Vnderfimding^ Joyous and Divine. He took 
potice oijce, looking on his Hands, That his . 
Body (as he exprefs'd itj was ftrangely rm 
fiut. His meaning, I conceive, was. Things 
were not fo Compad and Spiritous in it as 
they had formerly been. 

Even this Wonderful Man (Mth my Friend 
to me, in another of his Letters^ repents him 

pf fever al things that are pafi ^ and complains^ 
that he hath not been in all things fo cloftly 
united to the Will of God^ as a Faithful and 
PerfeEt Servant of Chrifi onght to he. And 
he faid to him another time j TW Repen- 
tance wa4 ^ fweet thing. And yet it is 
certainly TrW, what he fpoketo this fame 
Perfon many Years before, as we have a- 
bove remark'd •, That he did not remember of 
long time^ that he had done any thing thdt 
was really Evil. In all which, if rightly un- 
dcrftood, there is nothing, as I conceive, 
either of vain Boaft w of Contradiftion : 
And there may be a Difference between the* 
not doing things truly Sinful, and the not 
^oing all the Good that was poffible ; op 
that might tend to a greater Perfeajon.

la June I my fclf faw him \ and twice 
waited on him. He was the ^rft time 
much indifpos'd ; as much almoft, my 
Friend told me, as he had feen him any 
time of his lUnefs. Weaker indeed he 
was afterwards ; but little more difor- 
dcr'd. The Calamity (he was pleas'd to tell 
me) of his Condition had been exceeding great \ 
that for many Weeks together he hadliv*d at- 
ntofi a perpetHdl Pervigilium (with little or no 
Sleef at all) So that it was a Wonder j and the 
gteat Mercy of God to him^ that he had not 
been ferfeSly DifiraHed. Yet that Day he 
walked abroad i and Prudent^ PioHs^ and 
even Pleafant things would come from him. 

He had a Melancholy^ and fome unruly 
ferment of Nature about him. It was his 
ownRefleftion more than once to his Friend; 
That bis Body was out of Orders but that as 
to his Mind^ it was in its right FramO'^ and 
fix^d on God. He laid. He. thought he fhould 
have dyed Laughing % but was /enfible now 
how much the Scene was chang'd with 
him i and repeated twice (as 1 remember) 
^That he was as a Fijhout of its Element^ and 
that lay tumbling in the Dnfl of the Street* 
And at another time he laid, That he was but 
the Remains of an Ordinary Man. 

He 
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He was very Senfible of the State he was 
in ; and the Occafioji it might give the 
World to difconrfe •, and that fome poflibly 
might be prone to make an ill Ufe of it to , 
the Prejudice of his IVrim^s : But then he 
pleaiantly obferv'd upon it this;^ That he 
had read of a Perfon^ An excettent Mathema- 
tician, that at laft came to doat \ hut none 
("faith he) will fay ^ that any of his former T>e^ 
monftrations were ever the worfe for all that. 
Than which I know not what could have 
been faid more foUdly or ingenianfly by any 
Perfon. 

Thtfecond time I faw him, . he was in an 
extraordinary Calm and Eafy temper. I 
^was expreffing my Hopes to fee him per- ' 
feftly recovered. He replied, Tlsat GOD 
atone knew that/^ to whom, through our 
Lord^^cfus Chrift, he entirely refign'd aS 
th/^t concern d him'^ atrcC that there was his 

nchor^ge, and his Reft : Not doubting of 
the Remijfton of all his Sins^ through him 
that had dyed on the Crofs for them. To 
which he added. That never any Perfon thir^ 
fled more after his Meat and Drink j than He^ 
if it pleased Godj after a Re leaf e from the 
Body: Profeffing withal, that he had de- 
fervid greater AffliElions' from the Hands of 
Cod^ than thofe he had met with. 

I took an Occafion to fay, That he 
might indeed be the willinger to die, be- 
caufe he feemM to have done the . great 
Work that God had fent him into the 
World for. His Anfwer was. That he hoped 
he had net fvent his Time in Vain\ and that his 

Wri* 
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. Writings would be of Vfe to the Church of 
God, and to Mankind. It v^as his ExpreC- 
iion (it fcems) fome Years before thisj 
T^xr it was to him a very great PleafHre^ to 
thinlt that^ when he was gone oat of the JVorldj 
he jboald fiiU converfe with it by his Writings. 
. As he added alfo farther at this time to my 
fclf J That it was a great SatisfaUion to htm^ 
^ to confider that he was going to thofe^ with 

whom he (honld be as well acquainted in a quar" 
ter of an Hour ^ as if he had known them many 
Tears. And this j¥as the Laft Titne I had 
the Honour and Happinefs to fee him \ be- 
ing much PleaS'd to leave him fo Eafy, 
an4 in fo Hopeful a way, as I thought, of 
Kefovcry. ' . ^ 

But the Divine Forefight had not decreed 
his Stay here. His Wcaknefs continued, 
and advanced upon him. Yet as % Wife 
Perfpn, both living and dying, and to add 
' now at laft to all the reft of his Pious and 
Ifrudent Reflexions, he faid this to his 
Friend towards the End of his Sigknefs % 
}^ It is the frequent Trick of fome of the 
. /* Rpmanifisi when they fpeakof Men that 
^^: have writ more than Ordinarily againft 
.^ them, to give out, that they alter'd their 
'** Minds before they died : Therefore do 
*« you tell all my Friends, that I have the 
^* fame Senfe of the Church ofRome^ and of 
** all the Great Points of Religion now, that 
** I had when I wrote: And farther, if 
any one Ihall pretend, that he ever heard 
me fpeak any thing that is Contrary to 
^ my Publick Writings j alTure them again, 
.; « They 
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*^ They are my true Senfc ; and that to them 
«^ I ftand. 

He was not ("as likewife moft other Per- 
fonsat that time; without a due Senfe^ and . 
follicitous Forefight, of what feetn'd fa 
plainly coming on us in a late Reign. IVe ' 
had a very Prudent Pow^r (he faid) over ut^ > 
Such was his own Prudent and Cautious Ex- . 
preflion that he us'd to my felf. And he 
added fomewhat at that time -j That he hopedj 
he jhould be ready for whatever it jhouldpleafe 
God to cut out for him. Bift to his Faithful 
Friend and Attender he faid more par- ' 
ticularly, and at large, thus; That if he 
were to be called out to a Stake^ he could ffeah 
little to the People in that Condition: But this 
(faith hej / thinks would be fufficient j to let 
them Inow^ that my Senfe^ oi to all Points in 
Controverfy between us and the Church of 
Rome, ^as in my Publick Worljs ; and that 
J was there come to feal it with my Blood. 
And certain it is, that a very fmall time 
before his -Death, he ftem'd with fomc 
Concern to exprefs it j That he Jhould not de 
that Service to the Truth, as to die or fufFcr 
in Tiftimony of it : But however y h€ having 
writ fovery freely^ and thereby having fo much 
exposed him felf to it^ and being _ ready in 
Mindy as he had often declared himfelf to bcf 
St might not be without its Vfe. 

And this reminds me now of another 
Paflage in the Doltor^ which he likewife 
fpake of (and I tell it here, on Cojnditioii 
it may not be mif-interpreted by any) viz^^. 
That fbme time before his Jllnefs (on what 

Occa- 
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OccaCoQ I know not) be was making at a 
leifure time (by way of Diver/ion or Expe* 
rimenty an Anagram of bis Name^ Henrictis 
MwM Cantabrigienjis. It was falling otber- . 
wife at firft ; but not bitting tbrongbly, it 
fettled it felf at length into tbefe fignifi- 
cant and exaft Words ; Infiniis Heros r«r- 
nnm ft curabh f (Wby flioulcl tbis Eximious 
Heros be Sollicitoas for bimfelf?) Wbich 
he foon naturally interpreted as a fort of 
gentle Reprebenfion from Providence for 
it: As it could nttalfo, at the fame time, 
but ferve as greatly to fortiffe bis Mind 
under it. Certain it is, as well the Cha^ 
roBer as the Senfe was very highly Appli- 
cable to both the P erf on and the Seafon* 

He profefs'd with Tears in bis Eyesj 

That he had with great Sincerity offered what 

he had written to the World ; and added tbis 

afterwards. That he hadffent all his Time in 

the State o/thofe Words, Quid f^eram fit^ & 

quid Borrum^ quaro^ & rogo j ^ in hoc Omnis 

Jitm : That what is good^ and what is trne^ 

were the two great things.^ that he had always 

fought and enquir'd after, and was wholly 

indeed taken up with^them. Which is not

This calls to my Remembrance a Saying of 

Laciantitu ; Primus Sofienti^ GrddtUy &c. The 
firft Degree of Wifdom f/, to under fiand the * 
things which are falfe ; the fecond, thofe that 
are true ; than which there can no greater Plea- 
fure appertain to Man. As TaUy again hath 
very HeroicaBy aflcrtcd j That there was na 
better Gift ever yet given-^nto Mankind^ No^ 
nor ever jhall hey than the Knowledge of Philo- • 
fophy. Which,, if it be underftood of the 
Higheft Wifdom and Fhilofophy indeed, both 
Natural and Reveal^dy is moft True and Sa- 
cred according unto that of Philotheus in the Dialogue t- 
Dialogues : For my Party Hook upon the Chri- Numb» 3. 
ftian Religion rightly underfloody to be the 
deepeft and choiceft Piece of Philofophy that' 
is. And how much be undervalued all O* 
ther Philofophy in comparifbil of tbisy or 
when void of the Virtues and Graces of it, 
may at large be feen, Dial. 3 . Numb. 3 . 

Demoflhenes is laid to have griev'd at his 
Death, after having liv'd 107 Years, that 
he Ihould go out of the World, When he 
was but jufi beginning to grow Wife. The 
DoSory on the contrary, had been long 
acquainted both with Natural and I>i- 
vine Wifdom ^ and died Contentedly in the 
full, and even antient Embraces and Poflef- 
fions of them : And this to that Degree, 
that it puts me in mind of that Notable Say- 
ing of one of the Philofophersi Cum Homo

we ^re made, as the Apoftie fpeaks, Far^ 

takers; 
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tdhrs of the Divine Nature j and that be- 
comes the living Principle of oijj: AEHons. 
And thus out Nature becoming Divine^ or 
Gadlike *, we being renewed into his Image } 
we lire this Life, and aft accordingly, out 
of the Love of GOD, the Archetyfon^ and 
out of the Love of it : Which I conceive is 
a mo^t T erf eH State of aChrifiian^ than to 
imitate thofe Holy Laws, into which he is 
jiot yet Regenerate^ fOr a "Reward diftind 
from this Divine Life it felf. 

Secondly^ ^In that Phrafe {to ferve God 
' fw oHT own Good'} I defire to know what 
is meant by [jonr own Good}* Is it a Good 
which is the Objcft of our Selfifh Appetite 5 
and fo no other Account to be given of it, 
than that we are gratified thereby ? Or is 
there underftood thereby only {onr own 
particular Souls Good} prefcinding from 
that Seififh Appetite "i If it be taken in the 
frfi Senfe, the Enthufiafi may be in Aie 
right : But in the fecond^ he is in the wrong. 
For certainly a Man may ferve God fcg: 
his own particular SohI\s Good i that it rtay 
become Holyy even as God is Holy : And he 
tnay ferve him out of this Principle of //- 
ving Holinefsj for the Tleafure aHci Satisfa- 
Bion of his own Soul therein ^ and thus ex- 
ercifean un-felf-interefled Goodnefs or Love^ 
as God himfelf does •, and delight himfelf 
in it, as God himfelf does. This feems to 
me very Clear, and devoid of all Scruple. 
Thirdly y Whereas you fay. To ferve God 
for His good is Profane and ^Blafphemous •, I 

««rr/> again. What you meanbyC^/j^<?oJ3? 
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; For this feems to bo a very tender lubricous 
Point; wherein we fliall jfeem to admit, ei- 
ther that InHnite PerfeSiion Wants fomething^ 
or elfc deures nothing -• For what is de* 
UrM is a Grateful good to that which de- 
lires it. But now we know that Eternal^ 
tmmenftj Vn-felf-imerefied Goodnefs^ that hi« 
Will or Difire was, that the Creation ftiould 

^ be as foon as it was Cafako thereof. And 
now his Will or Defire is, that it Ihould be 
Happy .as well as himfelf .is ; though not in 
that Meafure ^ which is Impdfllble, and 
therefore no Objeft of His Defire. But the 
Capable IJ[appinefs of the Creature is a Good 
which is the Objeft of God's Will or Depre. , 
And tho' he was Infinitely Hapoy in himfelf 
before any Creaturf was, ana is lb ftill ; 
yet this Happinefs of the Creature being the 
ObjeQ: of nis m-felf-interefted Goodnefs^ or 
Willi or Divine jippetite (as I may fo fpeakj 
how can this Good choole, wfiea it is effe- 
fted, but gratify his un-felf-interefted Defire^ 
or Will ; aad therefore in that Regard be 
truly His Good^ as raoft certainly it is onrs f 
Wherefore, if to ferve God for his good^ 
fignify for the good he defires to be effe- 
&ed, and is pleafed thereby ; there is nei- 
ther Profanenefs nor Blafphemy in the Opini-- 
on. But if it fignify any Want in Him^ 
iaring the fulfilling His Defire, that others 
may be Happy as well as himfelf; then in- 
deed it is Blafphemotu and Profane^ I think. 
But I oi^y propofe thefe things to your 
Judgment. And certainly it would be a 
ftrongcr Obligation ,for Men to ferve God 
' / as 
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a$ they (hould do, if they were convinced 
that He is pleaftd and gratified thereby, 
than if there be no fuch pleafing and gra- 
tifying God by our due and right ferving 
of Him. F'orthenit will be thought on- 
ly an Injury to Our fehes fwithwhom we 
may be more Bold) in not ferving Him ; 
1K> Injury to Him at all, becaufe no De- 
fire is gratified in Him by our Service, be 
it as Complete as it will. 
Fottrthty^ And whereas you conclude, 

Fdraftnnch as it is Blafphemy to ferve God 
for his good, that we mufi cither ferve God 
for our own good or no good at all : I qnerie ; 

Whether we may not ferve him ("being 
Awakened by his Spirit into that Life of 
un-felf-intereftedGoodnefs^ which is the Image 
of God^ by which he commands us and 
rules usj in ferving the Publ'ckgood, with- 
out any reference to onr felves^ faving the 
SatisfaElion oi a^ing according to this 2)/- 
vine Life in us, whofe jirchetyfon is that 
itn-f tl f 'inter eft ed Goodnefs in God ? 

Fifthly and Laftly^ When we thus aft 
according to this Divine Law of Life ex- 
cited in us, in which .certainly God is a- 
bove all heft pleased •, His JTiV/ being molt ful- 
filled therein j and we a^ing en pnrppfe to 
fulfil his Eternal Will and Law^ of which that 
Law of Life \n us is but the Image or Echo\ 
1 cjuerie ^ Whether the afting in this fort 
^fo pleafe him^ who is mcft pleafed with this 
TerfeB Service,^ ~ be the fupfofing Him to be 
our Inferioury or, the making our felves 
Gods inftead of Notaries ? 

There 
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There is an excellent Smdrtnefs of Wit ia 
this ^i9th P^e of yours. But you may dif- 
cern, by what 1 have taken the Boldnefs to 
hint to you, that the PaFages may prove 
more or Icfs Sound, according to the Sen& 
that is put upon the Words j Which I bt- 
ing lefs Certain of, has made me adventure 
to give you this Trouble of reading this 
Letter.

That which molt ftartled me, was con- 
cern! ng5f//^/w^, pag. 420. where you ex- 
prefly declare, That Self4ove (or Love of 
our felves) 'is thg very Prinoifle of all Love^ 
whether to God^ qr an^ Others : Which I con- 
fefs Cas I told a Friend, who was Curious 
to have my Judgment of yqur Book) is 
moft Diametrically Oppofite to my Senfe and 
Reafon : And 1 have fo good an Opinion 
' of your felf, that I thiiric you did not con- 
\ fult over-heed fully the Sentiments of your 

own Mind, when you wrote this Page, if 
1 have a right Notion of Lo^ in this Cafe ; 
1 mean, when we apply it to^ God. For I 
make account we do not love God (if we 
love Him as we ought J as we love our 
JHorfe or Houfe. for the Vtility of them ; 

hu 
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ttey both being fo Prdfitable to us': Biit 
we love God as an jimiable and Laveiy Ob^ 
jeft, by reafon of the Pulchritude of his 
PerfeSliom^ and tranfcendent Benignity of 
his Nature ^ Who himfelf is that Free^ Ep- 
fentid-iVn-felfintertfled Love^ which we may 
be fure He is, all the Bounty he beftows on 
the Creatiire contributing nothing to his 
Happinefs ; and whom, I conceive^ we may 
report, not to love himfelf as himfelf^ but 
as he is that jihfolute^ Perfefl^ Free Benign 
nity and Goodnefs. This is the Life of God^ 
which we are molt concerned to have re- 
prefentedto ils: By breathing afitet which j 
we become at laft Partakers of the Divink 
Nature. But whatfover is refolvible into 
Self-love^ is of the Animal Nature.^ and not 
of God. Thefe two Principles arc^ I con- 
ceive, in the Regenerate as Diftinguijhable as 
Light, and Darknefs, Sweet and Soure^ 
Strait and Crooked to the iViif/ir^/ Senfe i; 
And the Root of the one^ is in the Sprit of 
God\ and the Root of the other ^\vl the Sprit of 
this World that rules in the Vnregenerate. 

But to confider your ^^rt/W more prel^ 
iy^nd clofdyi That Self love is the very 
Principle of all Love^ even of that to God hint'^ 
felf : This makes our Love to God left 
Noble than that Love in the FrJendJhip of 
F'irtHOHs Men j who love one another with- 
out any refpeft to Vtiliiy^ but only upont * 
the Account of the Lovelinefs of their Hr- 
tues'^ which even the very Heatheti have 
profeflfed. And for ouf Love to God^ give 
me leave to put a Cafe to your own. Senfe^ 
or Confcie'nce } $uppk>fe God fhduld da$a 
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all the World refolvedly, Mt as refolded* 
ly fare you •, How would you find your 
fclf afFefted towards Him? (Where Stlf^ 
tovc is gratify'd to the purpofej How 
Lovely^ Amiahle^ and Benign would God ap^ 
pear to you then ? Would your Love and 
Devotion be the fame to Him, as if he had 
done like an Infinite good Cod^ and extended 
his Voodnefs to all that made not them- 
fclves unfit Objefts of it by their obftinate 
Perverfenefs > Whatever more L&ve then 
and Devotion^ would appear in this Utter 
Cafe than in t\^t former^ cannot be attribu- 
ted to Self4ove% but to a better and nobler 
Principle. So that aU Love is not refbl* 
vible into Self-lovn : But there is a Love of 
Cod for his Level in eft in himfelf^ and nni- 
verfal Beneficence to the whote Creation ; of 
v^hich every particular Soul is fo fmatl a 
jPart, that it is not only lefs Pi<^s, but 
feems even Ridiculous, that the Refpelt to it 
felf (hould be the fole Bottom of that Lovi 
and Devotion it h to txtrt towards God. It 
feems as unnatural and forced a Conceit^ to 
found all that Love we owe to God and the 
whole Creation upon Self-love^ or to tefolve 
it thereinto, as to attempt to cram- the 
whole Bulk of the Univprfe into the Eye of 
a Needle. 

Moreover ; As the OhjeS of the IfttelleSl 
is that which is fimpty true i and i's afented 
tozifnch^ and not as true to this particu- 
lar IntetteBth2it contemplates it : CFor this 
is pat theSenfeof fochan j^ent\ but that 
i;; is Jimfly and ahfolntely true^ and cannor 
' , but 
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bat appearib to all Intell^s th^ are fitted 
tjo contemplate k) Sto there is an Objifi 
t-hat isfimvly go^ and lovely ^ and to be lov- 
ed as fnch^ wkhont Regard to the Party 
that thus loves k \ but ought to be loved 
of all, without Regard to themfeivesj but 
Hpon the Account that it is /o Mnverfally 
Good. Infomuch tl^at if God Ihould love 
all ImeUeSlHal Beings, except ont that were 
at the fame time to be Damned, for his 
excelRve and unparallell'd Wkkednefs, and ' 
Contumacy againft God ^ it were yet an 
Immenfe Spcimen of hi$ Goodnefs : And he 
were Infinitely Good \ and were io to Bfe 
achtowUdged^ even by that InuUtdtiMl Crea- 
tnre that was to be Damned \ and ought 
to be loved by it (though this wicked funl? 
Condition makes k UQcap^ble of fo fit a 
Duty) as ' well as a tru6 Prof of Hon is to be 
AJfented to by him, whofe Dif-intereft it 
were that it Ihould be found true. And a 
Man may as weH lay, that there is no Reafon 
but what arifes from felf-interefied Vnder^ 
fiandingy as no Lwe but what arifes from ' 
Self-love. There is that which is nhfolntely 
lovely y and to which />ye, without any Self- 
regard, is due ; as VreU as there i? that which 
is abfolMtely trne^ and which every Vnder^^ 
fianding oiight to fubfcribe to, if not fome 
Defaufi: in it iHf hinder. 

And that Things and Perlbns are lovety 
without ConCderation to our own viility^ 
methinks is fm^ther Evident, from that 
Pleafnre and Content we take in the Hi- 
ftory of Wifrpky Perfons^ and theii: excellent 

S % Vif 
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yirtuis and famous Exploits in former A^ 
geS) and in far remote Countries, without 
any Refleftion upon any Interefi or Profit 
we have in their Firtues or Anions ; but 
we love them, and rejoice in their Memory, 
as ahfolnte OhjeBs of deferved Love^ from 
thofe lovely PerfeEtiovs In them. Thefe 
things are not fo far removed out of the 
Road of Hnman Nature^ where it is not 
extremely Degenerated, but that they are 
_eaCly Difternable. And ivhere Cicero fays, 
that if Virtue could be feen with outwdrd 
Eyes, mirabiles amores fui excitaret ; can we 
underltand fuch Love as is grounded upon 
Self-love i not rather fuch Love as raviihes 
him out of himfelfj and tranfports him to 
the Objea^ ? 

But to pafs by Peafou^ and the Senfe of 
Philofofhers \ there are many Places of 5m- 
fture^ which, I confefs, I cannot m^ke good 
Senfe of, if there be no Love but that 
which is bottomed upon, or relblved into 

Self-love. 

That main Doty of every Chriftian, Thon 

Jhalt love the Lord thy God toith aU thy Hearty 
and all thy Sotd^ and thy NeiMonr as thy 
felfy to me is not eafy Senfe, if Self-love is 
to be at the bottom, into which tdl Love^ 
as the very Principle^ is to be refolved. It 
V is not here laid. Thou fhdt love thy Neighbom 
for thy felf\ that is, for thy own fake : But 
Thotijhalt love him asthy'felf'^ that is, with 
fuch a kind of Love as thou loveft thy felf 
with. Now thou lo^efi thy felf for thy own 

Good -, and wiflieft well, and dolt well to 

thy 
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thy felf for thine own lake ; and thiokeft it 
not fit that thou, being a Man created in the 
Image of God, fhouldeft be injured or neg* 
leded .• Thou being therefore bound to lovt 
thy Neighbour as thy felf^ thou mnft ha.vc 
the like Efteem for him^ and wi(h him well, 
and do good to him for his own fake i elfe . 
thou doft not love him as thy felf. But if 
thou loved; him, and wifhefl: weU to him 
for his own fake, that is not then for thine . 
own fake .• And therefore there is a Love 
that is not refolvible into Self4ove j and a 
Field thereof there is, as rar exceeding 
that of Selflove^ as the whole Creation, at 
leaft of Intellectual Beings, exceeds*any one 
particular InteUeQnal Creature. 

But the former part of this Precept is 
alfo to be confidered ; Thou (halt love the 
Lord thy God with all thy Heart, and all thy 
Soul. Methinks it is fiich an Injundion, 
that takes a Man quite off from himfelf 
and all Self love. For how can I love God 
with all my Hearty and att my SohI^ if that 
Love be refolvible into the Love of my felf ^ ■ 
and fubordinate to it. Proper quod nnnm^ 
quodfj eft tale^ id magis eft tale, Suppofe 
then my Love to God how Jrdent you 
will, my Love to my felf muft be much 
more Ardent. So that God is fo far from 
having our whole Heart or SohI^ that He 
does not fo much as go Halves with us. 
But it is manifeft. He requires the whole; 
Which is impollible He Ihould have, while 
all the Love we give Him is bottom'd up^ 
op, or refolvible into the Love of ourfetvesf 

Si Wtiere? 
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Wherefore it Is ManiTeft, we are entirely 
and abfolutely to tove God firft, and to 
love oftr fefvts in reference to him^ as alio 
the reft of oar Fellow-Crcitutes : All Which 
Love being in rielEferehce to God, it hinders 
not but that God is ftill lonjed with all our 
Hearts and Souls i and the Love ofourfdves^ 
and of our Nei^bour as ^ur felvet^ is bat the 
Fruit of out entire L^ve to God •, and we 
•fhall be lure then to love our Neighboisr as 
our felvesy and fo as we ought to do. This 
is the eafy Senfe ot this grand Precept of 
the Gofpel-, to me not Intelligible upon 
any other account. If we Me God with 
aU our ffearts^ there is no Love left to our 
felves^ but in reference to God. And what 
is left to our felvesy the fame is to our 
Neighbour ; that we are ta love him in re- 
ference to God. 

Again, Who can endure to think that it 
was Self-love that Tupportcd the Soul of our 
Saviour in thofe ineffable Labours and ^- 
gofiies which he underwent j and not the 
Love of Gody and Defign of redeeming 
Mankind from the great Mifery they lay 
under? And when he fiys. It was his Meat 
and Drink to do the Will of him that fenthim ; 
that It was a foure, Self-feeking Humour 
that wfietted his Appetite ? Or where 
St. John fays, PerfeB Love cafis out Fear j 
That he underftands perfeft Self-love cafts 
out Fear •, which is rather the Source of all 
Jealoujiej Anxiety^ and DiflraElion of Mind ? 

But it may be that other Place of St. John 
will prefs mere urgently ; Cod is Love^ and 
he th4t ahtdeth in Lave^ ahideth in God^ and 

God 
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God in him. What can be here meant iy 
[God is Lovi2 but that He is that Ejfential^ 
Free^ un^felf^nunfted Qoodnefs ; and that 
while we continue in fuch a fee^ nn-fclf- 
interefied Benignity of Spirit, we are in 
God^ and God in m:, the Fruit of whole 
Spirit this is ? But what Senfe would this 
be i God is free, un-felf-interefted Love^ ^ 
and he that abides in felf-interefted Love, 
or Love whofe very Principle is Self-love, 
abideth in God^ and God in him ? No cer- 
tainly ^ that Man rather abideth in him- 
felf^ rooted and held Captive to his owa 
fel^^ Nature, and has not yet feen nor known 
Gody in si. John's Senfe. 

And I muft confefs, I have oft with Plea- 
fure and Admiration confidered the Afpo^ 
fitenefs of that Expreffipn of our Saviour irt 
his Sermon on the Mount; Blejfed are the 
Pure in Hearty for they Jhall fee God: As if 
the belt Speculum Divinitatis were placed 
there, for' us to contemplate God in. But 
it agrees excellently with this of St. John^ 
God is Love. ' And where is Love to be feen 
or perceived, but in the H^^rr? But what 
an Idol were that Love znd^that Gody that 
isreprefented by a Love refolvible at lalt 
into Selflove^ as the very Pr/W/p/^ thereof? 
But that Heart ccvtainlY is not yd party nor 
purged from inordinate Affeftions, that is 
yet uncapable of any higher Love than 
thisy a Love of God fubordinate to the Love 
of our felves •, whenas all our Love ought 
to be fubordinate to the Love of God, 
otherwife our Paflions are inordinate • 

$4 Which 
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Which therefore is a State of great VHrhh" 
teoufntfs ia the Soul, as this of m-felftinM 
ttrefted Love the greateft RtEHtude of Spi- 
rit that Human JSTature is Capable of. And 
Ibclifve that very Frame of Spirit atleaft 
4?hiefly intimated and aimed at, in that other 
Saying of our Saviour ^ Bleffed are they that 
hunger and tht'rfi after Righteoufnefs : Which, 
I conceive, is a Hunger and Thirft after this 
^eSittude of Spirit for its own fake and 
Loveliners ; the Appearance whereof ma- 
King the other felf.feeking Nature appear fo 
PeteftaWe and Ugly, that it wiU make 
the Soul infinitely impatient to be rid of 
the Company of fo deformed a Companion } 
I mean a Soul that is really Regenerate ; fuch 
as IS not horn of the WiU of the Flefh, or of the 
WiUofMan^ hut of the Wig of GU: That 
is, not of that Anmal Stlf-Will, or Stlf-Lovei 

,?L ^^^^ f"" ^"'^ i^v-felf-interefied Lovey 
or mu of God. The Bottom of this Nei» 
^rthn not Self-defire ; but the Defire and 
Thirft after this free ReElitude of Spirit^ 
Vaat IS releafed from all Self-wiU zndSelfi 
J/'mi and is wholly ^ftoated and regu, 
lated by the W7i7and Spirit of God; feik- 
ing nothing for its kU as felf, but the 
Glory of God, and the Good of the Crea- 
tion. So that there are really two Principles of 
Me in the truly Regenerate; the Spirit of 
^od, and the Spirit of this World. And 
therein we feel the Genuine Motions of tha 
spmt of God-, in that it draws us from Selfijk- 
fefs in whatfoever Mode or Drefs, and dif- 
fQvers botji th9 Aftings acd Oeforjnities of 

that 
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that foul Principle, and fo raifes iq iis that 
Thirfi and Hunger alter the Life of the Dl^ 
vine trinciflej ^nd as certain a Loathing of 
the Sight of the other. And here is the 
deepeft and molt pertinent Concern for 
Devotion and Prayer^ for this Righteonfnefs 
we hmger and ihirft aftevy and for the Af- 
fiftance of the Holy Spirit to perfeft Rege* 
neration In us, that the old Leaven may be 
utterly purged out, and that all our Lite 
and Motion may be from that one Prin- 
ciple in the New Birth. Thus it is im- 
poffible but that we fhould heartily defire, 
if we have once tailed of the Sweetn^fs of 
that Divine Principle in us, that lovely , 
Corrival, Jand Oppofite to the Selfifij Na^ 
ture: Which by our own Strength be itig 
not able to attain to, we are even forced 
to know to whom we muft make our ear* 
neft AddrefTes •, or rather, are drawn by 
Divine Power working ih us to breath af- . 
terGodand his Jftverlafting Righteoufnefs, 
with Groanings unutterable j as the Apoftle 
fpeaks. And this Operation is really an4 
truly of God : But whatfoever is rcfolvible 
into Self-love J may be nothing elfe but the 
Solicitude and Aftivity 0/ mere Nature: 
And fo fome Men may Teem to. be more 
Crafty and Provident than others, rather 
than more Pious and Holy, That which U 
born of the Flejh^ is Flejb ; and that which is 
born of the Spirit^ is Spirit '^ lee the ^;?^ look 
never fo trimly and goodly on't, and the 
other never fo brokenly and contemptibly/ 
Maq naturally is inclinable to magnify himr 

felf, 
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felft and faacy himfelf able to grafp all 
within the Gompafs of his NatHr^l Faculties : 
But in true Chriltlanity, tbt Lor4ahmu ex^ 
sited in that D^y* This I am Certain is ac« 
cording to the Tendr of the Gaff el ; to 
whofe Condud it ii fafer to give up our 
felves, and keep to its Forms of Speech, 
than to be befool'd by the dry Conceits, 
or pretended Reaionings of any Mortals, 
that cannot pretend to the extraordinary 
Guidance Cbr//? and hisApoftles had. Be- 
lieve it, Chtifiidffity is another kind of thing, 
than {bme Bold Wits would make it ; and 
is but a dead Husk, where the Jffifiance 
of the Spirit is not both dcknmhdged and 
experienced* But this is an Excarfion by the 

By. 

Let me offer only one njore Paflage out 
of our Saviour's Sermon on the Mount, 
where he bids y- Love your Enemiesj JBUfs 
them that cur ft yeu^ and do Good to them that 
hate you ; that you may be the Qnldren of your 
Father which is in Heaven^ whe caufes the 
Sun to rife on the EvU and on the Good^ and 
jrains on the Juft^and the Vnjufi. Now it feems 
to me a marvellous unnatural Andyje^ to 
refolve the Love of our Enemies inco &§^- 
love^ or Love of our felves. The Hatred 
indeed of them is evidently refolvible into 
that : Which would be an Intimation to 
us, that the loving of them mull' proceed 
from fome other Principle, and from fuch 
a Love as is Contrary to Self4ove ; that is 
to fay, an un-felfinterefted Love : Efpecial- 

ly when we are faid thereby to do as be- 
comes 
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€X>mes thi Children of pod^ who is that £/- 
fential,^ Firet^ un-felf-wterefied Goodnefs^ that 

promifcooufly Ihowersdown his Bounty oa 
the Creation^ Without fceking any Utility 
to himfeif therefrom- Indeed a Man may 
do a Good turn to his Enemy, out of a 
crafty Delign to buy him off^ and make 
him a Friend ; and this may very well be 
out of Self4ove. But the Senfe of our Sa- 
viour's Precept feqms plainly to be this ; 
That we are firft really to iovt our Enemits^ 
and then to demonltrate that Love^ by doing 
thiraGood^ not to love them in Word orProfe^ 
fion, but in Deed and in Truth. This, though 
it may feem Impoffible to the Natural 
Man; yet it is Impoffible but it ihould be 
in tte Regenerate Man, when Regeneration 
has had its due Work, by reafon of that 
Divine Principle in him contrary to Self" 
lave. And this was eminently feen. in pur 
Saviour, who prayed for his Enemies who 
were crucifying him : Whom to fancy to 
pray for them out of Self-love^ were a Con- 
ceit, I know not whether to term Jt more 
Ridiculous or BUfphemoHs. And without all 
queftion, we are called to the fame Spi* 
rit tliat was in Chrift Jefm^ to lave our £- 
nemies i even fuch as would martyr us, maul 
us, and murther us : For Chrih even di- 
ed for them that did fo to him, leaving 
us an Example^ thar we (hould really and 
linccrely love our Enemies: Which, as 1 
faid, cannot arife out , of SelfUve •, but out 
of a free, un-felf-interefted Benignity of 
Spirit, the Image of God arid Chrift in 

usj 
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usi that Divine Nature we are called to 
partake of under the Difpenfation of the 
Gofpel. 

Add unto all this, the Examples of that 
Heroicd Ardor in Mofes and St. Panl^ in the 
Behalf of the People of XhQjews\ the One 
being willing to have his own Name blot- 
ted out of the Book of Life, rather thaa 
the Sins of the People (hould not be for-p 
given i the Other^ to be accurftd from 
Chrift, upon condition they might be con- 
verted to him : Which, I mufh confefs, I da 
not know how to refolve into that ftrait- 
laccd Principle of Self-love. 

I (hall conclude all with the mention of 
that Divine Grace of Charity^ which St. Paul 
makes fo HyperboUcally tranfcendent aWay^ 
fo Seraphical a Firtue^ that he prefers it be- 
fore tne Language of Angels^ before all 
Knowledge of Prophefies and Myfleries^ all the 
Power of Miracles^ even to the removing of 
Mountains •, and to be fo Sublime .1 Difpen- 
iation, that though one give all his Goods to the 
Poor^ and his Body to be burnt j yet he may 
fall Ihort of it. Can we think that this is 
a felffeeking Charity ^ or a Love that has for 
Its very Principle the Love of a Man's felf ? 
Is that fuch a Seraphical State, to love God 
or our Neighbour for our felves j that none 
of thofe great things there mentioned, are 
to be Compared to it, but^re to be h^ld 
as nothing in Comparifon of it? For that 
povey be it of what it will, that is found- 
ed on Self-love^ is but Natural Or Animal 

^ove, not Divine ; and yetfomeof thofp 

things 
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things above fpecify*d arc 5/iper»4f«r^/. How/ 
tben can this tranfcendent Grace of Charity 
be lodged fo low as in Self-love ? Or^ it 
befo; How can theApoftle undertake for 
it, that it being refolved into Setflove^ it 
will not feek its own \ that it will not ^€f tc- 
fix/iduijf do any th^ng fcurvily^ or nnworthily ; 
that it will nothQpifffed np^ and fweSedj and 
he^ed (Self-love oeingatthe bottom) even 
to^ Wild and Blafphemous £;jrA//y?/e/w^» and 
to the flinging off both the Perron of Chrifl: 
and his Gofpel, to magnify themfelves : And 
laftlyj that it will not eC^yi.ovH'v^ do any thing, 
imfeiemly or mhecomingly \ whenas there can- ' 
not be any thing roore rude and uncomely^^ 
than ifor me to fubbrdinate theXove of God^ 
and of the who^e Creation, to myfelf j as 
if I was fuch a Precious Faragon^ as that all 
Lovelinefs \ could own in God^ were refle- 
fted to me from his loving me •, nor could 
feem lovely tome, but in reference to my 
felf, or the Loveof my felf. Nothing me- 
thinks is; more monftroully unfeemly in 
ill l^anners, .than this Carriage of ours to- 
wards God ) though it's Probable, a meer 
Natnral Man niay never be aware of the 
Grofnefs^ or the Rufticity. 

Thefe, in brief, are the Reafons that oc- 
curred to my Mind, as I had Lcifure to 
think on this Matter, whereby I might hope , 
to convince you ; That Self-love is not the 
very PrincipleM all Love whatfoever, to God 
or Man : But that there may be a more D/- 
vine Principle iqgrafted in us, which I ca^n- 
act call by a better or more Compendious 

Name 
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Kame than an w-felf-merefied Low : Which 
I lo<* on as the Chiefeft Fruit ofthe Spirip 
cf God\ and which^ ftrengthens us againft 
that other Selfifli Principle abetted by the 

Sfirtt of this World. 

There is a Fear of Godj and there is a 
Aiercenary Love of God ; and thefe indeed 
«e refoivible into Self-love : And the Si?ri- 
fture often applies it ftlf to this PrincifU^ 
to hale^ out of the Hurry and Dirt of this 
World, by forcible Arguments uponthofe 
Paflions. But there is intimated a far tjwe 
tranfcendent Way^ as St« Paul calls it. And 
certainly Regeneration^ and the Sfirit pf God^ 

. and the? Participation of the Divine Nature^ 
the Life of God^ and Renewment into the /- 
mage of Chrijt^ are Intimations of *a more ' 
Nme Condition of Mind, than of Fear or 
JMercinarinefs. But I will npt be over-tedi- 
ous to you. 

I fhould not have given you thus much 
Trouble, but that I underftood by our 
Friend Mr. L. that you was delirous to 
hear from me about this Point: Which 

. therefore, in Obedience to your Delire, I^ 
have done •, and I hope you will interpret 
it no otherwife than it is intended, as a 
Teftimony how much lam.

And touching your Pirfi SeaUmj I fhall 
only obferve thisj That I guefled right in 
fome Paflageof my former Letter j where- 
in I intimated my Opinion of you,^ that I 
conceived your Nature and Diffofition to be 
far. Better than yourD<9f?nW, as you ex- 
preflcd it, or at leaft as I underftood it. 
But I muft confefs, I do notunderftand 
it f6 thoroughly yet, as to know fo diftinft- 
ly as I would, where about we are j or . ^ 
exadly to make up our fes compttti^ as I 
told you in a pleafant Mood here : Though 
you begin very Methodically in your Second • 
Sedion, in Defining what you meant by Self^ 
love 5 77?^^ it is the Principle of Self-preftrva'^ 
tion^ that Love and Kindnefs we havp for our 
ovm Being and Nature. The latter part of 
which Vefnition is abundantly enough of it 

felf; 
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felf i and the Notion is fo Obvious of it fclf^ 
that it wants^ no fuch Explication I con- 
ceive : But the DiftinEHon of the Notion 
lies here •, Whether by SelfHove you piean 
the loving of one's felf as felf\ which was 
the Main thing to be fettled. For a Man ia 
loving the whole Creation, of God, does 
confequently love him f elf \ but not as felf ^ 
but as Part of that Creation. Whence it is 
Manifeft, that loving one's^felf as felf ^ is 
not asNeceflary to us as Shining is to the 
Sun, or Burning is to the Fire.- But our 
L(f^je to OUT felvei may hold of a niore Noble 
Tenure. Nor is the CLueftiori, Whether 
Self-love be Vitious ; but whethef there be 
^no Love unbottomed oa Self-love? For a 
Wan, as a Re af on able Creature^ f which you 
take notice he is in this Seflion) cannot love 
himfelf as felf : for that is a Blind andln*- 
iignificant thing to Reafon\ and is rather an 
Obftinate Humour, or Brutifli Inftind: But 

he is to love himfelf J that is, to wijh well to 

himfelf^ upon fome other more Rational Ac- 
counts,^and Deducible from an Higher Prih- 
ciple. And yet notwithftanding, you feem 
to me^iySelflove^ tounderftand the loving 
one's felf^/f//; by what you declare 5fff. 

§• That every Beings good or bad^ loves it felf 
tus felf:, and that you cannot conceive it to be 
etherwife. 

Jn the Third SeBicn I would enquire^ what 
is m^ant by Self love'i being fo greataPr/>z- 
ciple of a\\ rirtue and Religion : Whether ail 
Occajional Begim^er of theill, or Furtherer of 

th^ra i as (to ufe a Familiar llluftration; 

the 
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the hove of Gingerbread majr be to a Child 
to learn his Book j tyho, when he grows 
older, may grow in Love with, his Book^ 
that is, with Learning, for :Leari\jng's fake, 
without the Love of Gingerbread egging him 
to it? Or whether it he a Confiitnti'Ve Prin- 
ciple^ of which riVfi^^ and Piety iri us doth 
cohfift; or upon which it ft and s as a,ne- 
ceflary Bafts^ as a Foundation h nfceflary 
to a Houfe ? In the former Senfe, I ac- 
knowledge Self-love na^y be a Principle that 
is an Occafiond Beginning or E^citerheni to 
the Study of Virme and Pieiy^ or Religion ,: 
But in die latter I deny it. It is a Default 
and Blemijky and Rottennefs in Keligion > 
and rirtite'^ rather than an Ejfential Princifle 
or 5^/w thereof. ^ • . ^ 

In the Fourth SeStion you fay •, ^at what- 
ctier ferfeUs our Minds ^ and transforms Hsjn- 
to a Divine Nature y is the Object of Self- 
love. Now I conceive. That what ferfeBi 
the Mind, and transforms it into a Diving 
I^ature-i is no more the ObjeEi of Self-love^ 
than Geometry^ jirithtnetick, and Metafhy* 
fick. (if I. may make ufe of fo homely at 
Comparifoa) is the Objeft of Gingerbread- 
love : But Self is the Objeit of Self love ^ ^nd 
Gingerbread of Gingerbread-love. And it 
is ^t Divine Nature th^l is the, proper Oi^- 
jeEl of Divine Love i which i$ Di4metrically 
OppOfite to Self love. For the Divine Nd- 
ture is a Free^ un-felf inter efied Benignity or 
Goodfjefs / The reft is Knoit>tedge and Powir y 
whichlJmi/ and W7ir*<ii Afen dixi more gceef 
dyof than5/i/f;r/o:rv^»|^^^^^ ^ 
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Again, In this S^dion yon ft^ v that 
Religion iocs not txtirfUti Self-love^ hut 
raijes and ennobfes Self-love, dnd iieps it fi-om 
finking into the Animal Life. But this is Im- 
pofTible, forasmuch a% Self-love, is tht^ttf 
Sink and Fttulency of the Animul Life. I, 
underft^nd here by Setf4ove^ loiing onie's 
fclf as felf'j and therefbirc jf^//f ?d» does at 
laft quite extirpate it.

Selftove cannot raife the Soul itowatds 
the Divine Nature j unlefs it be as the 
Devil, or Lucifer^ raifed hiihfelf in his 
Thoughts, When he faid, Similis ero Jtttift^ 
mo. Nothing afcends up into Heaven, but 
* what comes down from it. Divine Lovcj 
not SelfLovoy carries us to the Enjoyhient 
of the Divine Nature* Thar which is bom of 
the Tlefh^ is Ftejh : But that "which is bom of the 
Spirit^ is Spirit. 

^ In the Fifth SeSlion you grant readily; 

That there is other Love f which you (ihufe ra- 
ther to call here, other Inclinations to li&ve) 
in Human Nature^ befides Self- love ; but that 

it cannot ail without Self-love. But I de- 
mand i Why it may hot alfo be granted, that 
this other Love may ad without Sclf^lovoj 

as 
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as well as Sdf4oye without it ? As in the 
dafe of the Youth abovementioned, Mathe^ 
matick-lovc at laft could aft without Gin^ 
gerbread'lave, as weU as Gmgerbread^ovc 
Viithovit Mathematick'love: tiay^ Mathema^ 
tick-love might work ia Contradidion to 
Gingerbread-love^ that is, in Opposition to 
it, ^uite forbidding it ; Mathematical-love 
finding that Gingerbread-love heated the 
Brain fo much, that it grew Unfteady and 
Impatient in going through Mathematical 
Demonfirations. 
Again j Whereas in this Self ion you fay,* 

yoti cannot yet underfiandj how he that 
4oth n0t love bim(elf, is Capable of loving 
any other Being : Methinks it i^ marvellous 
Ealy to conceive, that he that loves not 
himfelf as felf^ might love other Beings /»- 
^nitely more wan hjmfelf, if they be infi^ 
pitely m^re Lovely than himfelf. Nay, he 
would neceffarily do it, if his Inclinations be 
ordered by Reafon. And therefore there 
being fuch high attraAing Excellencies of 
Objeds withpHt a Man's felf, there is no 
fuch need of Self-love to add any Superpon* 
dinm to their own proper Force •, but of ' 
thehlfelves they will mirabUes^ amores fni ex^ 
citarOf let them be found where they will : 
And the intermeddling of Self love would 
rather abate and diftrad, than add any Life 
or Energy to the other. 

And Uftly, I took notice alfo, that in 
this fame SeQion yen do aflerf, That if we 
take away Self-love, all other Love will either 
not aSt at aB^ qt at leaft we have no Reafon 

T z fa 
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to toncinde it wiU : Forasmuch oi there is no 
necefary Principle of Moral A ft ions hut 
Selt-Iove \ the reft being nnder the Covernment 
of our Will and Choice, nor can ever be 
fixM and certain, nnlefs they be united to 
fome more fteady and neceflary Princifle. This 
is indeed a very weighty Paflage: And 
'tis worthy our Confidering, prjf^ Hovo 
fteady a Trincifle this of ielf-love is ; and 
then, fecoridly^ Where the tru^ fteady Trin- 
ciple is indeed to be found. Now ay for 
Self' love ^ which is as it were the Center of 
the Animal Life j it is that old flippery, 
guileful Serpent, on which there can be 
no Truft nor Stay j but 'twill find a Million 
of Tergiverfations and wilely Re^fonings 
to excufe a Man from his Duty, dnd to 
cloud him in all his Ways •, nof will thii 
Principle ever rid hira from the moft intri- 
cate /^p(7cr*7& ^^^^ can be imagined. There 
will be Doublings tipon Doublings to 
fave its own Head| and to flip away from 
y the Commandments of God, by Infidelity, 
or falle Glofles, or fbme Trick or other, 
rather than it'will endure Self-denial and 
Suffering in whatever kind of any Con* 
Sequence. Wherefore there is apparent 
Need of a more fteady and firm Principle 
than this ; which I conceive is thisy Re^e- \ 
neration into the Divine Nature (in which 
efpecially is contained the Divine Love) 
come to its dire Pitch. When the Love of 
God and Chrift reigns in us, that will e- 
j&able us' for all things, and fteadily drive 
lis to that which is Good \ nay, fo necef- 

farily 
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Arily move us, as if it confirained w^ b% ^he 
Apoftle fpeaks. The Love. of Chrifi eon^ 
firaineth us^ 2 Cor. 5. 14. #vri;;^n iy£i. It 

holds us, drives us, and guides us, in 
fome fuch Senfe as fbme expound \rr%hkx^'^ 5 
and is the very Soul of our Sovl^ and an 
Aftivc Life in ns \ which does as certainly 
adu^te the Soul, as the Soul the Body. This 
is the State of Regeneration arrived to* its 
due Mealure \ which is not attained to 
without proportionable Mortification pre- 
ce4iflg it : Which, belide the abftaining from 
groflcr kind of Vices^ is the Endeavour of 
extirpating all Selfwittj Self-defire^ Self-ne-^ 
fieEfiortj. and Self-gloriation out 6f our Souls; 
to reduce Nature to a perfeft Silence, a 
ftill profound Midnight of reft, fronj all 
Self-excHrfions and Self-attraBiom ; that God 
may then fay. Fiat Luxj and perfeft the 
New Creation in us. This is a Parable of 
molt fure an4 ineftimable Truth. And 
when he is come hither, . he has then a 
^eady and ne^ejfary Principle ; indeed as ne- 
ceflary ^nd fteady as that of his Natural 
Life.^ But here the Lov6 of a Man's felf 
^ felfy is abolifhed •, and though he hates 
not himfelfy yet he hates all Selfifhnefs. 

In the Sixth SeElion you do Bfkvty Thai 
Self-love is the Principle of our Love to God 
and alt GoodtJefs ; beeauft the Love of Go4 
{s oHr Happinefs^ and ont ofStMAo^twefeek 
pux Haffinefs. in the Enjoyment of ^ God, as 
o^r Laft and Higheft End we aim at in Re-^ 
ference to our own Happinefs. Hjer^ I grant, 
Jhat out of Self-love we may feek bur Hap^ 
. : ' T 5 fine/s 
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finefs ift'the Love and Enjoyment of God^ ia 
a (joafufed and. uncertain Notion thereoC 
But yet I add, that if the Love do ever 
really enter into the Enjoyment of God^ as 
He is recommended unto us by theBofom- 
Friend of our Lord Jefits^ and ftiled Love 
Cwhich it were Abfurd and Prodigious to 
conceive to be Self-love i as if Little Self- 
love had the Ambition of enjoying the Ac* 
quaintance of that Great or Infinite Self love) 
all Self-love v^iW ipfo fallo be fhut out of 
Doors;- Forafmuch as God is not Self^ 
lov^ ; but an infinite^ eternal^ and free un- 
felfinterefted Love or Goodnefs. And there- 
fore when Self love feeks or asks the En^ 
joyment of fuch a Being, (he ash flie Inovi^s 
not what (as it was faid in the Cafe of Zr< 
bedee^s Children) and would fubordinate 
this her Higheft pretended End to the 
Accompliflimcnt, itJhe could, of her own 
Self-defire: Which the Soul touched with 
the Divine Love does not, nor does affeft 
to do. But knowing her Haffinefs does 
confift in the Enjoyment of God^ fte knows 
withal, that it is the Enjoyment of a free 
and Hn-felfintere/ed Goodnefs and Love: And 
that her Happinefs confifts in the being re* 
lie wed into the 7^4^^ thereof •, whence (he. 
is repleniflied with a free and un-felfinte^ 
refied ^ Love towards God and the whole 
Creation i and receives this, not as a Spoil 
and Booty, to arrogate iti:o her felf j but 
?s a Copy of her Duty, and an Internal in- 
difpenfable living Law of the Eternal God, 
whereby (he is ^ble to aft according to

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tlult Precept of the Apoftle, i Cor. \6. Let

therefore ftie ^efires thofe Fifits from God, 
not out of Self 'love ^ but out of a Love to 
the eternal J free^ im'-feif-intere&ed Goodnefs ; 
tiiat file being actuated thereby in Life and 
Tower^ that Principle of a free^ un-felf-inte-' 
refted Love^ may oe the more firmly efta- 
bUflied in her. Whence it is a plain Con-' 
tradiSim^ to fay fee fuhordinates the En* 
Joyment of God to her felf and her own 
Will and Defire, when fhe acknowledges 
no a^i&i#r En|oyment of God, but byaC^iw- 
munication of Love and Benignity perfedly 
un^elf-inttrefted. And indeed, whpfoever 
lovjes God as the Maker of the World, 
and great Benefador to every Creature; 
it is manifeft, that * not the Thoufandth 
Part of that Love is bottomed on Self-lovei 
Nor does it want fo Metaphyfical a Wit 
to dlftiognifh the Proportion j and even 
PUgay Capacities are capable of the Con« 
iideration. 

As for that which is at the Ctofe of this 
long SeStion ; I freely confefs, that it is no 
ITCattV jiffront to God, to love him for 
^eing Good to hSj than to be Grateful ; 
and that neither of them are fimply an 
Afront. But if we nekher have, nor ex- 
♦prefs any Love^ but only on the Score of 
his doing Good to w, when we have fuch 
an Infinite Number of Relations^ or Fe/low* 
Creatures^ to which he does Good •, This 
Service, I believe, will appear very lame 
and ungrateful ; it fo diftindly infinuating^

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that favjng ths>t we love our own late- 
reft, God would be wholly neglefted by 

^ocd to orhep. And therefore the Gratt- 
M'ej^ot fucb Men cannot but be ungiate-

All this is mere 
Flejh and Blood (lofty, but weak ', and yet 
would ftand on its own Foundation) but 
jhaU never enter into tlze Kingdom of God. 
Regenevatim is another Bottom, and quite 
Gppofite to the Carnal or -4;/ jiw/i/ Founda- 
tion of Self-love and Self-defire: Which, 
though it be the Work of God in the.^^ 
vimd Life^ pr Brutifti part of Man, and 
therefore is not to be quarrelled with in 
its Order or Region *, yet for a Man to 
fay, becaufc it is the Work of God iq the 
^/i»^/ Region, it muft needs be carried 
into the Region of Holy Angels ajid Souh 
af Men made f erf eSl^ is methinksas Homely 
a Conceit as if- one fhould imagin, becauie 
Marriage and Propagation are the Works 
of God ia this Lower Sphere of.

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bis tJniwral P&m9r is the Artificer of bis own 
Salvation t Or, That Regintr^im is an ck 
verly Dilute thin^t that fignifies cnly fome 
Change of Opinions, or a Belief of €oin§ 
greater Concerns after Death than we. 
were aware of before ; but that there is 
^no New Life or Subftanct imparted in Regs^ 
ntratiou -, and that all is to oe done by our 
NMMral Abilities wc liave already : When- 
as our Saviour Chrifi^ with the Ibrongcfl; 
Afleveration imaginable, tells NifituUmw:, 
That nnlefs a Man he born of Waiter and the 
Sfmty he cannoe enter into the KingeUm ^ 
Cod. And indeed, this is the very thing 
yon exprcfly profefs in this very Seftion j 
Tfejir the Difvine Sfirit^ v^en it renews and fan- 
Sifiej^ does not fnt any New ' Princlfle of Love 
into Mj &c. Certainly, uniefs the Vnreger 
nerate Man has the true Divine Love in 
Wm, he docs : But that Love which is re* 
folved into Self-love^ cannot be Divine. 
That is a Notable Faflage in the Firft of 
St. John J touching true BeliQwrs i Which ^n^e 
iornnot of Bloody nor of the Will^f the Flejk, 
nor of the Witt of Man^ but of God. What 
can be more Emphatical f And fo Chrift to 
NicodemHSj That which is born of the^lejhf 
4S FUjh ; affd that which is born (f the Sfirit^ 
is Spirit* The Wind biotoeth where it lifleth^ 
^md thoH hearelt the Sound' thereof • but thou 
inoweft not from whence it conks^ nor whither 
it goes* So deep a Myftery is real Regene^ 
ration. Biut if there be no New Principle 
jof Love ingenerated in Regeneration^ Ordi- 
nary People might ealTIy difccrn in what 

Corner 
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Corner the Wind ftands : All then is from 
Self-love^ and circles into Self-love again j 
which every Capacity might eafily con- 
ceive. Bat fuch are not thofe that are 
born of God : They are not horn of the WiU of 
Man^ hut of the WiU of God. And fo in St. 
Teter^ we are laid to be, born a^ain ; not of 
corruptible Seed^ but of incorruptme. And we 
are alfo fed by the Body and Blood of 
Ghrift. John '6' 55. My Flejh is Meat in- 
deed^ and my Blood is Drink indeed* And 
he that eateth not my Flefhy and drmketh not 
my Bloody hath no Life in him. What a 
real thing Regeneration is, we may con- 
clude from the Mourifhment. But we have 
no Time to infift on thefe things. Only I 
will add, that methinks it is a thing more 
Intelligible, that a New Principle of Love^ 
which we may call DmVf, is implanted iri 
us in owv Regeneration '^ thzw that the Spi- 
rit of God Ihould fo ordej it, that out of 
Love to our f elves ^ we fhould love God 
. above^ or more than our fetves \ which, me- 
thinks, comes nearer to a Repugnancy. 

As touching theTwo Paflages, you take 
more Special notice of in my Letter ; to 
the former of them, in the Eighth SeBion^ 
70U objed thefe three Things. 

Firflr, That G od loves himfelf as felf'^ be^ 
caufe every Beings good or bad^ does fo. But 
this is only faid, not proved. And a Man's 
own Senfe, in this Corrupt State, is no - 
good Evidence.^ And befides, if it were 
fo Natural and Neceflary to every Man 
to love himfelf ^felf^ How comes any 

on? 
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ene to be out of Conceit with himftlf? 
^ Moreover, where fdf is fuch a dark, bliad, 
and jejune Objeft, and fo CpBM»on to all 
clings, that it is bard to conceive it in 
its due Notion, without Ibme Recourfeto 
Kitd CharaBers to take hold of it, where- 
by to efteem it one way or other. Other-, 
wife, every Thing or Being has ^s much 
Reafon to love and value it felf at the 
hi^heft rate as any other: For every 
thing is as much felf as another. Where- 
fore certainly God, the moft Excellent of 
feings, did never ftoop to fo low and pro- 
mifcuou^ a Tenor, as to love himielt a^ 
felfy right or wrong, vile orpretious-, but 
as he is fo Excellent a Nature as to be that 
fternaly infinite and unfclf-interefled Good" 
nefsi 

The feconi thing you objeft isj ^^)at 
though Gody in the making of the Worlds and 
in 4^ other AUs of his Beneficence^ is un-fe^f- 
interefiedy and fo afls out of vn-fdfinterefted 
fjove to the Creature \ yet that is no Exarnfle 
for m^ nor Engagement upon m to affeU an/ 
imfelf'intercfied Love j becaufe God wanted 
vothingy and therefore could have no Occafiorj, 
to aH out of Self-love, or for any E:^temal Ad- 
vantage to Himfelf. But I anfwer, Th^t 
though our Nature be fuch, that we want 
things, yet there is no Neceflity, or Liber- 
ty, thence given us of endeavouring to get 
them merely for ourfelves, qvatemt^ {kU^%/y 
but begaufe it is Congruous that any Crea- 
ture in fuch Circumftances (hould havp 
(y|:h things, fgr t^e fupp^ying jts ow«pre- 

' ' ' fen| 
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Tent Wants: For to feek them itieirely 
for oner's felf as felf^ that is a Principle , 
nioffe Abj^ft and Brutifli. And when we 
are well ftored with good Things, then 
we may communicate them, without any 
Refpeft to our feltcs (Nay, we are ob- 
liged to do fo, upon that Precept of our 
Saviour Chrifi \ Be ye TerfeEl^ as your Fd- 
ther which J$ in Heaven if ferfeB) but out 
of there Love to the Crcatioa of God j 
imitating therein the Divine Goodnefs^ and 
Mindful of that Other Saying of our Lord, 
Beatipu eB dare quam accipere ^ becaufe it 
makps us more //*^ unto God, and argues 
us ^ more like Him : That is the Meaning 
I think of Beatius in that Place* 

Your third and lafl is a very Pleafant 
and unexpected Objeftioii, and looks as if 
you had a fpecial Kindncfs for the Phrale 
Self'lope mote than for the thing. And 
in brief, if I miftake flot,*Jit is thisj That 
piffofing God an un^felf-interefted Good- 
nefs, or Benignity, and that he aCls according 
to ihis Nature of his .; and f^ffofing Good 
Menf^ aBoHt of /iwun-felf-intereftedLove; 
yet both <jod and they, forasmuch as they 
d$light in fo a6Hngj it is manifeB that their 
aBing is refolved into. Self-love, or Love of 
ihem f elves 1 becaufe they delight themfelves in 
fo a^ing- That the reafl Senjktion of nn-fetf* 
intere/ted Love ("for as for the Notion thereof, 
it fignifies no more than the Pidure pf a 
Rofe, of of a Flame, as to Scent or Warmth> 
is the moft pleafing; and delightful Senfa- 
t!on that the Soul of Man can have Expe-» 

ricflce^ 
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rknce of, is mo^ certaioly true ; and the 
Very Flower and Qamtcflencc of the De- 

- light felt in this L$V€^ is the Freencfs and 
Vn'fHf-interefi$dmfstber€0f: But that there- 
fore the delightful Vn-^filf-intereftednefs of 
this lAvt fhould be refolved into felf-inter^ 
efted Love^ or Stlf-l9ve^ or Love of one's 
felf as felfy feems to loe a perfeft Repug- 
nancy : And therefore it will IHll remain 
true, that there is a Love not bottomed 
upon, nor refolvible into Self-lcve. And 
beiides, this Loye, though thus tranfport- 
ingly fwcct, is not felt limply as a De- 
light, but as an eternal and indifpenfable 
Law of Divine or Moral Congruity to the 
Soul i and that there is an inviolable O- 
bligation upon her to be fo affeded, as 
being then fo as jhe flfould be *, which, 
methinks, is not according to the Motion 
of Self-delight^ or Self-fleafir^. And laft- 
ly, it is apparent:, that it is not Self-flear 
fure (he is taken with f which Selpmcfs 
will eafily quit for fear of greater Pain) 
but with" the Divim Congruity of this 
Law of m-filf-interefted Love ; becaule ftic 
will endure all Hardfliips whatfocvcr, evea 
the Pangs of Death it felf, rather th^n 
^uit it : Whenas it is hard for the Mercenary 
Love to reach fo far ; The Hireling fees the 
IVolfj and files \ hut the good She f herd lays 

^down his Life for his Sheef. It was this 
nn-felfinterefted Love of Mankind, iimpk 
and free, that carried our Saviour thro^ 
all his Bitter Sufferings •, He foreleeing 
what an Infirament God would make of 

him,^ 
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him, kni what Aivmtagts he fiknild pur- 
chafe, for the Good of his Churth^ by his 
Death and Sufferings. 

From the other Paflage of my Letter, 
where I fay, There is a Fear ef God, and 
there is a Mercenary Love of God ; and 
thefe indeed are refolviMe into Self-love ; 
ift SeHion the Ninths yoa make this Collc- 
aibil: If Jo-, fay ^^0% Self-love may be the 
Principle of owr Love to God : Which was all 
I ajferted. But I anfwer. It is the Princifle 
only of out Mercenary Lovt to God : But att 
Lovie to God is not Mercenary j and the 
other h infinitely more than that, which is,* . 
or at leaft ought 'to be : And of that which 
is not Mercenary Love, Self-love is no 
Principle in any other Senfc than I have , 
intimated upon the Third SeBion. I grant 
there is a mercenary Love of God, which is 
sHkin to Gratitade, and therefore good and 
acceptable in its Seafon: But this is not 
the Higheft Perfeftion^ we are called to j 
nor arc we to ftick there, but to get into 
that more Excellent Way. And if this be aU 
that is aflerted. That of fome kind of Love 
to God Self love is the Principle, noCon- 
fiderate Man will ever gain-fay it. But the 
Error is, when it is aflerted. That there is no 
Love of God but what is refolvible intoStlf'- 
love i which is a kind of Theological Hob^ 
bianifm. 

At the Clofe of yottr Ninth SeStion, and . 
in your Tenth, you feem to affirm ; Thop 
Taithy that is to fay, the Belief of aRo'- 
ward to come in the Other World, m^kes hs the 

Sons 
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Serfs of God. This is a Law-fubtilty I was 
niver ye|: acquainted withal : I never yet 
undcrftood, tnat the Hope of an Inheritance 
IbouM make a Man a Son , though he was 
never Born of the Party he expeds it frptn. 

To be the Son of Godj is to be horn of God^ 
both in Common Senfe, and according to 
Phrafe of Scrifture i as in that of St. Joim^ 
Ch^p. I. Tir Sons of God are there faid 
to be born J not of the WiB of the Ftejh^ nor of 
Many bnt of God- Regeneration makes us 
• Sons ; not the Belief of an Inbetitance : 
And therefore to aft only out of the Hofe 
of an Inherit anee^ not out of the Divine Ni^^ 
ture we partake of by the New-birth^ is 
50t to aft OHt of a Filial Spirit, but a mer-^ 
cenary and fervile. 

This is the main of thofe Notes that \ 
had writ for you, ^gainft your coming to 
Cambridge \ which I leave, to your Serious 
and CandidGonfideration,defiring thatGOD 
may give us a right Vnderftanding in oB 
things : To whofe Guidance and Protellion I 
commit you j and reft, &ei 
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BVT I Jhatt leave Des-Cartcs/^ theJmportane 
frefent', and Frofennd feme thing new ra Queries pre^ 
Tom. Sirj I do really think my felf infinitely ^rf/o the 
obliged to you in many Reffe£t$ : But ff you Dodor, by 
Fleafe to deliver your Opinion fi^eely and^he^ghtHc^ 
fuUy in Anfwer to thofe ^nqmk^I flif^Unow^'^^^^^^ 
make J Tom wiU more particularly Engage iw^^* ^ - 
than ever. Vfm the Readit^ of yowr Poem^^^ ' 
. •/ the Prae'exiftence of tEc Soul, and fi- extraBedc... 
riom thinking of if^ Idefir^d to be fatitfied in £ ^^ ^f her

Matter^ I conceive, I have little lefs thari 
Demonftr4ted in my Antidote^ Lib* i. Ca^; 
8. whither I refer you.. 

To the Second^ I fty. That God did 
create the Matter for the &<?orf of 5e?/^// : 
Which will feem lefs ftrange, if we con- 
fider, that the very Nature of a houl^ h x6 
have an jiftitHdi^of vital Vnion with the 
Mattery and for my own Part, I fufpeflji 
it fcarce ever is wholly difmited from it : 
But hath either a Body of Lights or of Air^ 
or fbme vaforom^ or fuch like Confift* . 
4ncy: All which are as tru^ly Matter aS 
the Earthy chough finer and purei-. Set 
that the paf^ Di^cnlii is reiWved intd 
ihk : Why Ood would at aU create Afat^ 
tery It d H:4mah ^oids^ ^hich iiaVe of tbeit 
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pvm Nature fuch a vital Congruity and $yn> 
fatby with this Corporeal Suhftance. 

But I anfwer. That* the corporeal Crea* 
tion doth not at all lejfen the Number,' or 
firaiten the Region of />/#rf lateUedual Spi- 
rits, that have no Sympathy at all with 
Matter : But when you have phanfied that 
Creation as ample as you can, though yoo 
(hould extend it as far as the Prefence of 
Cod himfelf, yet this doth not exclude 
the material Creation^ no more than the- 
Matter doth God. Wherefore that God 
might bring into aft the Refidue of what 
the Divine Fecundity would afford j he 
created Matter^ and feveral Degrees of Souls^ 
(ii I may make ufe of the Word in fo large 
a Senfe) that is, of fuch Spirits as had all 
of them an Aptitude of being vitally con- 
joy ned with the Matter. The loweft De- 
gree of which, (according to fome^is that 
of Plants 5 the next, is that of Beafis ; in 
neither of thefe is there Liberty of Will. 
But from thefe up to thehigheft there is. 
And thofe at the top^ I conceive, do very 
highly and vigoroufly Inaduate the Mat- 
ter which falls to their Share for their 
Kehieles \ and confequently are not fb 
Paffive : Potm there fo abundantly matter- 
ing the Matter. 

Thefe, as many as Jtand^^rt mighty and 
powerful Jngels ; if they fall, are as po- 
werful and formidable Devils. None of 
thefe:^ I conceive, come into human Bodies . 
nor haply of thofe that are fome Degrees 
nn^ei them : But at lalt Order defccnds 

to 
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to jRich a Pkch of SohIs as are fit to dwell 
in human Bodies, or to dwell out of them : 
And all of them, in a very long Period of * 
Years,^ were to Defcend by turns down 
to tneir Perigee^ a^ I may fo fpeak, and 
to Ad a part for fome Years upon this 
ttrrefirial Globe^ clad in hnman Flejh : WhicH 
had been F^rf, no Sin in them \ and in all 
likelihood their return fafe. Andf the 
great Heroes that have appeared in the^ 
World, famous for the higheft degrees 
of Beauty^ Viriue^ and Knowledge^ fome 
not without realbn conceit to be fnch 
hnd of Souls, that the , fatal Period^ not 
voluntary Laffe^ hath brought into the Bo^ 
dy^ to the great Good of the reft of Man- 
kind. But the general Wickednefs of the 
World is too ftrorig an Argument that 
even 4// almoll are of the hffed Condi- , 
tion. 

Having fremis*d thus much, I briefly 
Anfwer to the Second Part of your Que-' 
ftion, and more nearly to that Senft in 
which, I conceive, you propound itj 
that the Matter was made fpr the Enjoys 
ment of hnman Souls themfelves, though 
that was not the only End of the Creation 
of the Matter. For the SohI of Man ha* 
ving j4ffefHons as well as Reafon^ and there 
being no fmall part of Pleafure in the Ex- 
crcife of them alfo, and they b^ingmorc 
full and high in all likelihood/;? the Body, 
then out of the Body, (iov tht Body hath a 
more permanent Pajfivity than thinner Bo^ 
dies have : ) it feems reafoaable, that th^ 

U 3 Ex- 
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Excrcift of Pajftons is more fatfahh and 
fenf^le in the Body than out of it. A- 
IDongft which, I account jidmiration noa^ 
of the meaneft, nor the Icaft pleafing; 
f fpccially when it aftetwards clears np inr 
to a more diftinft Knowledge. And I re- 
tpicmber Trifme^ifi Ibmcwhcfe faith-; " God 
M placed Man m this World to jtmnpf him, 
?^ and make him wonder at the Objefts of 
,f* it. Read the 257 page of my Poems. 

Befides, I conceive thofe Souls that are 
good heroy are more fettledly and refol- 
yedly good hereafter from their being here^j 
and with more Eafe ; as he that can dance 
with Shackles will dance with more EafieJ 
without them : And he that Can rnn in his 
:^oots^ will more nimbly and more eafily 
r^^inhis Stociins. Moreover they having 
bad fo palpable Experience of the human 
(Condition, with more fweet and compap' 
donate AfeSion^ they are ready to help 
and affift thofe Souls that are yet toiling 
in human Bodies, if they be good and 
fimple hearted. And the being a compaA 
iionate Difpenfcr of the Goodnefs of God^ 
to Subjcfts capable, I think the moft high 
and beatificl AElion that the Soul can ever 
^o ad Extra^ as they call it : Nor can a 
good Soul pleafe \t felf more in any tbi|lg 
ihan in that. 

Wherefore it is for the Enjoyment of 
thefe SohIs^ that they have Occafion to 
a^ according to fo divine and benign a 
ItrincipU. And the fame is to be conceived 
pf thoic high ^otsls that nev?r Defcend in-? 

to 
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to Rfdiesy that it is thcvr great Pleafure j^ 
do good . to our Benefa^ars j or inii)ie(^ 
ately toA^^ ifOccafion require. For the 
liigh Pleafure of all holy and divine Soute 
1$ to be Minifters of the Goadnefs of Godi 
Which they could not be, if there were 
not SubfiBs fitted for thtix ,Benefictncf\ 
that is. Creatures ga9d as thejr are, but in 
l^xigtncitszuA^^ Straits^ as limple and well 
meaning Souls are here in the Body. 

But, beHdes the Convenience ufward of 
Souls coming into human Flefli^ there is 
al^. Advantage downwardsy if you look 
,5ponthe r^fl: of this tefrtftrial Creatioa>: 
]por what an headlefs thing had it been, if 
there had not been Ibch a Creature as 
Man* Which Con fideration, I having pro- 
iecntedl in feveral Places in my jdnttkote^ 
X hold it needlcfs. to fay any thing furr 
jthgrof it here. Wherefore I will con- 
clude, that it is no Sin to be found in the 
Jfi?^ of Earthy much lefs of Air or Uglst : 
But to be addilied fo to the Matter or Bo- 
dsy as to foreet God^ and feek a Mari^t 
felfy that is tne only Sin : For in none of 
jtwfe Conditions are we neceffitated to 
Siny though we be to fa^er \ and, if we 
be goiod, it will be for our future Advah- 
tage. 

Kow for the loft Part of your Qnarty 
" Whether the iS(^«/ may/<«tfby tl^t which 
^* was made for its Enjoyment. It is evi^ 
dent it m^y i and I fee no Inconvenience 
at all in it. For in this Cafacity of being 
ynhid wi^h the Matter^ confifts the Libera 
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ty and f^ertihility of the Spul, having the 
prekture and God to clolfc withal, being 
call'd nfwards by divinYRedfon^ and be^ng 
invited downwards by;thc fUafing Imfrejfes 
of the Mattery and/Titillations of Phancy^ 
and Conceit <rf being fome fine thing of 
it felfj and doing fome fine things apart 
from the Power 'of God. But that tnelc 
Things, that, At we ufe them aright, 
would be our Enjoyment^ by ufing them 
' amifs, may prove our Sw, there are fo ma- 
ny Examples before our Eyes, that I hold 
it fit to name none.

To the Utter Part, I anfwer. That the 
Soul doth not FaU into the Body^ ^nlels it 
voluntarily addift it ftlf toMhch grofs 
and bodily Pleafurc^, and Imaginations, 
that it finks inter Flefh before th^ fatal Pe- 
riod, of which the PUtonifii fpeak, would 
bring It thither : For then it would come 
by the proper Appointment of God. But 
It IS Precipitated into the Flejh by its own 
lovijig and liking of the i//> of the Body:, 
and foolifh Preftges of the Pleafures of it. 
But that there fliould ever be-fince the

into an innocent IndifTerency, or rather, 
advantageous Capacity ; and be offcrM the 
choide of Good dr Evil once more. For^ I 
conceive in the prefent Caje, no more 
by the Innocency of Adane than this. 
But it is no Argument, becaufe there is 
np mention made of any former FaB of 
Adam^ that therefore he never ftJl before. 
And,Thirdly,l fay, thus may he very weU 
be accounted to be, accotding to Scripture, 
the f^ifi that feU in the Condition of a Man : 
And the Scripture looks no further than fo. 
And Fourthly, all Men may as wefl 
be faid thus to fall in him, as they 
now ^re, ' fuppofing God created Souls : 
For they. are but depriv'Ji of the Ad^ 
vant^e of their Father Admn\ Conditit 
on, becaufe he had corrupted his Seed by 
Sin. But yet there is no I^ecej^ty nei* 
ther of faying Ad^f^ fell before he came 
into the Body •, becaufe, I fay, the ap- 
pearing of Man in the Flefli was not a 
thing that God was driven 1^, or caft up- 
c^, Ity feme Mifcarrlage, but intended 

howt 
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however, as I have above intimated t Bat 
fbme are (b incorrigibly wicledy even from, 
their Infancy^ and are in fo very fmall Ca- 
pacity of being good and virtuow ^ that it* 
is a fhrewd Indigitation, that it is a more 
inveterate Difeaje than but of Tefterday i 
and a thing unlikely that God would cre- 
ate a Soul, and caft it upon fuch invincible 
pifficHlties of ever proving any thing at 
ill! holy or righteous. Wherefore it is a 
Sign that it had hardned it fblf before. 

Fifthly and laftly , How the Souls of Beafisi 
apd Plants j^fuppofing thefe latter ta have 
any) came into Bodies^ (we may add alfo 
thole of Men) is a thing, for the manners 
of it, if that be the Meaning of your Qne- 
fiion^ very hard to be explained. Yet I mall 
attempt it as well as I can \ and, I conceive^ 
there is the like Reafon of them all. For, 
i do not think that the Soul of M$a 
comes into the Body by a^y arbitmriom 
Motion, no more than its Vnion is there 
arbitrariousy but natural : But the Soul may ' 
arbitrarioHJly difpoft it felf to this natural 
IPropenfion : As Man may voluntarily take 
fome Medicine^ that will afterwards natu^i^ 
roBy make him fall affeep. So the Soul 
may order it felf in jkch Ways^ when it 
was in her Power to have ordered her 
felf other Ways^ that Ihe will be naturaUy 
liable to be attrafted into a Body ^ or pre- 
pared Adatter • out of which, (with the 
^Affiftance of the Sprit of" Nature^ (he 
|Oj|kes her felf a* ftqdy naturally •, as the

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S^hIs of Plants (^according again to fomc) 

Ihapc a Xn^* 

But to conceive how this Defcent into 
^the Body is made, is of the fame Difficol- 
'tjr, and no greater, than to conceive het 
Vnion with the Body \ when {he is there. 
For there can be no Notion or Tenet ei- 
ther truer or fitter than this i that there 
is a vital Congruity betwixt the Soul and the 
Body : Which Congruity being in the i)re^ 
par'd Matter^ and it infefting or qualify, 
mg the jiir and Sfirit of the Worlds at a 
certain Diftance round about, by tYitfamt 
Powet that it holds a Soul faft when it 
hath caught it, doth it draw a Soul to it, 
being touch'd by thofe vital Rays fpued 
out every way from it ; and fo a% it Mercnry 
laid his Rod upon her, (he clofeth her 
Eyes^ falls ajleef^ or into a Swoon ^ and is 
carried, being fenfelefs it felf, whither 
that natural Motion conveys her j and is 
fwallowed up into Generation, or vital 
Matter, which it forms and fhapes into 
Organs of Senfe*, and nt^tv wakes into 
any cognofcitive Aft, till (he be ftruck 
by fome outward Objects that affeft her 
Senfes. And it is thefe vital Rays of par- 
ticular Congruity that fetch in Souls of 
Bealts and Plants (il any fuch there be^ 
into rightly prepared Matter \ whither 
when they have arriv'd, they ftraitway 
fet up<^n the Efformation of tnat piece of 
corporeal Subftance they are' <augbt in, 
naturMy^ not knowingly •^ for as toVrois^Ad 
of efforming the Matter^ the Souls of Tlfin^ 

' Piofis and Flint s^ aft after the fame manujg'r.

I will begin with the la/t firft. And 
methinks the Manner 6t Chri/t^s undertaking 
for Man ihould naturally reftrain it to 
Mankind alone i thofe trapck Sufferings of 
bis, as of being whift^ Sweating Drofs #/ 
Bloody and JDying upon the Crofs^ being on« 
ly competible to human Nature^ not to 
that of Angels. Therefore thefe being ac- 
commodated to the Condition of Man only, 
it naturally feems to Extend no further 
than to them« 

And to Anfwer to the Second, it doth 
not follow, that becaufe God is fo exceed- " 
ing merciful to Man^ that he (hould be fo 
to the FaU^n Angels ; they having in All 
likelihood greater Adyani^ge of ^andihg.^ 
and therefore their Fall was more inex- 
cufable, and deferv'd left Pity. I know 
indeed there are fome, that think there is 
no Reafon, or Warrant to conclude, that 
they are in an utter Incapacity of return- 
ing to their former Condition : Nay, they' 
pretend to fay, that they know not but 
that though thofe traglck Sufferings here 
upon Earth in human Flejh^ may be for 
Man only, yet he might perform fome 
outward and external Ceremonies when 
he Defcended into the Region of the 
Damned, which the fallen Angels themfelves 

being 
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being invited by, and laying hold tipotj^ 
might be the Occafion of ibme of their 
CQnrerfions. And they fanqr it reafbn- 
able, that the SohI of Chrifi being to be 
made Hedd over all tbe^ Angels^ as well as 
over Mcn^ fhould do fbmeuiing in behalf 
of the jingdicd Ordirs themfelves, like ^ 
beniRn Frince ; and even npbn the behalf 
of thofe that molt of all wanted it, viz^ 
the F^ffn Angels ; as many as would lay 
bold of the gracious Advantage bfiired 
them : And they would ibggeft , that they 
know not any either Scripture or Reafod 
againft this Opinion. 

But I would have your Ladyliitp esr 
treme CoHtiom how you meddle with fuch 
Matters^ or fuffcr your felf to be over* 
ealily fwayed by thein : But to leave fa- 
ther fuch detfir Things to Cod himfelf ; 
or to the free Counfels of his owh Wifdom 
and Providence ; being herein Guided by 
the Rule of the IVard^ and the AntberHy of 
Hit Church. 

That Chrift in general is Eleded to be 
the Head over the Angels as well as Mest^ 
is indeed j^ain in Holy Scripture. And 
it is but very fuitable to the whole De- 
fign of Chriftianity, which is to bring in 
HHmility and TafvUi Geodnefsy and fafl O* 
bedience to Cod^ and RefigHdiim to him, 

triumphing over all nmmal Erse^^eminencc 
Of Wtfdem and Fmer whatsoever. 

And fof our Saviour 0mpy wh(^ Scut 
was but of the Rank of kmnM SmIs^ but a 
6ft Friend to ^4, and a eompaffimiate} 
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and an affeAionate horpt of his Brithnn^^ 

and of all the Crf4rw» of God, ("partly be- 

caufe his Ordet made him more fit for 

this Service to his Brethren Mankind, .and 

partly becaufe God would fet an eminent 

Example^ to the whole rational or intel^ 

ledual Creation, of that high Efietm he 

hath of companionate L^ve^ Humility ^ and, 

firm Obediehce to himfelf:) Our Saviout

The Po- 
wer of the Spirit of Cod^ ufon the Soul of 
jMm^ whereby he is Encouraged and £4:- 
tited to confiiB with^ and to^ Overcome all 
his ffiritual Enemies ; that is, all Vices 
both of Flejh and Sfirit : And this is the firft 
Principle ^ I Ihall recommend to you, as the 
molt necejfary that your Heart or Mind 
can entertain ; and the moft ufefnl and 
effeRud for the Recovery of what is loll in 
OS. For by this Faith is he that is the 
Seed of the Promife born in us j which 
is Chrifi according to the Spirit^ the glo- 
rious Image of God i or the New Man 
whtch after God is created in Righteonfnefsy and 
true Holinefs^ Ephef. 4. 27. 

That you may underftand tYAsTrnth the 
more fully, I have fent you a Difcowfe of 
mine, that happily comes to my Memory, 
and will fave me a great deal of Pains in 
writing the fame thing anew.

Nay, Some of them were 
more inclined to think John the Bdftifi 
might be the Meffias rather than He^ as ap* 
pears from fV. 19,20,21. 

That this is the Geonin Senfe of this 
%tb Ferfe^ is manifeft from the 6thj 7rfe, 
^nd Stb Ferfes\ where it is plain, that J^ 
the Boftifi is not Compared with the E- 
tcrnal Logos^ but with the Vifible Perfon 

of 0?rij?. He was not that Light -^ but he uoas 
to bear IVitnefs of that Light : As he does 

fV. 20. and apertly tcus the McfTcngcrs, 
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ifl^nr he ibM nu thi MeJJtai^ hnt that JeM 
IPOS hij Ver. 27. Wherefore it is ^ p^aia 
Csifc^ thsit the SphI ottht Me ftas come ia 
the Flelh is the Light mentioned i n the fifth 
i^erfe t And thfre is no Queftion m. the 
jyWorldj but that it i^ lAxtpime lApjt that is 
mentioned in the 9th Ferfe*^ becaule thei/Vk 
mentioned in the Fifth and Ninth Verjesj 
is the fame that is menticmed in the Eighth ; 
which Lights being Cdmpared with JoiM 
theBmiSr^mw^: be Jefiu tht Me jfias. 

This came into ndy Mind with that 
Clearnefs, and Convidion^ that I could not ^ 

refiftit; tboi^h I was otfeerwifc ^eju- 
diced againfl: it, by our JEn^^^ Tranflation, 
and many Other Troinflations; and by my 
own Ule of this Place (either; in private 
.Letters^ or my publick Writings) in a 
Scnfe that concerned the Logos^ not that 
Complex of the Logos and tVe SohI of the 
Mefios together. And therefore looking 
upon, the tireek Tefi4tnenty A eafily found 
the genuin and moft pi'oper add chief 
Senfe, and.foch as is Coherent with the 
Context both foregoing and following, to 
be this John's Compet!t(^; namely, Jefus 
the Meffias^ npon whom the EvangeUfi had 
ifo fpedally nx'd bis Mind : ffe was the 
true Lights who being come into the World 
enlighteni every M^n ; as well Gentile ns 
7^9 according as 5ii»e«xf declares, moved 
py the HolyOhoft^ that the Child Jejhsfras 
to. he a Light to light eri the GentUesy as weQ 
as the Glory of the Peofte of Ifrael. JThc 
Gjr^mmsticMl Gonlideration of .this ^xt 
win bear this Senfc with all imaginable

right jifoflolick Faith is not encumbred

But the Main thing of all that I would 
dvive at, is this ; That the SohI of the 
Mtffias united with the Logos^ become in* 
eamatty or appearing in the Flefli, is that 
fi^ereminent and true Light mentioned msth 
rerfe of the Firit of St. Jyfcw's Gofpel j and 
is that Vniverfal Light 'intended for all tht 
World, 5>n> and Gent/le^ to be gathered 
to: Who can nio otherwifebe a Light ia 
this Senfc, but by Virtue of the Records 
and Hiftory of his Life and Doihine^ and

he.promifed to be with, and to guide into all 
Truth, by his interce(fion with God the Father^ 
and the Miffion of the tioly Ghofi. That this 
Chriit above, delcribed, is fb fitfereminent 
and ttniverfal a Lighty and facb as all tbt 
World, as they have. Opportunity, ought 
to look after, is Manifeft even to the mere 
Natural Man, upQn the Evidence of the 
Hiftory • That this Man Jefiis was born 6f a 
t^irgirtj did fi^upendiom Miracles in his LifCj 
roje from the Dead after he was Crucified^ af^ 
tended into Heaven vifibly in the Sight of his 
Difcifies j i^d by his Interceftion with Goa the 
Father, foured Hpon his Dijciftesy according 
to his Promifoj in a Mir aculom manner^ tSs 
Gift of the Holy Ghoft. . Wherefore evea 
the mere Natural and Vnregenetate Man is 
Convincible from hence, tnat Jeftu is a 
worthy and fafe Guide to follow ; as being ? 
fo Eminent a Meflenger fent from God : 
Of which there is this notable Vfefulnefs ; 
That thofe Holy and Heavenly Precepts 
of our Saviour, which are even Contrary

, fure all our Chrifiian Aftionsby, is; Thou 
Putlt Iro'e the Lord thy God Vfith all thy Hearty 
and all thy SohI ^ and thy Neighbour as thy f^lf.

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hour i%y not to give him Ofience; but to 
comply with him in Things of an Indifferent 
Nature \ as all Things arc that are not of 
thfeir ownNature evil (and fuch are all thoie 
Things that are what they are^ or fignifie 
what they fignify^byUfe andCuftom,and not 
by Nature) unlefs fome DiVwif Law, or the 
Law of our Superioursy has bound us. But oo . 
Law,, neither Divine noxHuman^ h.!i bound 
us, but that we may fay you^ when the.^«^* 
kers fay thpi$^ to a finglePerfo^. Nay, Cm* 
/?tf»», which is another Nature and another 
Latp^^ and from whence Words derive their 
Signification^ has not only made you t9iig^ 
nify as. well fn^ularly as fluraUy (as the 
Verb Love doth, inllox/e^ and we lovt \ whe^- 
as the Latins (ay. Ego amo^ nos amamtU) but 
fias fuperadded a Signification of a iTid^/rr^f^ 
Refpeft ufed in'the (ingular Senfe j as it has 
added to Thou^ of the iS?*^^^/? Refpeft and 
Reverence (for no Man will Tou God, but ^ 
ufethe Pronoun Ihon to him) orelfeofthe 
greateft Familiarity or Contempt. So that 
the proper life of fou and Thou is fettled by 
4 long and univerlal Cufiom. And Words 
fignifyiog nothing of themfelves, but as 
Cnjlom makes them ^whence fcrifjimus and 
canimus^ or the like, ufually fignifie no more 
in Latin Writers, than fcriffi ^nd fsno ; and 
the very Greek Grammar explains it ^V^J s*»- 
X(f(ir$tvy i. e. Socrates') there is not only no 
Intrinfick Evil in the ufing them Ia that 
Senfe Cafiomhas put upon them-, but a great 
deal of Chrtftiafi Kindnefs and Charity in, 
taking heed how we give upaeccflary Of- 
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fence to ow Neighbour, by ufifig ftiA a 
Word ^% XJfe has made Cgnificatif e of OTer- 
irwch Fimiliarity or Contempt i which wonld 
be like the calling of a Perfon of Honefty 
and Qtality Knavt^ becaufe KnweBt firft 
had Ao reproachful Signification. This fliort 
Hint is enongh for a BufineTs of this Na- 

♦tnre. 

And ffow for C^-Hdnom and TittdarRe^ 
fftBs. The not Complying inthefe things 
moderately and unaffeftedly, methinks is 
kfs Chrifiim. If th€ JfoflUs could comply 
withtheyrwiitt fojnt Mofaical Rites, that 
the Coming of Chrifi had abrogated, that 
Aey might gire no Ofenee to the Jcws'^ how 
much mdre ought Chriftims^ for the avoid- 
iag of Offence^ comply with one aftother in 
fuch Ojf (?w/ as noX/iir, neither Human nor 
Diviney has yet abrogated ? Ana fech is Cif^ 
tionoHT and TitHlar Refpefis. 
.For the F/r/ is hv^t a Thetical CorCufto- 
mary] Expreflion (and therefore qf a Ka- 
tnrc indifferent) of that Refpeft we bear to 
Creaittres of our own Mould and Shape 
(whofe filood^ as it is not to be (hed y fo 
their Perfons are not to be. flighted,but to be 
refpefted : Fw in the. Image of God made be 
Man^ Gen. 9. (J.) and as. the Turh bow to 
one another, fo we put off" our Hats *, but 
they, both fignifie the fame thing, a kind 
Inclination and Readiuefs to ftrve one a- 
nother. ' 

And as for Titles ; they are ufually fignifi- 
jcativc of either Off.ces^ or Orders^ and DrV- 
nittes in a Kingdom : And if there be thcTe 

Di- 
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DifiikHians of Orders aod Dignities in a Bo*- 
dy Politick^ Why may there not he JSTdmes 
00 them ? And if they bare Names^ Why 
may they not be called by them ? And it is 
as Natural in i Body foUHch^ that there 
fliouid be difereut Ranks and Orders of >)/i?/f, 
as io the Natmrd there ihould be of Mmi'^ 
hrs. So that the flighting ail theie things 
mult needs be a Riddle to the Sober. It is 
not a thing lon| to be infifted upon : And 
yet I cannot omit to fpeak ibmcthingof the 
Places yon alledge for the Praftice of the 
QMkirs. The chieiFare, Mat. 23. v. 5^ 5, 7, 
8^ 9, 10^ ir, 12. John ^. 4^* James ^^ 1. 
^rhich areallcdged under JUaJhn XIIL 

To that of M4tthiw I anfwer ^ The $thy

that is^ Doiv>€ affeft that Title, and pride 
your ftlvcs in it, as the Scribes and Pharifees 
did. Bnt this is not agsiinft the calling o* 
thcrs RMiy Majt^^ or DoS^cr ; but the being 
fo called omrfelves. And the Words follow-^ 
ing in this Verfe, which gives the Reaibn of 
the Precept, plainly infinuate that to be the 
Scnfe ; For one is yowr Mafier j or you have 
one only Matter, JtatftiiyifTif, Teacheror Guide, 
and that is Chrilt\ and you are aH B/ethren^th^t 
is, Fellow-Follow erSy or Difciples of his (acT 
fording as St- Paul expreflcth himfelf j Be 
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ye FolUwns of m$^ m I am #/ Chfifk ; lb for 
and no farther) Which therefore feem a 
frcfkrrcW Caution againft thofe Infallible 
Diuators of new forged jtrticUs, and ufe- 
l^fs Formr and Ofinions^ which ChriSt fore- 
faw would fometimes be brought into the 
Churchy by them that would pretend to 
have Power to obtrude upon every Con- 
fcience foch things as are not the Teacfar 
togs of ChriSlznd \\\%Gofftl \ but againft ex-^ 

;refs Scriptitrtj and the indeleble l^otions of 
ruth, that dfrifr the Eternal I/igos has im* 
planted in the Souls of all Men. Which 
Prophetical Caution is fiirther carried on in 
the very next Verfe, rer. 9. jind call no 
Man Father upon Earth ^ which cannot be 
undcrftood of Father in a Civil or Natural 
Senfe (For then it would not be lawful 
for a Son to call his Father, Buifr) but that 
DO Chrifiian is to admit any one fo to be 
bis Spiritual Father^ as to give Belief to him, 
or obey him, in fuch Inftruftions and Com- 
mands as are Contrary to the Jnftru&ion$ 
and (Commands of our Heavenly Father, the 
Father of Light Sy and Giver of every good md 
pirfeU Gift. Nothing ii more frequent in 
the Mouths of the Romlpi Laity to their 
Pricfts and Confeflbrs, than MonPere^ My 
Father; who under Pretence of this ^«- 
vtrend Title, are blindly led by them into 
all SHperJittion and Idolatry ^ and are hindred 
from fecking the Truth. And indeed the 
whole Chrifiian World, in a manner, is op- 
prefled and prefudiced by a Superfiitiotu 
Awe from^the Names and Opinions x>f ie*

▼cral Ancient Writers, that have got the 
Tides of Fathers \ whdfe Authority^ moft 
ftop Mens Moaths, and obftruft their free 
Enauiry into Truth, and our Aflcnt to it 
evidenced by the Cieareft Reafan and Scrh 
fture^ if any Determination of thefe f^* 
thers feem to contr^di(9: it. But here we 
are forbid by our Saviour Cljriil-j in this 
Senfe, to caU any one Father upop Earth ; 
and to give no Ear to their Inftrudions and 
Commands, no further than they agree 
with the Mind and Will of our Heavenly 
Father revpaledto us by his Son Jefus ChriSf. 
The joth ' Verfe is very Jike the Sth Verfe. 
But KAinytfJh^y anfwering toRahlriiii the 2tb 
Verfe, and Rabbi fignifyiag as well Magnfis 
zsDo^orot Magifier, that itmaynotieem 
a Tdmology^ this is a Prophetical Caution 
againft the affeftcd Grandeur and Princelinefs 
that Chria forefaw would In time be af- 
feded in the Church (wherein the ordinary 
flight Gvility of calling Mr. fuch a one, 
and Mrs. fuch a one, I conceive, is little 
concerned) intimating there ought to be 
no Dignities in the Churchy but fuch as im- 
ply m Office coiTefpondently Onofous and 
Laboriofu: Which is imply'd in the nth 
Verfe-, that he that afcends the Highea in 
. thefe Dignities^ if he have them upon the 
due Terms he ou^ht to have them, he will 
thereljy become the greateft Servant, and 
have the moft Laborious Task of all. And 
tjie 1 2th is a Prophefy of the Downfal of the 
Manof Siny who has fo mgny Years endea- 
voured only the xyagnifying bimfclf, and 
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enltlQg hiinfelfy but not the Kiiigdofii of 

the Lord Jifm. 

To Jrim 5. 44* M$9 em yi helkvt^ ilmi 
THtivi H$n$ur on$ of MHCther^ smd feek nn 
tho ffommr $h^ cmtth from Ood oidy f To 
this I anfwcr.
